Article  1. 

The  Appointment  of  Inspector  of  Buildings 

Section  1.  The  board  of  selectmen  shall  annually,  in  April, 
appoint  an  inspector  of  buildings  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the 
first  day  of  May  following,  or  until  another  is  appointed  in  his 
stead.  His  salary  or  compensation  shall  be  such  as  the  town  from 
time  to  time  may  vote. 

Article  2. 

General  Duties  of  Inspector 

Section  2.  The  inspector  of  buildings  shall  keep  a  record  of 
the  business  of  said  department;  submit  to  the  selectmen  a  yearly 
report  of  such  business;  ascertain  all  facts  and  make  all  returns 
which  shall  be  required  by  law  relative  to  steam  boilers  or  other 
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matters  connected  with  his  department,  and  enter  upon  the  premises 
wherein  any  fire  has  occurred,  if  necessary,  in  order  to  investigate 
the  origin  of  the  fire.  He  shall  make  a  report  to  the  chief  inspector 
of  buildings  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  month  of  May,  as  provided 
in  section  45,  chapter  481,  Acts  of  1894. 

Section  3.  The  inspector  of  buildings  shall  grant  permits  for 
the  erection  or  alteration  of  buildings,  and  no  buildings  shall  be 
built  or  altered  without  such  a  permit,  but  no  such  permit  shall  be 
issued  until  the  inspector  has  carefully  examined  the  plans  and  spe¬ 
cifications  of  the  proposed  building  or  alteration,  and  ascertained 
that  the  building  has  sufficient  strength,  and  that  the  means  of  in¬ 
gress  and  egress  are  sufficient. 

Section  4.  A  copy  of  the  plans  and  specifications  of  every 
public  building  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  inspector. 


Article  3. 

Examination  of  Buildings  being  erected,  repaired,  etc. 

Section  5.  The  inspector  of  buildings  shall  examine  all 
buddings  in  course  of  erection,  alteration  or  repairs  as  often  as 
practicable,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  the  right  of  entry 
thereto,  and  shall  make  a  record  of  all  violations  of  this  by-law, 
together  with  the  location  of  the  building  where  such  violations  are 
found,  the  name  of  the  owner,  lessee,  occupants,  architect  and 
master  mechanic,  and  all  other  matters  relative  thereto. 


Article  4. 

Buildings  reported  Dangerous 

Section  6.  The  said  inspector  shall  examine  all  buildings  re¬ 
ported  dangerous,  or  damaged  by  accident  or  fire,  and  make  a  rec¬ 
ord  of  such  examination,  including  the  nature  and  amount  of  such 
damage,  and  for  what  purpose  occupied,  and  report  the  facts  to 
the  board  of  selectmen. 


Article  5. 

Buildings  to  be  raised. 

Section  7.  He  shall  examine  all  buildings  under  applications 
to  raise,  enlarge,  alter  or  build  upon,  and  make  a  record  of  the 
same.  These  records  shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
engineers  of  the  fire  department  and  the  selectmen  of  the  town. 

Article  6. 

Alterations,  Repairs  and  Additions,  Subject  to  this  By-law 

Section  8.  Any  alterations,  repairs  or  additions  to  any  build¬ 
ing  already  erected  or  hereafter  to  be  built,  except  necessary  repairs, 
not  affecting  the  construction  of  the  external  or  party  walls,  chim¬ 
neys  or  stairways,  shall,  to  the  extent  of  such  wrork,  be  subject  to 
the  regulations  of  this  by-law. 

Section  9.  No  building  already  erected,  or  hereafter  built, 
shall  be  raised  or  built  up  in  such  manner  that,  were  such  build¬ 
ing  wholly  built  or  constructed  after  the  passage  of  this  by-law,  it 
would  be  in  violation  of  any  provision  thereof. 
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Article  7. 

Notice  to  be  filed  of  Intended  Alterations 

Section  10.  Every  person  intending  to  build  or  to  alter  any 
building  shall,  before  commencing  the  same,  file  an  application  for 
a  building  permit  with  the  inspector  of  buildings,  givng  a  des¬ 
cription  of  the  intended  building  or  alterations.  No  permit  issued 
by  such  inspector,  whether  for  a  new  building  or  alterations,  shall 
be  in  force  for  a  longer  time  than  one  year.  (For  public  buildings, 
lodging-houses,  hotels,  churches,  mercantile  buildings,  etc.,  see  chap¬ 
ters  382  and  481,  Acts  of  1894,  chapters  139  and  326,  Acts  of  1899, 
and  chapter  335,  section  1,  Acts  of  1900.) 

Article  8. 

Definitions 

Section.  11.  In  the  construction  of  this  by-law,  if  not  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  context,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  re¬ 
spective  meanings  assigned  to  them  : — 

“Alteration”  shall  mean  any  change  or  addition. 

“Cellar”  or  “basement”  shall  mean  a  lower  story,  of  which  one- 
half  or  more  of  the  height,  from  the  bottom  of  the  story  to  the 
under  side  of  the  floor  joists  of  the  story  next  above,  is  below  the 
mean  grade  of  all  the  streets,  or  the  mean  grade  of  the  natural 
ground  adjoining  the  building :  provided,  that  said  grade  of  the 
ground  is  not  below  the  grade  of  the  street  at  the  principal  front. 

“External  wall”  shall  mean  every  outer  wall  or  vertical  enclos¬ 
ure  of  a  building,  other  than  a  party  wall. 

“Foundation  wall”  shall  mean  that  portion  of  any  external  wall 
below  the  level  of  the  street  curb,  and  that  portion  of  any  party 
wall  below  basement  floor,  and  of  anjr  wrall  not  on  the  street,  that 
portion  of  the  wall  below  the  level  of  the  ground,  outside  of  the 
wall. 

“Party  wall”  shall  mean  every  wall  used,  or  built  in  order  to  be 
used,  as  a  separation  of  two  or  more  buildings,  and  any  two  adjoin¬ 
ing  buildings  shall  have  a  party  wall  between  them. 

“Partition  wall”  shall  mean  any  interior  wall  of  masonry  or 
other  material  in  a  building. 

“Partitions”  shall  mean  any  interior  dividing  wall,  not  of  mas¬ 
onry,  in  a  building. 

“Height  of  a  building”  shall  mean  the  distance  from  the  top 
of  outside  foundation  wall  on  street  to  the  highest  part  on  roof. 

“Repairs”  shall  mean  any  reconstruction  or  renewal  of  any  ex¬ 
isting  part  of  a  building,  or  of  its  fixtures  or  appurtenances,  which 
does  not  lesson  the  strength  or  increase  the  fire  risk  of  the  build¬ 
ing,  and  is  not  made  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspector,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  converting  the  building  in  whole  or  in  part  into  a  new  one. 

“Thickness”  of  a  wall  means  the  minimum  thickness  of  such 
wall  exclusive  of  air  space. 

“Under-pinning”  means  the  brick  or  stone  wall  from  the  foun¬ 
dation  wall  to  under  side  of  sill. 

Article  9. 

Application  for  Lines  and  Grades 

Section  12.  In  case  of  public  streets  or  squares,  where  grade 
lines  are  established,  any  person  proceeding  to  erect  or  make  alter- 
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ation  in  the  location  or  grade  of  any  fence  ,wall  or  building,  which 
is  to  abut  upon  said  public  street  or  square,  shall  first  apply  to  the 
selectmen  for  the  lines  and  grade  of  the  street  or  square  upon  which 
he  proposes  to  operate :  such  application  shall  be  made  in  writing,  at 
least  seven  days  before  the  work  is  to  begin,  and  the  selectmen  shall, 
within  said  time,  furnish  the  required  lines  and  grade,  without  charge, 
if  in  their  power  so  to  do.  In  default  of  such  application,  such  per¬ 
sons  shall  be  held  to  have  waived  all  claim  to  damages  resulting  from 
such  default. 

Article  10. 

Encroachments  upon  Street  Lines 

Section  13.  Whenever  the  selectmen  ascertain  that  any 
structure,  placed  in  violation  of  the  preceding  section,  encroaches 
upon  the  limits  of  the  street,  lane,  square  or  alley  upon  which  said 
structure  abuts,  they  shall  forthwith  issue  an  order  to  the  party 
offending,  directing  that  the  structure  be  removed  within  the  time 
specified  therein,  and  in  case  of  non-compliance,  the  selectmen  shall 
cause  the  incumbance  to  be  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  delinquent. 

Article  11. 

Spacing  of  Buildings 

Section  14.  The  external  walls  of  any  building  shall  not  be 
placed  at  a  less  distance  than  four  feet  from  the  line  of  the  lot  upon 
which  the  building  is  to  be  located,  and  the  space  between  buildings 
erected  on  any  lot,  and  those  that  shall  be  built  upon  the  same  lot, 
shall  not  be  less  than  eight  feet ;  porches,  piazzas,  bay-windows,  etc., 
are  included;  unless  the  board  of  selectmen,  shall,  after  a  hearing 
to  adjoining  property  owners  and  the  public,  grant  a  permit  to  place 
brick  or  stone  building,  other  than  dwellings  nearer  than  the  dis¬ 
tance  above  named. 

Article  12. 

Bay-windows  and  Other  Projections 

Section  15.  No  bay-windows  or  other  structure  shall  be  placed 
on  any  building  so  as  to  project  over  any  public  way  or  square. 

Article  13. 

Buildings  Other  than  Dwellings 

Section  16.  No  building  hereafter  erected  for  mercantile  or 
manufacturing  purposes  shall  be  built  in  a  range  of  more  than  sixty 
feet,  measuring  along  the  line  of  the  wall  adjoining  the  street,  with¬ 
out  the  intervention  of  a  brick  wall  at  least  twelve  inches  thick  for 
a  building  not  over  two  stories  high;  the  top  of  such  wall  at  any 
point  shall  be  eighteen  inches  above  the  roof,  and  covered  with  a 
metal  or  stone  capping.  (For  a  building  over  two  stories  high,  see 
chapter  481,  section  25,  Acts  of  1894.) 

Section  17.  No  person  shall  hereafter  erect  or  use  any  build¬ 
ing  for  a  planing  mill,  public  hall,  hotel  or  for  any  manufacturing 
or  me  rcantile  purpose,  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  se¬ 
lectmen  and  the  chief  inspector  of  buildings  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  no  such  permit  shall  be  granted  until  after  due  notice  is  given 
to  owners  of  adjoining  property,  and  after  a  hearing  pursuant  to 
such  notice. 
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Article  14. 

Dwellings  for  Two  or  More  Families 

Section  18.  The  requirements  of  this  article  shall  apply  to 
every  building  more  than  two  stories  high  heerafter  erected  or  con¬ 
verted  to  use  as  a  building  to  be  occupied  for  dwelling  purposes  by 
two  or  more  separate  families  or  households. 

Section  19.  In  all  such  buildings  there  shall  be  at  least  two 
independent  and  sufficient  ways  of  egress,  accessible  on  each  floor 
from  each  suite  of  apartments.  Such  ways  to  egress  shall  consist 
of  flights  of  stairs  extending  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest  floor, 
and  not  more  than  one  flight  of  stairs  shall  be  placed  in  the  same 
hall  way.  Every  such  way  of  egress,  from  every  such  building,  shall 
be  kept  in  good  repair  and  unobstructed.  All  buildings  shall  have 
permanent  means  of  access  to  the  roof,  from  the  inside,  by  an  open¬ 
ing  that  shall  not  be  less  than  eighteen  by  thirty  inches. 


Article  15. 

•  Piling 

Section  20.  When  the  nature  of  the  ground  requires  it,  all 
buildings  shall  be  supported  on  foundation  piles  not  more  than 
three  feet  apart  on  centres  in  the  direction  of  the  wall,  and  the 
number,  diameter  and  bearing  of  such  piles  shall  be  sufficient  to 
support  the  superstructure  proposed.  The  inspector  shall  determine 
the  grade  at  which  the  piles  shall  be  put  to  insure  constant  immersion. 
There  shall  not  be  less  than  two  rows  under  all  external  and  party 
walls.  All  piles  to  be  capped  with  block  granite  levellers  not  less 
than  sixteen  inches  thick,  each  leveller  having  a  form  bearing  on 
the  pile  or  piles  which  it  covers ;  under  each  pier  for  support  of  floor¬ 
bearing  beams  not  less  than  three  piles  shall  be  used.  The  inspector 
may  require  any  applicant  for  a  permit  to  ascertain  by  boring  the 
nature  of  the  ground  on  which  he  proposes  to  build. 


Article  16. 

Wooden  Buildings 

Section  21.  Every  wooden  building  hereafter  erected,  ex¬ 
cept  when  specified  in  section  22,  shall  have  a  foundation  of  rubble 
stone,  block  granite  or  brick,  laid  in  mortar  and  carried  to  the  sur¬ 
face  of  the  ground.  Every  such  foundation,  if  of  brick,  shall  be  at 
least  twelve  inches  thick  with  a  foting  eight  inches  wider  than  the 
wall,  and  stepped  up  one  foot;  if  of  granite  block  stone,  shall  be  at 
least  sixteen  inches  thick;  if  of  rubble  stone,  shall  be  at  least  eighteen 
inches  thick,  shall  be  laid  at  least  four  feet  below  any  surface  exposed 
to  frost,  and  upon  the  solid  ground.  Every  such  wooden  building 
hereafter  erected  or  altered,  the  sills  of  which  do  not  rest  directly 
upon  a  foundation  as  above  described,  but  on  an  under-pinning,  shall 
have  such  underpinning  made  of  brick  or  stone  or  cement  block,  and 
if  the  building  is  not  over  two  stories  high  above  the  highest  street 
level  of  its  principal  front,  the  under-pinning,  if  of  brick,  shall  be  at 
least  eight  inches  thick;  and  if  the  buliding  is  of  greater  height,  the 
under-pinning,  if  of  brick,  shall  be  at  least  twelve  inches  thick;  and 
if  of  poured  cement  from  cellar  bottom  up  not  less  than  10  inches 
thick,  if  over  two  stories  high  12  inches  thick;  every  under-pinning, 
if  of  stone,  shall  be  at  least  sixteen  inches  thick. 
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Section.  22.  Every  such  wooden  building  hereafter  erected  on 
soft  or  marshy  land,  and  used  for  a  work-shop  or  other  like  pur¬ 
pose,  or  as  a  temporary  structure  may,  if  the  building  inspector 
approves,  rest  on  mud-sills  or  blocks,  or  on  piles  cut  to  the  height 
of  grade.  Wooden  buildings  to  be  used  as  stables,  carriage-houses 
for  the  housing  of  automobiles,  or  for  hen,  duck,  rabbit  or  hare 
houses,  not  covering  over  seven  hundred  square  feet  on  the  ground, 
and  not  exceeding  fifteen  feet  in  height,  may  be  built  without  gifts 
or  tnoned  studs  and  posts,  but  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  in¬ 
spector  of  buildings. 

Section  23.  Every  eighth  course,  at  least,  of  a  brick  foun¬ 
dation  shall  be  a  heading  or  bonding  course;  the  under-pinning 
may  be  bonded  every  eighth  course  with  Flemish  headers;  where 
rubble  stone  is  used,  one-third  of  the  wall  shall  be  laid  with  through 
stone,  well  bonded. 

Section  24.  All  stone  and  brick  work  shall  be  laid  in  lime  and 
cement  motar,  no  poorer  than  equal  parts  of  lime  and  cement,  with 
a  proper  proportion  of  sand  as  will  secure  thorough  adhesion  to  the 
materials  with  which  they  are  to  be  used,  and  the  building  inspector 
shall  condemn  all  mortars  not  so  made;  all  to  be  well  laid  with 
well-filled  joints.  Bricks  when  laid  shall  be  wet  or  dry,  as  the  build¬ 
ing  inspector  may  direct;  no  light,  hard  or  soft  brick  to  be  used. 
Foundation  walls  shall  not  be  laid  on  frozen  ground. 

Section  25.  Every  wooden  building  hereafter  erected  (ex¬ 
cept  where  specified  in  section  22)  or  altered  shall  have  all  parts 
of  sufficient  strength  to  carry  the  weight  of  the  superstructure; 
shall  be  built  with  sills,  posts,  girts,  studs  and  plates,  properly 
framed,  mortised,  tenoned,  braced  and  pinned  in  each  story;  the 
posts,  sills  and  girts  shall  not  be  less  than  four  by  six  inches,  plates 
four  by  four  inches,  and  the  studs,  twro  by  four  inches,  not  more  than 
sixteen  inches- on  centres. 

Floor-bearing  partitions  will  have  studs  two  by  four  inches, 
the  bottom  resting  on  girder  of  not  less  than  six  by  eight  inches, 
the  stud  to  have  a  suitable  cap,  and  the  studs  in  the  intermediate 
stories  to  have  a  footing  on  the  cap.  All  door  openings  will  be 
trussed  over  same,  as  also  all  self-  supporting  walls  and  partitions 
above  the  first  floor.  The  attic  floor  may  be  supported  by  a  ledger 
board,  cut  in  the  wall  studs,  but  between  the  studs  a  two-inch 
plank,  by  the  width  of  the  stud,  shall  be  cut  in  to  prevent  the  pass¬ 
age  of  air.  All  timbers  resting  on  brick  walls  shall  be  cut  on  a 
splay,  and  will  have  suitable  anchor  irons  on  the  ends  of  timbers 
every  ten  feet,  and  a  continuous  tie  made  across  the  wall  where 
the  timbers  meet,  by  suitable  irons,  and  the  opposite  end  spiked  to 
the  outside  studs.  All  headers  and  trimmers  of  all  openings  over 
four  feet  square,  and  all  timbers  under  cross  partitions,  shall  have 
joists  double  in  width  of  other  timbers. 

In  all  dwelling  houses,  the  size  of  floor  joists  shall  not  be  less 
than  the  following : — 

Clear  span  of  10  or  11  feet,  size  of  joist  2x7. 

Clear  span  of  12  or  13  feet,  size  of  joist  2x8. 

Clear  span  of  14  or  15  feet,  size  of  joist  2x9. 

Clearspan  of  16  or  17  feet,  size  of  joist  2x10. 

Clear  span  of  18  or  20  feet,  size  of  joist  2x12, 

and  be  placed  not  more  than  sixteen  inches  on  centres.  All  floors 
to  be  x  bridged  once  in  every  six  feet. 
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Section  26.  Piers  under  girders,  supporting  floors  timbers  in 
basement,  may  be  of  Iron  or  Lally  Columns  not  more  than  nine 
feet  apart ;  trimmers  in  first  floor  over  twelve  feet  in  length  shall 
be  supported  by  a  pier  or  column.  Footings  for  all  piers  shall  set 
on  a  firm  foundation  and  have  levellers  one  foot  larger  than  the 
piers ;  footings  to  be  not  less  than  twelve  inches  thick.  Piers  under 
porches  and  piazzas  shall  have  suitable  foundations  at  least  four 
feet  below  the  grade. 

Section  27.  Wooden  buildings  built  in  blocks  of  two  or  more 
dwellings  shall  have  brick  walls,  not  less  than  twelve  inches  thick, 
with  a  footing  course  eight  inches  wider  than  the  wall,  and  stepped 
up  one  foot,  and  carried  up  to  the  under  side  of  roof  boards;  and 
there  shall  be  a  space  of  four  inches  between  the  timbers  on  each 
side  of  wall;  the  roof  boards  to  be  laid  and  embedded  in  mortar  on 
wall.  Fire-stops  or  mortar  shall  be  required  at  the  floor  and  ceiling 
in  each  story,  on  the  brick  party  wall  between  and  flush  with  the 
furring.  The  brick  wall  to  be  merchantable  hard  bricks,  and  laid 
as  required  for  foundation  walls  in  section  24  of  this  by-law.  These 
brick  walls  are  to  be  built  from  the  inside  of  outside  wall  boarding, 
and  must  be  corbelled  out  to  the  cornice. 

In  case  the  projection  of  the  cornice  will  not  admit  of  cor¬ 
belling  out  to  make  a  thorough  fire-stop,  then  the  rafters  on  each 
side  of  the  wall  shall  be  covered  on  the  sides,  and  over  the  planceer 
board  and  back  of  the  butter  fascia,  with  galvanized  iron  or  zinc,  and 
the  space  between  filled  in  with  non-combustible  material.  The 
spaces  between  such  parts  of  floor  joists  as  rest  upon  girders,  par¬ 
tition  heads  or  sills  shall  have  the  spaces  filled  in  solid,  between  the 
studs,  four  inches  above  the  floor,  with  bricks  laid  in  mortar,  or  other 
fire-proof  material;  the  spaces  between  stringers  of  stair-cases  and 
joists  of  landings,  unless  unceiled,  shall  be  stopped  with  some  incom¬ 
bustible  material  at  two  places  in  every  flight  of  stairs,  so  as  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  passage  of  air.  Fire-stops  must  be  put  on  each  floor,  be¬ 
tween  the  floors  and  chimney.  All  channels  and  pockets  for  gas, 
water  and  soil  pipes  must  be  made  smoke  tight  at  each  floor. 


Article  17. 

External  and  Party  Walls  of  Brick  Dwelling-houses 

Section  28.  The  external  walls  of  all  brick  dwelling-houses 
two  stories  high  shall  not  be  less  than  eight  inches  thick  above 
the  top  of  first  floor,  and  not  less  than  one  foot  thick  from  the 
top  of  the  foundation  to  the  top  of  first  floor.  In  all  three-story 
buildings,  the  external  walls  above  the  top  of  first  floor  shall  not 
be  less  than  one  foot  thick  to  top  of  second  floor  and  sixteen  inches 
thick  from  the  top  of  foundation  to  top  of  first  floor.  If  the  build¬ 
ing  is  more  than  sixty  feet  in  height,  from  the  side-walk  to  ceiling 
of  upper  story,  the  external  walls  shall  not  be  less  than  sixteen 
inches  in  the  first  story,  and  twelve  inches  thick  above  that  story. 
Foundations  if  of  brick  shall  be  four  inches  thicker  than  the  wall  in 
first  story;  foundations  if  of  block  granite  shall  be  six  inches  thicker 
than  the  wall  above,  and  if  of  rubble  stone,  shall  be  ten  inches  thicker 
than  the  wall  above,  and  shall  have  a  footing  course  of  large  size 
stone  eight  inches  wider  than  the  wall;  no  round  or  boulder  stone 
shall  be  used. 

« 

All  party  walls  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches  thick. 
All  roof  or  floor  timbers  entering  the  same  party  wall  from  op- 
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posite  sides  shall  have  at  least  four  inches  solid  brick-work  be¬ 
tween  the  ends  of  said  timbers. 

The  ends  of  all  wooden  floor  or  roof  beams  in  dwellings  with 
masonry  walls  shall  enter  the  wall  to  a  depth  of  at  least  four  inches, 
unless  the  wall  is  properly  corbelled  so  as  to  give  a  bearing  of  at  least 
four  inches ;  and  the  ends  of  all  such  beams  shall  be  so  shaped  or  ar¬ 
ranged  that  in  case  of  fire  they  may  fall  without  injury  to  the  wall. 

Each  floor  in  dwellings  with  masonry  walls  shall  have  its 
beams  so  tied  to  the  walls  and  to  each  other  with  wrought-iron 
straps  or  anchors  at  least  three-eighths  of  an  inch  thick  by  one  and 
one-half  inch  wide,  as  to  form  continuous  ties  across  the  build¬ 
ing  not  more  than  ten  feet  apart.  Walls  running  parallel  or  nearly 
parallel  with  floor  beams  shall  be  properly  tied  once  in  ten  feet 
to  the  floor  beams  by  iron  straps  or  anchors  of  the  size  above  spe¬ 
cified.  Every  wooden  header  or  trimmer  more  than  four  feet  long, 
carrying  a  floor  load  of  over  seventy  pounds  per  square  foot,  at 
connections  with  other  beams,  shall  be  hung  in  stirrup  irons  and 
joint  bolted.  All  tail  beams  and  similar  beams  of  wood  shall  be 
framed  or  hung  in  stirrup  irons.  All  iron  beams  shall  have  proper 
connections. 

Cutting  for  piping  or  other  purposes  shall  not  be  done  so  as 
to  reduce  the  strength  of  the  supporting  parts  below  that  required 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

No  part  of  any  floor  timbers  shall  be  within  two  inches  of 
any  chimney.  No  studding  or  furring  shall  be  within  one  inch  of 
any  chimney. 

Every  brick  dwelling  over  three  stories  high  shall  have  a 
sufficient  fire-stop  at  each  floor,  covering  the  whole  floor  of  each 
story  through  all  stud  partitions,  and  extending  to  the  masonry  walls. 
Every  air-duct,  except  vents,  shall  be  effectually  stopped  at  each 
story.  Every  such  fire-stop  shall  consist  of  a  solid,  air-tight  co¬ 
hesive  layer,  at  least  one  inch  thick,  of  tile,  brick,  terracotta  or  like 
fire-made  material,  plaster,  cement,  cinder  or  ashes,  or  of  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  the  same,  or  of  equally  non-inflammable,  non-heat  conduct¬ 
ing  materials,  laid  between  the  upper  and  under  floors,  or  occupy¬ 
ing  all  the  space  between  the  timbers  under  the  under  floors.  And 
in  all  brick  dwellings  above  three  stories  in  height,  and  in  all  brick 
dwellings  occupied  as  independent  apartments  or  tenements  by  more 
than  three  families,  all  stairways  shall  be  enclosed  in  walls  or  shafts 
of  non-inflammable  material,  and  all  openings  in  said  walls  or  shafts 
shall  be  provided  with  metal-covered  doors  hung  to  rabbeted  iron 
frames  with  iron  thresholds.  The  foot  of  each  partition  and  of  each 
tier  of  studding  or  furring  shall  be  filled  solid  between  the  uprights 
to  the  full  width  thereof,  and  to  the  height  of  six  inches  above  the 
floor,  with  the  same  incombustibles  as  above  prescribed  for  fire- 
stops,  or  some  combination  thereof.  The  spaces  between  such  parts 
of  the  floor  joists  as  rest  upon  partition  heads  shall  be  filled  with 
the  materials  above  required.  The  spaces  between  stringers  of  stair¬ 
cases  and  joists  of  landings,  unless  unceiled,  shall  be  so  stopped  with 
some  of  the  incombustibles  above  mentioned,  at  three  places  at  least 
in  every  flight  of  stairs,  as  to  prevent  the  passage  of  air. 

All  new  or  renewed  roofs  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  bear 
safely,  in  addition  to  the  weight  of  the  material,  twenty-five  pounds 
per  superficial  foot  or  area,  covered  with  proper  additional  allowance 
for  a  horizontal  wind  pressure  of  thirty  pounds  per  square  foot.  All 
thin  glass  skylights  upon  roofs  shall  be  covered  by  a  wire  netting 
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when  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspector  such  protection  is  needed.  The 
roof  of  every  brick  building  hereafter  built  shall  be  covered  with  tin, 
iron,  slate,  gravel,  composition  or  like  substantial  roofing  material 
not  readily  inflammable. 

Section  29.  All  stone  wall  and  brick-work  shall  be  laid  as 
described  for  foundations  in  Article  16,  except  that  the  external 
brick  walls  above  the  foundation,  and  the  party  walls  above  first 
floor,  may  be  laid  in  best  lime  mortar,  and  if  of  face  brick,  by 
cutting  the  corners  and  putting  in  diagonal  headers.  Fire-stops 
of  mortar  shall  be  required  at  the  floor  and  ceilings  in  each  story, 
on  party  and  external  walls  between  and  flush  with  the  furring. 

Section  30.  In  no  case  shall  a  wood  lintel  support  any  brick¬ 
work.  All  window  and  door  openings  shall  have  suitable  caps, 
segmental  arches  or  iron  beams.  All  lintels  for  store  fronts  sup¬ 
porting  walls,  shall  be  of  iron,  the  ends  resting  on  an  iron  plate  the 
full  thickness  of  the  wall.  No  wood  posts  shall  support  any  iron 
beams.  Iron  posts  for  any  support  of  walls  shall  have  a  bottom 
iron  plate  not  less  than  twelve  by  twelve  by  two  inches. 

Article  18. 

Openings  in  Brick  Walls 

Section  31.  No  opening  or  door-way  shall  be  cut  through  a 
party  or  partition  brick  wall  of  any  building  without  a  permit  from 
the  inspector.  Each  opening  must  be  provided  with  two  sets  of 
metal-covered  doors,  separated  by  the  thickness  of  the  wall,  hung 
to  rabbeted  iron  frames. 


Article  19. 

Construction  of  Chimneys 

Section  32.  All  chimneys  hereafter  shall  be  built  of  brick, 
stone  or  other  incombustible  material,  and  shall  have  a  footing  of 
masonry  or  iron  supported  by  iron  or  corbels  of  brick  or  stone. 
No  chimney  shall  be  hung  to  an  8  inch  wall,  or  bear  or  rest  upon 
wood.  No  chimneys  corbelled  from  a  wall  shall  project  more  than 
the  thickness  of  the  wall. 

All  smoke  flues  and  ash  chutes  built  of  brick  less  than  8  inches 
thick  shall  be  lined  with  flue  lining,  from  3  feet  below  any  woodwork 
in  basement  to  the  entire  height  of  the  chimney.  All  brick  vent 
flues  shall  be  smoothly  plastered  or  cement  washed  on  the  inside. 

All  flues  shall  be  topped  out  at  least  four  feet  above  the  high¬ 
est  part  of  the  roof  at  the  point  through  which  they  pass,  with  brick 
or  stone,  and  the  topping  out  shall  not  have  more  than  two  inches 
projecion,  unless  covered  by  a  cap  of  improved  incombustible  material, 
properly  secured;  and  in  no  case  shall  a  nail  be  driven  into  the 
masonry  of  any  flue.  All  woodwork  in  brick  buildings  shall  be 
placed  distant,  one  inch,  and  floor  timbers,  readers,  trimmers,  and 
girders,  at  least  1  1-2  inches  from  the  outside  of  every  chimney  flue. 
In  chimneys  with  more  than  two  flues  the  withes  shall  be  constructed 
of  brick  laid  flatways  and  bonded  every  eight  course. 

Section  33.  Chimneys  Passing  Through  Floors.  Where  chim¬ 
neys  pass  through  floors  they  shall  be  held  central  in  openings  by 
one  header  projected  out  at  each  corner  against  openings,  and  there 
shall  be  fire-stops  of  tin,  sheet  iron  or  masonry  to  stop  draft  through 
openings  around  chimneys  on  each  floor. 
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Section  34.  Recesses  on  Chimneys.  No  chimney  shall  be 
corbelled  out,  but  may  be  corbelled,  if  thoroughly  bonded  to  receive 
a  thimble.  All  recesses  shall  be  plastered  and  there  shall  be  a  space 
of  not  less  than  six  inches  between  woodwork  and  thimble,  or  they 
shall  be  made  safe  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Inspector. 

No  brick  flue  shall  be  built  out  of  plumb  beyond  its  centre  of 
gravity. 

Section  35.  Flues  Not  on  Foundation  Walls,  etc.  Brick  flues 
in  dwellings  not  starting  from  foundation  walls  shall  rest  upon  a 
continuous  support  of  metal  or  masonry  extending  to  the  ground. 

Brick  flues  necessary  in  buildings  other  than  dwellings,  and 
not  starting  from  the  ground,  shall  be  supported  in  a  manner  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Inspector ;  and  if  other  than  brick,  where  they  pass 
through  roofs,  ceilings,  closets,  floors,  or  any  woodwork,  shall  be 
guarded  by  a  double  collar  or  pipe,  with  at  least  three  inches  air 
space  and  holes  for  ventilation  or  made  safe  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  Inspector. 

When  smoke  flues  are  connected  with  hot  water  or  low  pres¬ 
sure  steam  boilers  having  a  grate  area  of  over  eight  square  feet, 
bakers’  oven,  hotel  or  restaurant  ranges,  the  brick  walls  enclos¬ 
ing  the  flue  linings  shall  be  not  less  than  eight  inches  in  thick¬ 
ness.  When  smoke  flues  are  connected  with  high  pressure  steam 
boilers,  smelting  furnaces  and  other  apparatus  which  heat  the  flues 
to  a  similarly  high  temperature,  enclosing  brick  walls  shall  be  not 
less  than  twelve  inches  in  thickness  and  in  place  of  the  lining,  the 
inside  four  inches  of  such  walls  shall  be  of  fire  brick  laid  in  fireclay 
extending  for  a  distance  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  feet  in  any 
direction  from  the  source  of  heat,  and  there  shall  be  an  air  space  of 
at  least  four  inches  within  all  walls  not  external  to  the  building  for 
the  same  distance  as  required  for  the  lining. 

Iron  cupola  chimneys  or  foundries  shall  extend  at  least  ten 
feet  above  the  highest  point  of  any  roof  within  a  radius  of  fifty 
feet  of  such  cupola,  and  be  capped  with  a  suitable  spark  arrester. 
No  woodwork  shall  be  placed  within  two  feet  of  the  cupola. 

Section  36.  Notice  in  Case  of  Unsafe  Chimneys,  etc.  If  any 

chimney,  flue  or  heating  apparatus  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Inspector  of  Buildings,  be  unsafe  by  reason  of  endangering  the 
premises  by  fire  or  otherwise,  he  shall  at  once  notify  in  writing 
the  owner,  agent  or  other  party  having  an  interest  in  said  prem¬ 
ises,  who  upon  receiving  said  notice  shall  make  the  same  safe,  in 
pursuance  of  the  terms  of  said  notice. 

Article  20.* 

Foundations  for  Fire-places,  Ranges  and  Grates 

Section  37.  All  hearths  shall  be  supported  by  trimmer  arches 
or  bricks.  The  brick  jambs  of  every  fire-place,  range  or  grate 
opening,  and  the  backs  of  such  openings,  shall  be  at  least  eight 
inches  thick.  All  hearths  and  trimmer  arches  shall  be  at  least 
twelve  inches  longer  on  either  side  than  the  width  of  said  open¬ 
ings,  and  at  least  eighteen  inches  wide  in  front  of  the  chimney 
breast.  Brick-work  over  fire-places  and  grate  openings  shall  be 
supported  by  proper  iron  bars,  or  brick  or  stone  arches. 
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Article  21. 

Steam  Pipes 

Section  38.  All  steam  pipes  passing  through  floors  or  joists 
shall  be  protected  by  an  incombustible  ring  or  tube,  or  rest  on  iron 
supports,  with  air  space  three-fourths  of  an  inch  larger  in  diameter 
than  the  steam  pipe. 

Article  22. 

Protection  of  Wood- work  about  Smoke  Pipes 

Section  39.  No  smoke  pipe  shall  pass  through  any  wooden 
partition,  without  a  soapstone  ring  of  the  thickness  of  the  partition 
and  extending  four  inches  from  the  pipe,  or  a  double  metal  collar 
of  the  thickness  of  the  partition,  with  a  ventilated  air  space  of  not 
less  than  four  inches  around  the  pipe;  nor  shall  a  smoke  pipe  be 
placed  within  eight  inches  of  any  wood  unles  such  wood  is  plas¬ 
tered  and  protected  by  a  metal  shield  two  inches  distant  from  the 
wood,  in  which  case  the  smoke  pipe  shall  not  be  less  than  six 
inches  from  the  wood.  All  smoke  pipes  passing  through  closets 
shall  have  ventilated  air  space  pipes  at  least  four  inches  larger 
than  the  smoke  pipe. 

Section  40.  The  smoke  pipes  of  any  hot-air,  steam,  hot-wa¬ 
ter  or  other  furnace  passing  beneath  wooden  beams  or  ceilings 
shall  be  kept  at' least  eighteen  inches  therefrom,  or  the  wood-work 
shall  be  protected  by  a  tin  shield  suspended  at  least  two  inches  be¬ 
low  said  beams  or  ceiling,  in  which  case  the  pipe  may  be  placed 
within  eight  inches  of  the  beam  or  ceiling. 

Article  23. 

Furnaces,  Registers  and  Hot-air  Pipes 

Section  41.  Tops  of  furnaces  set  in  brick  shall  be  covered 
with  brick,  laid  on  iron  bars  and  made  perfectly  tight,  said  cov¬ 
ering  to  be  in  addtion  to,  and  not  less  than  six  inches  from,  the 
ordinary  covering  of  the  hot-air  chamber,  and  shall  be  at  least  four 
inches  below  any  wooden  beams  or  ceilings,  and  the  top  of  portable 
furnaces  at  least  one  foot  below  any  wooden  beams  or  ceilings. 

Section  42.  All  hot-air  register  boxes  hereafter  placed  in  the 
floors  or  partitions  of  buildings  shall  be  set  in  soapstone  or  equally 
incombustile  borders,  not  less  than  two  inches  wide.  Register  boxes 
shall  be  made  of  tin  plate,  with  a  flange  on  top  to  fit  a  groove  in  the 
border,  and  shall  be  double  throughout,  with  one-inch  air-space  all 
around  between  inner  and  outer  casing.  Hot-air  pipes  and  register 
boxes  of  fifteen  by  twenty-five  inches  or  more  shall  have  a  similar 
air-space,  not  less  than  two  inches  all  around. 

Section  43.  Furnace  or  other  pipes  conveying  heated  air  shall 
be  of  tin  plate  or  its  equal,  and,  except  from  hot-water  or  steam 
radiators,  in  partitions  or  between  floors,  shall  be  double,  with  three- 
fourths  inch  space  all  around  between  the  inner  and  outer  pipes. 

Article  24. 

Boiler  Houses,  Boiler  Rooms,  etc. 

Section  44.  Boiler  houses  and  boiler  rooms  in  establishments 
where  inflammable  materials  are  used,  or  where  shavings  or  other 
highly  inflammable  materials  are  used  for  fuel,  shall  be  enclosed  in 
brick,  stone  or  concrete  walls,  or  iron  studs  filled  with  concrete. 
Roofs  or  floors  over  such  rooms  or  houses  shall  be  made  of  iron, 
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brick,  stone  or  concrete  arches,  or  slabs,  or,  if  of  wood,  shall  be  pro¬ 
tected  with  fire-proof  tile,  or  plastered  on  iron  or  wire  netting,  or 
covered  with  metal.  The  ceilings  over  all  other  stationary  boilers 
than  those  thus  described  shall  be  plastered  on  wire  netting  or 
covered  with  metal,  and  the  doors  into  all  boiler  rooms  shall  be  of 
iron  or  of  wood  covered  with  metal. 

Section  45.  The  floors  of  rooms  containing  stationary  boilers 
shall  be  made  of  incombustible  material  for  at  least  five  feet  in 
front,  and  for  such  distance  on  the  sides  and  rear  as  may  be  required 
by  the  inspector  of  buildings.  Wooden  floors  under  portable  boil¬ 
ers  shall  have  close  protection  of  incombustible  material. 

Section  46.  The  provisions  of  Articles  20  to  24  inclusive  shall 
apply  to  buildings  already  erected,  if  found  necessary  and  ordered 
after  examination  of  the  premises  by  the  inspector  of  buildings. 

Article  25. 

Ash  Depositories 

Section  47.  All  receptacles  for  ashes,  waste  and  other  sub¬ 
stances  liable,  by  spontaneous  combustion  or  otherwise,  to  cause  a 
fire,  shall  be  made  of  incombustible  materials,  satisfactory  to  the 
inspector  of  buildings. 

Article  26. 

Electric  Light  Wiring 

Section  48.  All  interior  wiring  must  bemade  in  accordance 
with  the  “National  Electrical  Code,”  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters. 

Article  27. 

Penalty  for  Violation 

Section  49.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  by-law  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Article  28. 

Fees 

Section  50.  The  following  fees  will  be  charged  on  all  build¬ 
ing  permits  issued  by  the  inspector  of  buildings,  for  the  erection 
and  alteration  of  buildings  within  the  limit  of  the  Town  of  Wey¬ 
mouth  : 

First  class  buildings,  Val.  not  exceeding  $5,000  $5.00 

Second  class  buildings,  Val.  not  exceeding  $4,000  $4.00 

Third  class  buildings,  Val.  not  exceeding  $3,000  2.00 

Alterations  of  buildings  and  the  erection  of  sheds,  auto  hous¬ 
es  and  like  small  buildings,  valuation  not  exceeding  $1,000,  $1.00. 

An  additional  fee  of  $.50  per  $1,000  valuation  over  the  above 
table  shall  be  charged.  Provided,  however,  that  the  amount  of 
any  fee  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Fees  to  accompany  the  application ;  to  be  refunded  if  permit 
is  not  granted.

Voted:  That  the  reports  of  the  Electric  Light  Com¬ 
mittee,  Town  Engineer,  Moth  Supt.,  Tree  Warden,  Chief  of  Fire 
Department,  Supt.  of  Alewive  Fishery,  Celebration  Committee  on 
the  15  0th  Anniversary  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States, 
Visitor  for  the  Overseers  of  the  poor,  Supt.  of  Streets,  Inspector 
of  Milk  and  Dairies,  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Park  Com¬ 
missioners,  Registrars  of  Voters,  Trustees  of  Weymouth,  Fore 
River  Bridge,  Board  of  Health,  Committee  of  Town  Forest,  Visit¬ 
ing  Nurse  Association,  Trustees  of  Tufts  Library,  Committee  of

The  committee  looked  at  the  available 
sites  near  the  Old  North  Church  and  at  the  last  minute  were  in¬ 
formed  that  the  property  adjourning  the  Church  was  the  location 
Mr.  Pratt  had  in  mind.  This  property  is  owned  by  William  Whit¬ 
man  of  Boston,  Mr.  Whitman  was  interviewed  and  he  stated  that 
the  property  was  not  for  sale  but  if  the  town  wanted  it  for  the 
Hospital  he  would  give  the  property  to  the  town  provided  that  a 
suitable  tablet  was  placed  in  the  Hospital,  reciting  that  the  land 
was  originally  purchased  from  the  Indians  by  the  town  and  sub¬ 
sequently  sold  by  the  town  to  one  William  Whitman,  and  that  the 
land  is  given  to  the  town  by  a  descendent  of  said  Whitman  and 
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in  honor  of  his  memory,  and  upon  the  further  condition  that  in 
the  event  the  town  cease  to  occupy  the  land  for  Hospital  purposes, 
the  title  to  the  same  shall  revert  to  William  Whitman  or  his  heirs. 

It  is  the  sense  of  the  committee  to  recommend  the  site  offered 
by  William  Whitman.

teration  and  widening  of  said  square,  and  highway  by  the  County 
Commssioners  and  for  the  payment  of  and  damages  accrued  or  ac- 
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cruing  by  reason  thereof  and  the  cost  of  pavement  laid  and  side¬ 
walks  constructed  thereon. 

And  that  the  Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Select¬ 
men  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
thirty  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  and  to  isue  bonds  or  notes  of

Voted  unanimously:  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,000.,  three  thousand  dollars  additional  for  the  celebration  of  the 
Fourth  of  July,  1926,  that  being  the  150th  Anniversary  of  the  Inde¬ 
pendence  of  the  United  States. 

Art.  3.  Voted:  That  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  be  in¬ 
definitely  postponed. 

Art.  4.  Voted :  That  no  action  be  taken  under  this  article. 

Art.  5.  Voted:  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eight  hun¬ 
dred  ($800)  dollars  to  complete  the  working  of  May  Terrace. 

Art.  6.  Voted  unanimously:  That  the  Selectmen  be  and  here¬ 
by  are  authorized  to  purchase  or  take  by  the  right  of  eminent  do¬ 
main  such  parcel  of  land  as  may  be  approved  by  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  for  a  new  school  house  in  the  Pond  Plain  district,  and  that 
the  appropriation  made  at  the  last  annual  meeting  be  reappropriated 
for  this  purpose.  (See  art.  25  annual  meeting  1925.) 

Art.  7.  'Voted  unanimously:  That  the  sum  of  fifteen  thou¬

Weymouth,  Mass.,  July  5,  1926 

Pursuant  to  the  within  warrant,  a  special  meeting  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  town  of  Weymouth,  represented  by  the  Town 
Meeting  members,  was  held  at  the  hall  of  the  Weymouth  High 
School,  East  Weymouth,  on  Monday  the  fifth  day  of  July,  1926. 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7.30  o’clock  in  the  evening  by 
George  L.  Barnes,  Annual  Moderator,  who  requested  the  Town 
Clerk  to  read  the  call  for  the  meeting,  after  reading  the  call  for 
said  meeting,  it  was  voted  that  the  reading  of  the  several  articles 
in  the  warrant  be  omitted,  the  Town  Clerk  then  read  the  last 
three  paragraphs  of  the  warrant  and  the  attestation  of  the  Con¬ 
stable  who  served  the  warrant. 

George  L.  Barnes,  annual  Moderator,  then  stated  to  the 
meeting  that  the  chair  is  informed  that  Percy  J.  A’Court,  His 
Worship, .the  Mayor  of  Weymouth  in  England,  with  Percy  Small- 
man,  Esq.,  Town  Clerk  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  in  England,  at¬ 
tended  by  a  delegation  of  Councillors  of  the  Council  of  the  said 
town  is  in  attendance,  and  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  chair 
by  unanimous  consent  of  the  meeting,  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
receive  these  English  guests  to  this  meeting,  and  escort  them  to 
the  platform.  The  chair  will  appoint  Frederick  G.  Bauer,  Esq., 
chairman  of  the  general  committee  and  the  Arthur  H.  Pratt  to 
act  as  escort.  The  committee  will  form  in  front  of  the  chair  and 
proceed  to  the  discharge  of  their  duties.

Mr.  Moderator,  in  accordance  with  the 
pleasant  and  honorable  duty  which  yt  u  have  assigned  me  I  take 
great  pleasure  in  presenting  through  you  to  the  legal  inhabtants 
of  the  town  of  Weymouth,  this  delegation  from  our  mother  town 
in  England  consisting  of  His  Worship,  Percy  J.  A’Court,  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  Mayor  of  the  Borough  of  Weymouth  and  Mal- 
combe  Regis,  Percy  A.  Smallman,  Town  Clerk  of  the  same  and 
Councillors  Thomas  Moore  and  William  John  Peters. 
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The  Moderator.  Mr.  Chairman  of  the  committee.  The 
meeting  receives  with  distinguished  pleasure  the  gentlemen 
whom  you  have  escorted  to  the  platform. 

Before  proceeding  to  the  business  of  the  evening  Matthew 
O’Dowd,  John  H.  Stetson  and  Allan  C.  Emery  were  sworn  as 
Town  Meeting  members. 

Art.  1  Mr.  Arthur  I.  Negus  asked  Col.  Frederick  G.  Bauer 
to  read  the  copy  of  the  deed  of  a  certain  parcel  of  land  on  Church 
street  given  to  the  town  by  William  Whitman  of  Brookline  as  a 
site  for  the  hospital  to  be  established  under  the  will  of  the  late 
Laban  Pratt  (Col.  Bauer  then  read  the  copy  of  the  deed  conveying 
said  parcel  of  land  to  the  town,  with  certain  conditions  therein 
named  )  Mr.  Negus  then  moved  as  follows:  Whereas,  William 
Whitman  of  Brookline  by  deed  dated  the  first  day  of  July  A.  D. 
1926  has  conveyed  to  the  town  a  certain  parcel  cf  land  on  Church 
street,  adjoining  land  of  the  North  Parish  and  more  particularly 
described  in  said  deed,  as  a  site  for  the  hospital  which  provision 
has  been  made  in  the  will  of  Laban  Pratt  late  of  Boston. 

Now  therefore  Voted:  That  the  town  hereby  accepts  the 
said  deed  of  gift  of  William  Whitman  and  the  property  conveyed 
thereby,  and  accepts  the  conditions  which  are  contained  in  said 
deed,  and  which  reads  as  follows: 

Said  premises  are  hereby  conveed  by  way  of  gift  for  use  of 
of  the  grantee  as  the  site  for  the  hospital  for  which  provision  has 
been  made  by  bequest  to  it  under  the  will  of  Laban  Pratt,  late  of 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  deceased,  but  upon  the  condition  that  it 
shall  within  ten  years  from  the  date  hereof,  erect  and  complete 
the  erection  of  said  hospital  thereon,  or,  if  at  any  time  the  erec¬ 
tion  thereon  the  grantee  shall  cease  to  maintain  said  hospital,  up¬ 
on  condition  that  it  shall  thereafter  devote  and  forever  continue 
to  dovote  said  premises  to  some  other  public  use;  and  further  up¬ 
on  condition  that  the  grantee  within  one  year  from  the  date  here¬ 
of,  place  and  thereafter  forever  maintain  upon  the  granted  prem¬ 
ises  a  bronze  tablet  in  a  location  either  within  or  without  the  hos¬ 
pital  biluding  where  it  may  be  easily  read  by  persons  entering  the 
building  or  premises  containing  an  inscription  substantially  as 
follows: 

“This  land  is  a  part  of  a  tract  which  in  the  year  1642  was 
alloted  by  the  Town  of  Weymouth  to  John  Whitman,  one  of  th*3 
early  settlers  in  the  town  and  who  in  the  year  1638  was  admitted 
as  a  freeman  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  citizen  of  the  town. 
William  Whitman,  a  citizen  of  Brookline  and  a  descendent  in  the 
eighth  generation  from  John  Whitman,  in  the  year  1926  gave  the 
land  as  a  memorial  to  John  Whitman  and  his  descendents.  And 
that  if  the  grantee  shall  fail  to  keep  and  perform  said  conditions, 
or  any  of  them,  then  in  such  event  this  deed  shall  become  abso¬ 
lutely  null  and  void  and  all  singular  the  above  described  premises 
shall  revert  to  and  revest  in  me,  the  said  grantor  and  my  heirs 
and  assigns  as  fully,  completely  and  effectually  as  if  these  pres¬ 
ents  had  not  been  executed.”  And  further,  Voted:  That  the  Se¬ 
lectmen  and  Town  Councils  be  a  committee  to  report  at  some  fu¬ 
ture  Town  Meeting,  but  not  later  than  the  next  annual  Town 
Meeting,  a  plan  for  carrying  out  the  conditions  in  said  deed,  and 
further  Voted:  That  the  town  extends  to  William  Whitman  the 
sincere  thanks  for  his  public  spirited  gift  in  memory  of  one  of  the 
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most  distinguished  of  the  early  settlers  of  this  town,  and  unites 
in  wishing  him  a  continuation  of  the  long  life  and  prosperous 
business  career  which  has  made  him  one  of  the  leading  figures 
in  the  textile  industry,  and  further  Voted:  That  the  Town  Clerk 
be  instructed  to  forward  to  Mr.  Whitman  an  engrossed  copy  of 
acceptance  under  the  seal  of  the  town,  and  further  Voted:  That 
the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  lease  or  otherwise  manage  said 
property  until  further  order  of  the  town. 

After  quite  a  discussion  of  this  question  Mr.  William  B. 
Dasha  moved:  That  the  subject  matter  of  this  article  be  indefi¬ 
nitely  postponed,  the  Moderator  declared  it  not  a  vote. 

More  than  seven  members  having  doubted  the  vote,  the  Mod¬ 
erator  appointed  Irving  E.  Johnson  and  Emerson  R.  Dizer  as 
tellers,  and  they  were  sworn  as  such  by  the  Moderator,  the  ques¬ 
tion  was  again  put  to  the  members  and  the  tellers  reported  19 
in  favor  of  indefinite  postponement  and  66  against  postpone¬ 
ment. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  recommerdation  of  the  Ap¬ 
propriation  Committee,  in  accepting  the  gift  with  the  conditions 
attached  thereto. 

Mr.  Josiah  B.  Reed  moved  that  the  subject  matter  be  refferr- 
ed  back  to  the  Selectmen  for  a  report  at  our  next  town  meeting. 

It  was  voted. 

Art.  2.  Mr.  Negus  for  the  Appropriation  Committee  moved: 
To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5  60  for  the  pay  of  a  perma¬ 
nent  driver  of  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck  in  Ward  5,  this  appro¬ 
priation  being  in  confirmation  of,  and  not  in  addition  to  a  like 
appropriation  made  at  the  special  town  meetg  held  June  7,1926. 

John  P.  Dwyer  moved  and  it  was  so  voted:  To  indefinitely 
postpone  the  subject  matter  of  this  article. 

Art.  3.  Voted:  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,200  for  the  completion  of  Pecksuot  Road. 

Art.  4.  Voted:  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $670 
for  a  night  officer  at  Lovell’s  Corner,  from  July  5  to  October  1, 
1926. 

Art.  5.  George  L.  Barnes  speaking  from  the  chair  stated: 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  chair  to  ask  the  Mayor  of  Weymouth, 
England,  to  preside  over  this  meeting  while  upon  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  subject  matter  of  article  5;  and  as  that  will  consti¬ 
tute  a  unique  and  historic  occasion,  not  only  in  the  history  of 
this  town,  but  in  the  history  of  this  Commonwealth  and  of  this 
nation,  it  is  perhaps  fitting  that  a  few  words  should  be  said 
with  refreence  to  it. 

Our  New  England  town  meetings  are  themselves  unique; 
they  really  originated  from  that  Compact  signed  in  the  cabin  of 
the  Mayflower  where  those  people  agreed  by  that  Compact  that 
they  would  abide  by  such  laws  and  ordinances  as  they  themselves 
should  adopt;  and  since  then,  people  in  these  New  England  towns 
have  gathered  together  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  laws 
by  which  they  should  govern  themselves. 

It  is  the  most  complete  form  of  democracy.  No  form  of  de¬ 
mocracy  could  be  more  complete  than  these  gatherings  in  our 
New  England  town  meetings  where  the  citizens  adopt  their  own 
laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  their  municipalities. 
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Since  the  soldiers  of  England  vacated  Boston,  as  George 
Washington  marched  in  from  Dorchester,  I  venture  to  assert  that 
no  official  of  any  political  subdivivision  of  the  English  Govern¬ 
ment  has  ever  directly  participated  in  a  governmental  function 
in  this  country. 

Therefore  it  is  a  historic  occasion,  when  the  highest  official 
of  a  town  in  Old  England,  whose  name  we  bear,  comes  here  and 
has  kindly  and  graciously  consented  to  participate  with  us  in  the 
capacity  of  presiding  over  this  meeting,  and  I  venture  to  suggest 
that  anything  of  that  sort  has  never  occurred  in  the  history  of 
either  country,  or  in  the  history  of  any  of  our  towns.  It  is,  there¬ 
fore  a  historic  occasion;  it  is  something  that  we  and  our  succes¬ 
sors  in  the  future  will  look  upon  with  great  pride  and  great  satis¬ 
faction,  that  here  in  Weymouth  such  an  occasion  took  place  for 
the  first  time  in  this  country,  where  a  representative  of  Old  Eng¬ 
land  participated  in  one  of  our  governmental  functions  in  New 
England,  and  you  in  consenting  to  do  this  have  further  cemented 
the  ties  of  kinship  and  friendship  between  your  town  and  this 
town  and  between  your  country  and  this  country. 

It  is  very  gracious  of  you  to  do  it  Sir,  and  we  appreciate 
very  much  your  courtesy  in  that  regard..  I  now,  Sir,  yield  to  you 
the  gavel  for  the  performance  of  your  duties  in  this  respect,  and 
would  add  that  this  gavel  has  been  made  from  wood  taken  out  of 
the  Old  Fanuel  Hall  in  Boston,  known  as  the  “Cradle  of  Liberty," 
for  it  was  there  that  our  patriots  were  so  inspired,  and  where 
liberty  was  born  and  matured,  to  grow  into  lusty  vigor  until  the 
colonies  became  an  independent  nation.  It  is  with  satisfaction 
that  I  hand  this  to  you  and  ask  if  you  will  consent  to  preside  over 
this  town  meeting  of  the  town  of  Weymouth,  Massachusetts.  (Ap¬ 
plause.) 

His  Worship,  the  Mayor  of  Weymouth,  England,  Percy  J. 
A-’Court. 

Mr.  Moderator:  I  thank  you  heartily  for  the  great  honor 
you  have  done  me  and  my  town  in  asking  me  to  preside  over 
your  meeting  for  a  few  minutes.  As  you  say,  it  is  a  historic  event, 
and  Weymouth,  England,  will  never  forget  it. 

Mr.  Prince  H.  Tirrell  for  the  committee  on  naming  the  new 
school  building  in  Bicknell  Square,  North  Weymouth,  recommend¬ 
ed  the  name  of  “Wessagussett  School.”  Mr.  Frank  H.  Torrey 
moved  that  we  substitute  the  name  “Bicknell”  for  Wessagussett. 
Mr.  Prince  H.  Tirrell  urged  the  acceptance  of  the  report  of  the 
committee  for  a  name  for  the  new  school  building. 

Mr.  Joseph  Browne  moved  that  the  name  of  the  building  be 
known  as  “Abigail  Adams.”  George  L.  Barnes  moved  by  unani¬ 
mous  consent,  that  the  report  of  the  committee  on  naming  the 
new  school  building  be  accepted.  Not  a  vote.  The  question  then 
came  on  Mr.  Browne’s  motion  to  name  the  new  school  building 
“Abigail  Adams”  not  a  vote.  The  question  then  came  on  Mr. 
Frank  H.  Torrey’s  motion  to  substitute  the  name  “Bicknell”  in¬ 
stead  of  Wessagussett.  This  was  declared  a  vote. 

His  Worship,  Percy  J.  A’Court  then  returned  the  gavel  to 
George  L.  Barnes,  annual  Moderator,  and  as  he  did  so  there  was 
great  applause. 

Art.  6.  Mr.  George  L.  Barnes,  annual  Moderator,  then 
stated  that  this  meeting  was  ready  to  receive  any  communication 
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from  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  Weymouth,  Dorset, 
England. 

Mayor  Percy  J.  A’Court.  Mr.  Moderator,  Eadies  and  Gen¬ 
tlemen  of  Weymouth,  Massachusetts,  when  I  first  had  an  invita¬ 
tion  from  Colonel  Bauer,  as  our  representative,  asking  if  we 
would  send  a  representation  from  Weymouth,  England,  to  coma 
and  visit  you  on  your  150th  anniversary,  I  carefully  considered 
the  letter,  wishing  that  the  Mayor  of  Weymouth  at  that  time 
were  in  a  better  position  than  I  was  to  come  over  and  see  you; 
that  he  was  somebody  who  had  a  gift  of  tongue  more  than  I  had. 

And  then  I  thought  that  though  living  in  Weymouth,  Eng¬ 
land,  all  my  life,  my  father  and  grandfather  before  me,  and  that 
perhaps  an  A’Court  was  on  the  jetty  when  your  ancestors  sailed 
300  years  ago  to  Weymouth,  Massachusetts.  I  felt  that  you  might 
have  a  certain  love  for  an  old  inhabitant  of  Weymouth  though  he 
might  not  be  a  born  orator. 

This  is  for  me  a  proud  moment  indeed,  it  is  an  occasion  so 
great  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  expression  to  the  privileges  which 
have  given  rise  to  it  and  which  must  result  from  it. 

We  have  come  3000  miles  to  represent  at  your  celebration 
the  citizens  of  the  English  Weymouth.  I  am  authorized  to  speak 
to  you  in  their  name,  and  to  convey  to  you  their  expressions  of 
good  will  and  to  join  with  you  in  the  festivities  which  are  to 
mark  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  Declaration  of  America’s  Inde¬ 
pendence. 

To  me  it  seems  there  could  be  no  clearer  indication  of  the 
extent  to  which  we  value  the  kinship  which  exists  between  us. 

My  fellow  townsmen  feel  that  your  invitation  was  nobly  con¬ 
ceived,  and  may  I  be  allowed  to  say  that  it  was  nobly  accepted. 

This  invitation  and  acceptance  result  today  for  the  first  time 
in  history,  in  the  official  representation  of  an  English  town  at 
your  Independence  celebration.  It  requires  some  thought  to  rea¬ 
lize  the  imnortance  of  that  simple  statement,  and  it  takes  on  even 
greater  importance  when  you  appreciate  the  fact  that  this  histori¬ 
cal  moment  takes  place  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
and  within  a  few  miles  of  Boston  itself.  Surely  no  other  state 
could  be  more  appropriate  for  this  manifestation  of  the  present 
happy  relationship  existing  between  us.  Could  you  have  been 
present  at  the  great  gathering  of  townspeople  which  met  on  the 
eve  of  our  departure  to  wish  us  Godspeed  and  charge  us  with 
the  duty  of  representing  them  in  your  midst,  I  am  sure  your  hearts 
would  have  warmed  and  you  would  have  felt  that  this  visit  is  no 
mere  form  but  a  genuine  expression  of  good  will.  With  your 
National  Flag  decorating  our  hall,  a  crowded  audience  rose  to 
their  feet  with  enthusiasm  when  the  orchestra  played  your  great 
National  Anthem.  You  have  received  us  in  a  manner  which 
takes  from  me  the  power  of  speech  to  express  to  you  our  thanks 
in  terms  suitable  to  describe  the  big  heartedness  of  our  welcome, 
and  I  hope  that  before  our  visit  closes  I  may  have  the  opportunity 
of  expressing  to  you  individually  and  collectively  the  thoughts 
which  at  this  moment  defy  the  capacity  to  put  into  logical  order 
or  nuitable  teams.  I  read  to  you  yesterday  the  message  from 
my  fellow  townsmen,  and  today  it  is  my  pleasing  duty  to  hand 
over  to  you  the  banner  and  album  to  which  they  referred  in  that 
message.  The  banner  is  embroidered  in  the  correct  heraldic  col- 


ors  and  the  arms  and  motto  are  in  accordance  with  eur  ancient 
charters,  granted  to  us  at  a  time  before  the  sailing  of  the  May¬ 
flower;  and  may  I  not,  therefore  say  the  grant  of  arms  was  made 
to  the  ancestors  of  those  early  settlers  of  this  town  of  yours,  as 
well  as  to  ourselves.  It  is  with  great  pride  that  I  leave  with  you 
the  personal  message  on  the  banner,  and  assure  you  that  its  senti¬ 
ment  is  thoroughly  sincere.  The  album  of  views  of  our  Borough  I 
trust  you  will  find  of  interest.  It  contains  a  number  of  old  prints 
and  of  present  day  photographs.  We  are  proud  of  our  town  to¬ 
day  as  obviously  you  are  of  yours,  and  these  pictures  will  give 
you  an  excellent  idea  of  the  Weymouth  of  today.  Further,  I  was 
intrusted  with  an  album  containing  messages  of  hope  and  good 
will  from  all  the  religious  denominations  at  home,  and  I  was  also 
asked  by  the  Boy  Scouts  to  hand  to  your  Boy  Scouts  a  message 
especially  for  them.  When  we  left  Southhampton  a  deputation  of 
Weymouth  people  in  that  town  came  aboard  the  Aquitania  and 
wished  us  Godspeed  and  requested  us  to  carry  to  you  their  good 
wishes;  and  in  addition  to  that,  a  large  number  of  individuals 
gave  me  messages  for  their  friends,  far  too  numerous  for  me  to 
carry  out.  The  whole  Borough  joined  heartily  in  sending  to  you 
their  brotherly  greetings,  and  I  ask  you  now  to  accept  them  rea¬ 
lizing  that  I  have  altogether  failed  to  convey  to  you  the  deep  sin¬ 
cerity  of  their  good  will  toward  you. 

(The  Mayor  at  this  time  lifted  the  covering  from  the  banner, 
which  had  been  set  upon  the  stage,  amid  great  applause,  every¬ 
body  rising  and  all  evidently  had  great  admiration  for  such  a 
beautiful  gift.) 

Mr.  Moderator:  I  hand  over  to  you  the  message  from  Mr. 
Thomas  Hardy  (presenting  same)  and  this  is  the  album  of  views 
(presenting  same)  and  this  album  contains  the  messages  from  the 
different  religious  organizations  of  Weymouth,  England  (present¬ 
ing  album)  and  this,  I  have  been  rather  afraid  to  hand  over  to 
you,  for  it  has  been  quoted  in  your  papers  that  it  is  an  original 
mustard  pot  coming  from  King  George,  it  is  not,  and  I  am  rather 
glad  it  is  not,  after  what  I  have  heard  about  King  George  yester¬ 
day,  (Great  laughter)  I  was  rather  glad  I  didn’t  bring  over  the 
original,  but  I  assure  you  that  I  am  giving  you  a  replica  of  the 
mustard  pot.  There  are  also  one  or  two  old  prints,  showing  what 
Weymouth  might  have  been  when  the  early  settlers  sailed  (renew¬ 
ed  cheers  and  three  cheers  by  the  audience. 

George  L.  Barnes  speaking:  Mr.  Mayor:  I  am  sure  that 
I  speak  the  unanimous  views  of  everyone  gathered  here  and  of  all 
of  our  citizens  when  I  say  that  we  express  to  you  our  deep  felt 
gratitude  for  these  gifts  which  you  have  brought  to  us.  They  will 
serve  as  a  permanent  reminder  of  that  friendship  and  kinship 
which  exists  between  Weymouth  of  Old  England  and  Weymouth 
of  New  England.  But  it  needs  no  tangible  memorial  to  always 
keep  alive  in  our  hearts  the  memory  and  pleasant  recollection  of 
your  own  good  self  and  of  your  ancestors.  These  gifts  that  yo* 
have  brought  us  will  be  permanently  placed  in  our  archives  for 
the  examination  of  ourselves  and  our  posterity,  and  they  will  ever 
serve  to  exemplify  the  friendship  that  has  been  manifested  by 
your  visit  here  on  this  occasion.  (Very  great  applause.) 

Mr.  Allan  Emery  offered  the  following  resolutions. 

Whereas,  the  citizens  of  Weymouth,  Massachusetts,  in  legal 
town  meeting  assembled,  while  celebrating  the  150th  anniversary 


of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  of  America,  receive  with 
great  pleasure  the  greetings  of  the  citizens  of  Weymouth  in  Old 
England,  and  express  their  sincere  appreciation  of  the  gifts  which 
have  accompanied  these  greetings,  the  fine  sentiment  so  beauti¬ 
fully  expressed,  and  the  fellowship  with  our  brethren  from  Wey¬ 
mouth,  England,  which  we  have  so  much  enjoyed  will  do  much  to 
cement  the  frinendship  already  existing  between  the  two  Wey- 
mouths,  it  is  hereby  Resolved:  That  the  greetings  of  the  citizens 
of  Weymouth,  Massachusetts  be  expended  to  the  citizens  of  Wey¬ 
mouth,  England,  and  the  assurances  of  our  love  and  esteem  be 
carried  to  them  by  our  honored  guests  assembled  with  us  tonight. 
Such  a  demonstration  of  good  will  as  is  manifested  by  the  coming 
of  our  brethren  from  Weymouth,  England,  is  the  best  kind  of 
guarantee  of  permanent  and  abiding  peace  between  the  two  coun¬ 
tries. 

Mr.  Josiah  B.  Reed.  Mr.  Moderator:  These  have  been  won¬ 
derful  days,  made  doubly  wonderful  by  the  presence  of  His  Wor¬ 
ship,  the  Mayor,  and  his  companions  and  it  is  indeed  with  pleasure 
that  I  rise  to  my  feet  to  second  the  resolution  offered  by  Mr. 
Emery. 

Mr.  Edward  W.  Hunt:  Mr.  Moderator:  It  certainly  gives 
me  great  pleasure  to  second  the  adoption  of  this  resolution.  I 
think  we  are  all  pleased  to  have  these  distinguished  guests  with 
us  to  enjoy  our  wonderful  town  and  the  wonderful  weather  we 
have  had,  and  I  trust  they  will  carry  back  to  the  mother  town  in 
England  many  happy  recollections  of  their  coming  here. 

The  question  on  the  adoption  of  this  resolution  as  submitted 
by  Mr.  Emery  was  put  to  the  meeting  and  it  was  declared  an  u- 
nanimous  vote.  (All  rising  to  feet.) 

Mr.  Emerson  R.  Dizer  offered  the  following  motion  and  it 
was  so  voted:  That  the  Town  Clerk  be  instructed  to  kend  a  let¬ 
ter  of  thanks  to  the  following  for  the  hearty  co-operation  which 
they  have  shown  the  town  in  the  observance  of  the  150th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ENGINEER 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
of  the  Town  of  Weymouth 

Gentlemen: — 

I  submit  herewith  my  twentieth  annual  report  on  the  town 
survey  work,  so  called,  and  no  other  surveying  or  engineering 
work  done  during  1926. 

Under  the  head  of  town  survey  work  is  entered  all  the  la¬ 
bor  and  expense  appurtenant  to  the  maintenance  of  a  system  of 
Assessors  sheets  covering  the  entire  town  which  involves  a  com¬ 
plete  revision  each  year  of  65  sheets,  each  full  sheet  embracing 
about  200  acres,  and  includes  the  location  and  addition  of  all 
new  buildings,  obtaining  all  transfers  of  ownership  and  changes 
in  property  lines,  and  in  general  making  the  many  alterations  ne¬ 
cessary  to  furnish  the  Assessors  with  maps  correct  as  of  April  1st, 
the  date  of  assessment,  each  year. 

Included  in  the  revision  which  must  be  made  on  the  sheets 
each  year  are  the  addition  of  new  streets,  the  widening  or  change 
in  line  of  others,  the  rounding  of  street  corners,  the  addition  of 
land  company  developments  from  which  lots  have  been  sold  and 
are  taxable  to  grantees,  the  elimination  of  buildings  destroyed  by 
fire  or  otherwise,  or  removed  to  other  locations,  and  other  chang¬ 
es  of  yearly  occurrence. 

The  most  important  change  in  streets  during  the  year,  as 
regards  to  cost  and  extent,  was  the  widening,  by  the  State,  of 
Bridge  street  between  Quincy  Bridge  and  Hingham  Bridge,  it 
new  being  70  feet  in  width  from  Quincy  Bridge  nearly  to  Bick- 
nell  Square  and  in  general  60  feet  in  width  the  remainder  of  the 
distance. 

The  State  also  installed  a  drainage  system  for  the  entire 
length.  As  this  widening  was  on  both  sides  of  the  street  and 
eliminated  the  whole  or  part  of  many  of  the  rounded  corners  of 
the  intersecting  streets  on  either  side  of  Bridge  street,  it  will 
probably  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  relocate  the  ends  of  all 
such  intersecting  streets  as  already  contemplated  by  your  Board. 

In  1926  there  were  about  1265  transfers  or  an  increase  of 
approximately  15  per  cent  over  1925  showing  a  further  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  yearly  increase.  The  number  of  transfers  or  deeds 
does  not  show  the  number  of  changes  as  many  deeds  contain  sev¬ 
eral  different  parcels. 

About  27  5  dwellings,  approximately  249  other  taxable  build¬ 
ings,  and  the  new  brick  school  building  at  North  Weymouth 
were  added  to  the  sheets  for  19  2  6.  This  also  shows  a  marked  in¬ 
crease  over  1925. 

I  hoped  last  year  to  replace,  from  the  appropriation,  one  or 
two  of  the  original  tracings,  some  of  which  have  been  revised  16 
or  more  times,  but  with  the  increase  in  transfers,  etc.,  there  was 
nothing  left  for  this  purpose.  Several  of  these  tracings  are  al¬ 
most  completely  worn  out,  contain  many  holes  and  are  in  such 
shape  that  a  proper  negative  or  print  cannot  be  obtained;  these 
should  be  replaced,  one  or  two  each  year  if  possible. 

I  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2000  for  the  town 
survey  work  the  coming  year. 
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I  would  again  call  the  attention  of  all  land  owners  to  the 
importance  of  property  recording  deeds  in  order  that  the  correct 
name  may  appear  on  the  sheets  and  the  property  be  taxed  to  the 
proper  person. 

Many  unrecorded  plans  are  of  value  and  might  he  of  great 
assistance  in  determining  some  obscure  or  doubtful  line  and  I 
would  be  very  glad  to  have  any  such  brought  to  my  attention;  and 
I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those  who  have  thus  assisted 
me  in  the  past. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  92  town  survey  sheets 
sold  showing  a  slight  profit  ($16.45)  to  the  town.  The  above 
includes  a  complete  set  of  prints  with  index  map  sold  to  the  Land 
Court. 

An  appropriation  of  $500  to  be  used  in  setting  stone  bounds 
on  town  streets  was  expended  as  follows: — 

65  stone  bounds  were  purchased  in  addition  to  a  few  on 
hand  and  bounds  were  set  at  the  following  places:  Pierce  Road 
(11,)  Idlewell  Street  (5,)  Great  Pond  Road  and  Pine  Circle  (9,) 
Fisk  Avenue  (10,)  May  Terrace  (8,)  Broad  Street,  near  Central 
Square  (1,)  Lovell’s  Corner  Playground  (2,)  Narragansett  Ave. 
(7,)  Delorey  Ave.  (10,)  and  Parnell  Street  (11.)  In  addition  a 
stone  bound  was  set  to  mark  a  town  point  on  Sea  Street  at  pri¬ 
vate  expense  to  replace  one  dug  out  in  excavation  for  a  cellar; 
and  4  stone  bounds  were  set  to  mark  the  corners  of  the  layout 
of  Idlewell  Street  over  the  railroad,  these  latter  being  charged 
to  the  Country. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  this  work  should  be  continued. 

I  would  once  more  call  the  attention  of  your  Board  to  the 
desirability  of  a  system  of  bench  levels  throughout  the  town  for 
use  by  different  departments  on  various  town  work,  and  to  which 
all  topography,  street  profiles,  levels  for  drainage  and  similar 
work  could  be  referred. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  an  appropriation  of  $1000 
was  made  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  a  complete  set  of  street 
numbering  plans  covering  the  entire  town  including  the  unaccept¬ 
ed  streets  and  private  ways  as  far  as  possible. 

On  account  of  marked  changes  in  many  parts  of  the  town  in 
the  character  of  the  development  since  the  original  numbering 
was  done  nearly  25  years  ago,  it  has  been  a  somewhat  difficult 
task  to  do  this  work  without  making  more  changes  in  the  exist¬ 
ing  numbers  than  it  was  hoped  would  be  necessary,  but  it  has 
been  the  aim  to  fit  all  present  numbers  whereever  practicable. 
In  certain  districts  however  this  was  impossible.  For  example  in 
Washington  Square  it  was  necessary  to  allot  numbers  every  12 
1-2  feet  for  some  distance  and  a  like  condition  prevails  in  many 
of  the  business  centers  so  that  in  some  instances  the  original 
scheme  for  the  entire  street  had  to  be  modified.  Conditions  re¬ 
mained  more  nearly  the  same  in  the  residential  districts  and  in 
most  cases  it  was  possible  to  adopt  the  present  numbers. 

At  this  writing  the  work  is  nearly  completed  and  I  hope  to 
send  the  sheets  to  the  binder  during  January,  1927. 
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General  routine  work  in  Weymouth  during  1926  was  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

Precinct  maps,  surveys,  plans  for  hearings,  record  plans  and 
descriptions  of  streets  recommended  to  the  town  for  acceptance, 
taking  profiles  of  various  streets,  staking  streets,  establishing 
and  giving  grades  for  street  construction,  taking  profiles,  staking 
and  giving  grades  for  drains,  giving  street  lines  when  so  instruct¬ 
ed  by  your  Board,  testing  street  lines  as  shown  on  plans  of  land 
filed  for  registration  in  the  Land  Court,  staking,  giving  grades 
for,  and  measurement  of  permanent  sidewalk  and  curb  construc¬ 
tion,  with  schedule  in  each  case  for  the  Superintendent  of  streets 
and  for  the  Assessors;  gutter  profiles  and  grades,  street  widen- 
ings,  descriptions  for  takings,  and  other  incidental  work  for  vari¬ 
ous  departments  of  the  town,  together  with  work  on  the  street 
layout  over  the  railroad  to  Idelwell,  and  work  at  Washington 
Square  the  last  two  being  charged  to  the  Country. 

To  your  Board,  to  other  town  officials,  and  to  the  citizens  of 
the  town  I  wish,  in  closing,  to  extend  my  thanks  for  any  and  all 
assistance  rendered  or  courtesy  shown  to  me  or  my  assistants  in 
the  work  throughout  and  for  the  town.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELECTRIC  LIGHTING  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 
Gentlemen: — 

Your  committee  signed  a  contract  with  the  Weymouth  Light 
&  Power  Co.  to  light  the  streets  of  the  town  until  April  1st,  1927, 
the  contract  being  similar  to  that  of  last  year,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  a  few  changes  made  necessary  by  the  abolishment  of  the 
moonlight  schedule,  the  town  now  being  lighted  all  night  every 
night,  this  being  the  only  change  of  importance  during  the  year. 

We  have  discontinued  two  large  lights  and  installed  eighty- 
eight  new  lights,  mostly  forty  candle-power,  bringing  our  total 
number  up  to  eleven  hundred  ten. 

The  company  has  replaced  about  one  hundred  worn  fixtures 
and  expects  during  the  coming  year  to  add  a  third  circuit  to  the 
street  lighting  system,  thereby  giving  the  town  an  improved  and 
steadier  service. 

At  the  special  Town  Meeting  of  June  7th,  1926,  $2000  was 
raised  and  appropriated  toward  improving  the  lighting  condi¬ 
tions  of  Washington  Square  and  this  matter  was  referred  by  your 
board  to  this  committee  and  Mr.  J.  E.  Mulligan,  subject  to  your 
approval. 

The  above  appropriation  was  sponsored  by  the  Business  As¬ 
sociation  of  Weymouth  and  East  Braintree  and  we  have  had  sev¬ 
eral  meetings  with  their  committee,  whose  proposition  is  to  in¬ 
stall  nineteen  large  lights  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $4600,  the 
town  having  already  appropriated  $2000  and  they  to  raise  the 
balance,  which  having  been  only  partly  done  and  the  widening  of 
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the  Square  being  as  yet  incomplete,  no  work  of  installation  has 
been  started.  If  this  program  is  carried  out,  the  cost  of  opera¬ 
tion  alone  will  be  about  $2000  per  year. 

Owing  to  the  improvement  and  widening  of  Bridge  St.,  we 
•consider  it  advisable  to  increase  the  lighting  and  recommend  $500 
for  this  purpose. 

$22,215.84  will  be  required  to  maintain  the  present  number 
of  lights  for  the  coming  year  and  we  recommend  $1000  additional 
which  will  install  about  100  new  lights.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 
To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

In  submitting  our  first  annual  report  we  wish  to  say  that  we 
have  met  each  month  since  elected  to  consider  the  most  urgent 
present  and  future  needs  of  the  town. 

Some  of  our  several  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Se¬ 
lectmen  have  been  favorably  acted  upon,  among  them  being  the 
rounding  of  the  corners  of  streets  leading  into  Bridge  Street  since 
the  State  finished  widening  the  same;  and  the  abandonment  of 
the  triangle  at  Fountain  Square  and  the  installing  of  catch  basins 
to  take  care  of  the  surface  water,  which  we  felt  was  very  much 
needed. 

Other  recommendations  included  zoning,  abandonment  of 
squares  and  triangles  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  and  the  wid¬ 
ening  and  elimination  of  hedges  and  ledges  at  various  street  cor¬ 
ners. 

Next  to  our  water  supply  we  feel  sewerage  is  a  matter  which 
must  in  the  near  future  be  considered  by  the  town. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  appeared  before  our  Board  to 
tell  us  of  the  needs  of  the  schools.  We  are  unanimously  in  favor 
of  his  plans  as  presented,  which  included  the  building  of  a  Junior 
High  School  at  the  High  School  building;  the  necessary  addition 
to  the  Pratt  School  building  at  Lovell’s  corner,  and  a  new  six 
room  building  at  Pond  Plain  section  of  South  Weymouth. 

After  several  conferences  with  reference  to  conserving  our 
water  supply,  we  arranged  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Water  Board 
and  as  a  result  of  that  meeting  we  unanimously  recommended  the 
taking  of  the  land  which  forms  the  watershed  of  Great  Pond.  In 
taking  such  action  we  feel  that  the  land  around  the  Pond  can  be 
purchased  for  much  less  value  now  than  if  purchased  in 
years  to  come.  This  is  the  most  vital  question  confronting  our 
town  today  and  one  which  every  citizen  of  the  town  of  Weymouth 
should  be  interested. 

Representatives  of  the  Planning  Board  attended  the  State 
Conference  of  Planning  Boards  at  Salem,  Mass.,  on  October  19 
and  20,  which  proved  to  be  most  interesting  and  instructive. 
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We  had  as  our  guest  at  our  December  meeting,  Mr.  Edward 
T.  Hartman,  State  Consultant  on  Housing  and  Planning.  About 
forty  citizens  of  the  town  were  present,  including  town  officials, 
as  well  as  members  of  both  the  Quincy  and  Braintree  Planning 
Boards.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  ALEWIVE  FISHERY 

42  High  Street,  East  Weymouth,  Mass.,  January  5,  1927 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

Gentlemen: — 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  the  Alewive  Fisheries  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1926. 

Work  was  started  on  April  20th,  and  continued  until  approxi¬ 
mately  seventy  thousand  (70,000)  alewives  were  deposited  in 
Whitman’s  Pond  for  spawning. 

The  results  from  stocking  the  pond  this  year  proved  very 
successful,  as  an  endless  number  of  young  fish  came  down  to  the 
salt  water  in  the  latter  part  of  the  sesaon. 

The  run  this  year  did  not  prove  to  be  as  successful  as  was  ex¬ 
pected,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  first  and  third  runs  were  very 
small,  as  compared  to  the  previous  year,  but  this  will  be  over¬ 
come  by  properly  stocking  the  pond. 

The  building  is  in  fairly  good  condition  at  the  present  time, 
with  the  exception  of  the  floor  which,  after  another  year,  may 
need  to  be  relaid. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  wish  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  all 
the  citizens  were  courteously  served  during  the  season.

At  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting  a  Committee  was  directed 
to  investigate  and  report  on  the  needs  of  the  Town  for  office 
space  to  handle  the  various  Town  Departments. 

The  Committee  herewith  offer  the  result  of  its  investiga¬ 
tions: — 

The  Town  now  rents  offices  from  the  East  Weymouth  Sav- 
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ings  Bank,  consisting  of  two  small  offices  and  two  large  offices. 
There  is  a  vault  connected  with  the  large  office. 

The  two  smaller  offices  are  occupied  by  the  Water  Depart¬ 
ment.  One  of  the  large  offices  is  used  by  the  Selectmen  as  an. 
office  and  hearing  room  and  also  contains  the  desk  of  the  Town 
Clerk  and  the  desk  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets.  The  other 
large  office  is  used  by  the  Town  Accountant  and  assistants  and 
the  Assessors  and  Tax  Collector. 

The  records  of  all  the  Departments  are  kept  in  the  vault  off 
the  Selectmen’s  room  and  in  so-called  fireproof  portable  safes. 

The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  quarters  are  entirely 
inadequate  for  the  number  of  people  working  in  the  various  of¬ 
fices,  together  with  their  various  books  and  records,  that  the 
business  of  no  one  department  can  be  conducted  without  inter¬ 
fering  with  other  departments  and  that  the  records  of  the  Town 
are  in  grave  danger  of  being  destroyed  by  fire  or  lost,  or  taken  by 
unauthorized  persons. 

No  provision  is  made  for  many  officers  of  the  Town,  whom 
we  believe  should  be  located  at  the  Town’s  offices  or  at  least 
their  record  kept  there,  such  as  Tax  Collector,  Building  and 
Plumbing  Inspector,  Tree  Warden  Board  of  Health,  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures,  Town  Treasurer,  School  Committee  etc. 

Some  departments  have  urgent  need  of  a  hearing  room 
where  the  full  board  can  act  on  Town  affairs.  It  is  necessary 
that  some  of  these  hearings  be  held  in  private,  such  as  request 
for  abatement  of  taxes,  questions  concerning  the  poor  of  the 
Town,  etc.  There  is  no  place  at  present  where  such  hearings  can 
be  held  unless  it  so  happens  that  other  Town  officials  are  not  in 
at  the  time  such  hearings  are  held  and  even  in  that  case  other 
citizens  waiting  to  be  heard  are  forced  to  wait  in  the  hall. 

The  Tax  Collector’s  relations  with  the  Tax  Payer  are  more 
or  less  of  a  confidential  nature  and  he  should  have  an  office  sep¬ 
arate  from  the  other  officials  for  himself,  his  assistant  and  his 
records.  This  is  not  possible  with  the  present  arrangement. 

The  same  thing  is  true,  to  a  certain  extent,  with  the  Town 
Clerk  and  also  the  Town  Accountant,  not  so  much  perhaps  from 
a  question  of  privacy  but  due  to  the  difficulty  of  doing  their 
work  efficiently  with  several  other  departments  operating  in  the 
same  room  simultaneously. 

The  toilet  facilities  are  not  adequate  and  there  is  a  question 
whether  or  not  they  comply  fully  with  State  laws  regulating  them. 

One  of  the  most  serious  objections  to  the  present  quarters 
in  the  minds  of  the  Committee  is  the  question  of  vault  space.  All 
Town  records  have  to  be  kept  in  a  vault  6  feet  by  15  feet.  There 
is  insufficient  room  to  keep  all  records  and  as  a  result  many 
records  are  kept  out  or  in  temprary  safes.  If  the  present  build¬ 
ing  should  burn  there  is  no  doubt  but  what  records  of  great  value 
would  be  lost. 

Records  are  also*  open  to  the  public  for  inspection  in  a  way 
that  is  not  proper.  This  is  especially  true  in  the  case  of  the  As¬ 
sessor’s  records  which,  of  course,  are  of  a  semi-private  nature. 

For  the  above  reasons,  your  Committee  is  satisfied  and 
hereby  reports  that  in  their  opinion  the  office  facilities  afforded 
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the  officials  of  the  Town  in  their  present  quarters  are  entirely 
inadequate,  have  been  outgrown  and  should  as  soon  as  possible 
be  materially  improved. 

This  can  be  accomplished  in  any  one  of  three  ways; 

1st — By  renting  more  space  in  the  present  building. 

2nd — By  purchasing  the  present  building,  building  an 
addition  thereto  and  renting  the  downstairs  portion 
now  occupied  by  them  to  the  present  owners,  the  East 
Weymouth  Savings  Bank. 

3rd — Build  a  new  building  on  a  suitable  location,  de¬ 
signed  to  best  serve  the  requirements  of  the  Town. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  the  first  solution  will  not 
prove  satisfactory.  It  is  a  temporary  expedient  as  it  is  only  a 
question  of  a  few  years  when  the  enlarged  quarters  will  prove  as 
inadequate  as  the  present  quarters  now  are.  It  does  not  provide 
enough  additional  space  to  warrant  the  expenditure  which  would 
be  required  to  make  the  necessary  building  alterations.  It  would 
be  difficult  and  expensive  to  enlarge  the  vault  space. 

The  second  solution,  while  it  is  open  to  some  criticism,  will 
undoubtedly  prove  the  most  economical  method  of  getting  addi¬ 
tional  space,  provided  arrangements  could  be  made  to  purchase 
the  present  building  at  a  reasonable  figure.  The  total  cost  of 
present  building,  plus  an  addition  to  be  built  at  the  side,  would 
be  less  than  the  cost  of  a  new  building  large  enough,  and  in  addi¬ 
tion  the  Town  would  be  assured  of  a  rental  from  present  owners 
sufficient  to  carry  the  part  now  occupied  by  them.  The  price 
paid  for  the  building  would  naturally  influence  the  rent  to  be  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  Town. 

The  third  solution,  of  course,  will  fully  satisfy  the  present 
and  future  requirements  of  the  Town  for  office  facilities  but  will 
probably  prove  the  most  expensive  both  in  first  cost  and  operating 
cost  in  the  future. 

Your  Committee  therefore  desires  to  report  that  after  inves¬ 
tigation  it  finds  the  present  quarters  of  the  offices  of  the  Town 
entirely  inadequate  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  used  and 
recommends  (that  a  Committee  be  appointed  with  authority  to 
employ  a  competent  architect,  with  whose  assistance  they  shall 
prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  a  new  Town  office  building 
to  be  located  preferably  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  Weymouth 
Centre,  and  also  plans  and  specifications  for  an  addition  to  the 
building  a  part  of  which  is  now  occupied  by  the  Town  and  which 
is  owned  by  the  East  Weymouth  Savings  Bank  and  that  such  Com¬ 
mittee  be  directed  to  secure,  if  possible,  written  option  on  the 
Savings  Bank  building.  We  further  advise  that  if  a  new  site  is 
selected  for  a  Town  office  building  that  effort  should  be  made 
to  procure  a  large  enough  lot  to  provide  ample  parking  space  and 
room  for  the  erection  of  other  buildings  in  case  the  Town  should 
later  desire  to  develop  the  same  as  a  civic  centre,  and  that  a 
written  option  be  obtained,  if  possible,  on  any  property  so  select¬ 
ed. 

We  advise  that  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  said  Committee  to  enable  them  to  carry  out  the  above  recom¬ 
mendations. 
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We  recommend  that  the  aforesaid  Committe  shall  consist  of 
the  Planning  Board  and  one  citizen  from  each  ward  to  be  appoint¬ 
ed  by  the  Moderator,  said  Committee  to  report  as  soon  as  the 
plan  and  cost  of  each  of  the  recommendations  is  determined.

REPORT  OF  THE  SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 


North  Weymouth,  December  31,  1926 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 
Gentlemen:  — 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1926  with 
an  increase  in  the  sealing  fees  amounting  to  $326.50  due  to  more 
stores  and  gasoline  pumps. 

An  act  was  amended  this  year  regulating  the  retail  sale  of 
ice,  as  follows,  which  from  the  sealer’s  view  point  is  important  to 
the  public  reading  as  follows,  Section  1,  Chapter  94  of  the  Gener¬ 
al  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  Section  158  and  in¬ 
serting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  Section  158.  A  dealer 
in  ice,  who  refuses  or  neglects  to  provide  scales  for  each  vehicle 
used  by  him  for  the  retail  delivery  of  ice,  or  who  neglects  to  fur¬ 
nish  to  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  of  each  city  or  town 
in  which  he  conducts  business,  a  list  fo  the  current  prices  of  ice 
sold  by  him  at  retail,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 

Section  2,  said  Chapter  94  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  section  159  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol¬ 
lowing: — Section  159.  Whoever  having  charge  of  the  retail  de¬ 
livering  of  ice  from  a  vehicle  neglects  to  keep  conspicuously  post¬ 
ed  upon  each  side  of  the  vehicle  the  current  retail  prices  of  ice 
sold  by  him,  or  refuses  or  neglects  to  sell  the  same  by  weight,  or 
refuses  to  weigh  the  same  upon  request  of  the  purchaser,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars.  Approved 
March  15,  1926. 

During  the  year,  24  Fish,  Fruit,  and  Vegetable  licenses 
were  granted  'at  $10  each,  10  junk  licenses  at  $25  each. 

Two  convictions  were  made  during  the  year,  one  for  using 
unsealed  scales  in  the  delivery  of  ice;  was  fined  $5;  the  other 
for  not  having  the  retail  price  of  ice  conspicuously  posted  on  the 
vehicle  sold  by  him,  this  charge  was  placed  on  file.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  FIRE  ALARM 

To  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department: 

The  following  report  of  the  present  state  and  future  needs 
of  the  Fire  Alarm  System  is  hereby  submitted. 

The  number  of  bell  alarms  for  the  year  1926. 

Ward  1 - 26 

Ward  2 - 28  (21  of  these  were  false) 
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Ward  3 -  10 

Ward  5 - 38 

In  the  year  of  1926,  14  miles  of  wire  were  renewed,  also  6 
new  boxes  installed. 

There  was  a  large  number  of  poles  set  by  the  different 
Companies  throughout  the  Town,  which  has  been  an  expense  to 
the  Department. 

I  recommend  that  15  miles  of  wire  be  renewed  this  year. 

In  the  Town  we  have  some  96  miles  of  wire  of  which  66  miles 
have  been  renewed  or  replaced  within  the  last  few  years  leaving 
about  30  miles  of  wire  which  is  not  in  very  good  condition. 

Owing  to  the  various  places  in  Town  which  need  boxes  it  will 
be  necessary  in  the  near  future  to  add  more  circuits  to  the  system 
as  the  circuits  now  have  more  boxes  than  the  State  Board  of  Un¬ 
derwriters  would  approve  of. 

I  would  like  to  state  that  the  system  is  very  much  more  in 
a  staple  condition  than  in  the  past  years.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment: 

Our  town  in  the  past  year  has  been  very  fortunate  in  not 
having  any  fires  of  serious  nature  that  would  call  for  second  or 
general  alarms.  The  total  number  of  calls  is  408  which  is  two 
less  than  last  year  as  follows:

All  of  our  apparatus  is  in  good  running  order  and  better  e- 
quipped  than  ever  before  but  it  is  perhaps  well  at  this  time  to  say 
that  some  of  it  is  showing  signs  of  age. 

Combination  2  has  had  rather  more  hard  usage  than  the  rest 
due  to  accidents  and  more  frequent  calls  than  any  other.  While 
still  in  good  working  order  it  seems  fitting  to  me  to  say  that  the 
town  should  consider  the  purchase  of  a  new  Triple  Combination 
and  put  Combination  2  in  reserve  so  that  should  any  accident  put 
one  of  our  trucks  out  of  commission  it  could  be  used  until  re¬ 
pairs  are  made,  thus  keeping  our  fighting  strength  up  to  it’s 
maximum  at  all  times. 

Ward  3  Fire  Station  is  in  need  of  paint  inside  and  outside. 
The  other  stations  are  in  good  condition  at  present  though  it 
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would  surprise  anyone  who  visited  the  cellar  at  Ward  2  and  saw 
the  posts  and  timbers  used  to  hold  the  apparatus  floor. 

The  buildings  show  that  they  were  not  built  for  such  loads 
as  they  are  carrying  although  they  all  stand  it  better  than  No.  2. 
However  with  minor  repairs  they  are  good  for  some  years. 

Inspections 

Since  April  1,  your  Chief  of  Dept,  has  had  an  opportunity  to 
be  daily  in  contact  with  fire  conditions  and  hazards  in  all  parts 
of  the  Town.  We  have  made  many  inspections,  some  on  com¬ 
plaints  from  different  persons,  some  on  our  own  account,  and 


some  on  invitations.

In  regard  to  oil  burners  I  wish  to  say  that  there  have  been 
burners  installed  which  we  have  never  been  notified  to  visit  or 
inspect.  This  is  directly  against  the  Law  of  the  State  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  and  advertisements  were  inserted  in  the  Weymouth  Ga¬ 
zette  and  Item  in  the  spring  of  192  6  so  that  no  one  can  say 
that  they  were  ignorant  of  the  Permit  Law.

Recommendations 

Under  this  heading  which  I  am  obliged  by  Law  to  write  I 
wish  to  convey  to  you  the  way  to  keep  your  Fire  Dept,  up  to  tire 
recommendations  of  the  New  England  Bureau  of  Underwriters. 

In  the  Town  Report  of  the  year  of  1920  will  be  found  a  re¬ 
port  of  the  Survey  of  the  Town  with  regard  to  Fire  Hazards  and 
their  recommendations.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  some  of  this 
has  been  accomplished  a  little  at  a  time.  But  knowing  the  atti¬ 
tude  of  the  Underwriters  toward  bettering  the  conditions  it 
would  be  well  to  go  along  a  little  faster  than  we  have  in  the  past. 
We  need  a  small  force  of  permanent  firemen.  To  that  end  I  would 
recommend  the  appointment  of  12  men  at  a  fair  salary. 

This  would  give  us  six  men  responding  to  each  alarm  with¬ 
out  waiting  for  call  men. 

Under  the  present  system  of  answering  with  2  Combinations 
and  1  Ladder  Truck  on  an  alarm.  This  is  emphatically  needed 
and  I  hope  that  it  will  come  to  pass  this  year  so  that  we  may 
have  at  all  times  men  to  lay  the  first  line.  We  all  know  that  it 
is  the  first  few  minutes  that  stop  a  fire  or  cause  a  conflagration 
and  we  all  know  that  there  are  plenty  of  congested  places  in  our 
town  which  must  be  handled  quickly  or  the  worst  may  happen. 
That  these  conditions  have  not  occurred  is  due  in  great  measure 
to  the  splendid  spirit  of  the  drivers  of  your  apparatus  and  the 
ready  response  to  alarms  of  the  entire  call  force  of  the  Weymouth 
Fire  Department. 
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I  am  proud  of  being  the  Chief  of  such  a  hard  working,  con¬ 
scientious,  public  spirited  set  of  men,  willing  to  jump  at  any  hour 
of  the  day  or  night  to  do  their  level  best  against  the  bitterest 
enemy  of  mankind  in  it’s  unconfined  state  or  mankinds  greatest 
friend  in  it’s  proper  place;  FIRE. 

Not  many  citizens  of  the  Town  really  know  much  about  their 
Fire  Alarm  System.  It  might  seem  a  big  story  to  some  when  we 
say  that  there  are  in  the  Town  9  6  miles  of  wire  connecting  the 
system  of  boxes  at  the  present  time  to  headquarters.  Then  there 
are  the  Batteries  for  furnishing  current  for  this  vast  system,  the 
Switch  Boards,  Repeater  and  many  other  parts,  all  contained  in 
one  room  of  the  Central  Fire  Station. 

It  is  well  worth  the  consideration  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
that  a  small  fire  such  as  we  had  in  the  station  at  Ward  3  recent¬ 
ly  might  occur  in  this  station  and  if  it  should,  the  delicate  organi¬ 
zation  of  your  Fire  Alarm  System  might  become  so  effected  that 
it  would  be  impossible  to  use  it  for  a  considerable  time.  In  the, 
meantime  suppose  someone  should  want  to  summon  the  Dept, 
because  their  home  or  business  was  in  danger  fiom  fire. 

Six  years  ago  the  New  England  Bureau  of  Underwriters  ask¬ 
ed  to  have  your  Fire  Alarm  put  in  a  fire-procf,  trouble-proof 
building  by  itself.  This  is  being  done  in  Cities  and  Towns  and 
should  be  done  in  Weymouth.  To  this  end  I  recommend  a  suffi¬ 
cient  appropriation  to  build  a  fire  proof  Fire  Alarm  Station  that 
will  take  care  of  your  system  for  years  to  come. 

Plans  for  building  and  equipment  are  in  preparation  and 
will  be  presented  for  the  approval  of  the  Hon.  Board  of  Selectmen 
in  the  near  future.  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  ,  recommend 
the  purchase  of  non  interfering  boxes  to  replace  the  old  styl-e 
boxes  in  business  centres.  Such  replaced  boxes  may  then  he 
used  in  the  system  at  places  as  the  demand  comes  up  for  more 
protection  in  the  Town. 

I  also  recommend  the  installation  of  suitable  Fire  Alarm 
boxes  on  our  schools. 

This  matter  has  been  taken  up  with  the  Supt.  of  Schools 
and  has  his  approbation. 

Many  of  our  schools  are  too  far  from  boxes  at  the  present 
time  and  this  matter  should  be  taken  up  at  once  to  insure  in¬ 
stant  response  in  case  of  Fire  or  other  trouble. 

In  asking  these  recommendations  for  the  Fire  Dept,  and 
Fire  Alarm  I  wish  to  say  that  it  is  solely  for  the  benefit  of  every 
person  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  and  it  is  to  their  safety  and  se¬ 
curity  to  have  these  improvements  and  we  ask  them  in  the  name 
of  Protection  of  Lives  and  Property. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  extend  to  your  Hon.  Board  and  the 
various  heads  of  the  Police,  Street,  Water  and  other  Depts.  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times,  my  sincere  thanks.

Gentlemen:5 — 

Herein  please  find  my  report  for  the  year  1926.  The  work 
of  the  department  has  consisted  of  trimming  our  street  trees,  re¬ 
moving  dead  or  otherwise  objectionable  trees  and  setting  out 
twenty-eight  maples  on  our  streets.  Twelve  of  these  maples  were 
for  replacement  of  tree3  killed  by  escaping  jas  and  were  paid  for 
with  all  expenses  pertaining  thereto  by  the  Old  Colony  Gas  Com¬ 
pany. 

We  must  set  out  more  trees  on  our  streets.  I  suppose  that 
most  of  our  citizens  have  heard  some  talk  about  the  trees  which 
were  removed  from  Commercial  street.  Now  my  friends  (and 
enemies  if  there  be  such)  I  want  to  c’ay  that  after  the  new  trees 
which  I  have  already  bought  (and  they  are  good  ones)  are  set 
out.  which  will  be  done  soon,  and  the  job  is  all  done  if  you  will 
take  your  tax  bill  in  your  hand  and  go  down  there  and  look  the 
whole  thing  over  I  think  that  most  of  you  will  say,  “well  after 
al-,  everything  considered,  T  guess  that  it  was  the  best  thing  to 
do."

REPORT  OF  THE  MOTH  SUPERINTENDENT 

South  Weymouth,  Mass. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

Gentlemen: — 

Herein  please  find  my  report  for  the  year  1926.  As  regards 
the  gypsy  Moth  I  would  say  that  we  found  them  much  more  nu¬ 
merous  than  last  year  and  having  attended  a  meeting  of  the 
whole  State  Department  in  Boston  today  I  am  able  to  give  a  re- 
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port  as  to  the  conditions  all  over  the  State.  Each  of  the  Super¬ 
visors  of  the  various  districts  of  the  State  reported  an  increase 
of  from  fifty  to  three  hundred  percent  in  Gypsy  infestation. 
Whereas  there  was  a  stripping  of  woodlands  on  Cape  Cod  in 

1925,  of  45,000  acres  there  were  60,000  acres  stripped  nude  in 

1926. 

As  regards  the  Brown  Tail  Moth,  our  Town  is  free  of  them 
at  present  but  they  are  found  by  the  bushels  in  some  parts  of  the 
State. 

The  work  of  the  department  the  past  year  has  consisted  of 
scoutting  and  cresoting  our  street  trees,  cutting  out  wild  cher¬ 
ries  and  obstructing  bushes  on  the  roadsides  and  spraying  pri¬ 
vate  property.  As  we  had  quite  a  quantity  of  arsenate  of  lead 
left  over  from  the  previous  years  we  bought  only  a  small  quan¬ 
tity  from  the  Town  of  Milton  to  carry  us  through  the  season,  so 
as  we  are  down  to  the  last  pint  we  shall  have  to  buy  a  full  sup¬ 
ply  for  the  coming  season;  we  shall  also  have  to  buy  hose.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  COUNSEL 

Weymouth,  January  1,  1927 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

The  work  of  the  Town  Counsel  may  be  properly  divided  un¬ 
der  three  heads:  ADVICE,  CONVEYANCING  and  PREPARA¬ 
TION  OF  LEGAL  PAPERS,  and  CONDUCT  OF  LITIGATION.  On 
the  efficient  performance  of  the  two  first  named  duties  depends 
in  considerable  measure  the  ability  of  the  Town  to  avoid  certain 
classes  of  litigation. 

ADVICE:  I  have  endeavored  to  place  myself  at  the  disposal 
of  various  Town  Officials  to  advise  them  as  to  their  legal  rights 
and  duties,  and  at  the  same  time  to  avoid  volunteering  advice  as 
to  questions  of  policy.  Some  of  our  citizens  think  the  function 
of  the  Town  Counsel  is  to  advise  the  various  Town  Boards  and  Of¬ 
ficials  as  to  what  they  ought  to  do,  and  have  received  many  re¬ 
quests  to  give  such  advise.  This,  of  course,  is  entirely  outside 
the  functions  of  the  Town  Counsel,  whose  province  is  only  to  ad¬ 
vise  as  to  the  advantages  or  disadvantages  of  a  certain  course  of 
action  from  a  legal  point  of  view.  When  any  important  legal 
point  was  likely  to  arise,  I  have  endeavored  to  attend  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Selectmen,  and  none  of  the  acts  of  the  various  Town 
Officials  during  the  year  have,  thus  far,  been  attacked  from  a  le¬ 
gal  point  of  view. 

CONVEYANCING  AND  PREPARATION  OF  LEGAL  PA¬ 
PERS:  Many  of  the  forms  in  use  by  the  Town  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  were  antiquated  and  unsuited  to  their  purpose,  doubt¬ 
less  inherited  from  ancient  days  before  the  Town  had  any  Coun¬ 
sel.  As  fast  as  these  were  brought  to  my  attention  I  revised  and 
brought  them  up  to  date,  and  have  also  prepared  a  number  of 
new  forms,  which  will,  I  believe,  facilitate  the  transaction  of 
Town  business,  and  make  it  less  open  to  legal  attack.  Tho  new 
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Town  By-laws,  which  are  shortly  to  he  submitted  to  the  Town 
Meeting,  will  materially  contribute  to  this  end.  - 

LITIGATION:  in  addition  to  the  court  cases  named  in  the 
last  annual  report  of  the  Town  Counsel,  the  following  suits  have 
been  brought  against  the  Town: 

Mary  A.  Donovan  vs.  inhabitants  of  Weymouth.  Peti¬ 
tion  to  Assess  Damages  for  the  taking  by  eminent  do¬ 
main  of  the  North  Weymouth  Playground,  Norfolk  Su¬ 
perior  Court. 

Peter  B.  and  Robert  S.  Bradley,  Appellants,  vs.  Asses¬ 
sors  of  Weymouth:  Appeal  from  a  refusal  to  abate  tax¬ 
es  on  Weymouth  Great  Hill.  Norfolk  Superior  Court. 
Edward  C.  Beck  vs.  Inhabitants  of  Weymouth.  Action 
of  contract  for  redecorating  Tufts  Library.  Suffolk  Su¬ 
perior  Court. 

All  the  above  cases  are  still  pending. 

The  petition  of  the  Selectmen  to  the  County  Commissioners 
directed  by  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  re¬ 
building  the  bridge  to  Idlewell  has  been  filed  and  a  decision  ren¬ 
dered  odering  the  enlargement  of  the  bridge. 

In  the  case  of  Weymouth  vs.  Boston,  tried  last  year  in  the  Su¬ 
perior  Court,  a  decision  in  favor  of  the  town  for  a  part  of  the 
amount  sued  for  was  rendered  last  Spring,  and  at  the  request  of 
the  Selectmen  the  judge  reported  the  case  to  the  Supreme  Judi¬ 
cial  Court,  as  an  important  question  of  interpretation  of  the 
Poor  Law  was  involved,  on  which  the  decisions  are  divided.  The 
case  was  argued  before  the  full  bench  in  November,  and  I  am  in¬ 
formed  is  being  watched  with  interest  by  the  Poor  Departments 
of  other  cities  and  towns,  on  account  of  the  effect  it  will  have  on 
their  administration  of  the  law.  No  decision  has  as  yet  been 
mand'ed  down. 

In  the  discharge  of  my  duties  I  have  had  the  most  cordial 
co-operation  from  your  Board  and  from  other  Town  Officers, 
and  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  thereof.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOURTH  OF  JULY  CELEBRATION 

CO  M  M  I  ITT  EE 

Weymouth,  January  1,  1927 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Committee  on  the  Celebration  of  the  One  Hundred  Fif¬ 
tieth  Anniversary  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  reports 
that  is  has  completed  its  duties.  The  celebration  is  well  known  to  our 
citizens  and  will  only  be  summarized  in  this  report.  A  full  account 
of  the  celebration  with  a  stenographic  report  of  the  addresses  made 
has  been  prepared  as  a  matter  of  record,  and  copies  may  be  obtained 
at  the  Town  Office  by  those  interested. 

On  account  of  a  delay  in  the  steamer  docking  in  New  York,  the 
guests  from  Weymouth,  England,  did  not  arrive  in  Boston  until  early 
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Saturday  morning,  July  3.  They  were  entertained  at  breakfast  at 
the  Harvard  Club,  which  was  their  headquarters  during  their  stay 
here,  after  wThich  they  visited  the  factories  of  Edwin  Clapp  &  Son 
Inc.  and  The  Stetson  Shoe  Co.  In  the  afternoon,  they  visited  Har¬ 
vard  University  and  the  Longfellow  House,  and  in  the  evening  at¬ 
tended  the  field  day  of  Weymouth  Post,  American  Legion  on  Clapp 
Memorial  Field,  and  at  11  P.  M.  lighted  the  great  bonfire  prepared 
on  Weymouth  Great  Hill. 

Sunday  morning  they,  with  several  of  our  Town  officials,  were 
guests  of  the  Massachusetts  Society  Sons  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tinon  at  a  service  conducted  in  the  “Old  Ship”  Meeting  House  at 
Hingham,  the  oldest  church  building  in  continuous  use  in  the  United 
States.  Our  own  official  celebration  on  Sunday  began  at  two  thirty 
with  a  service  in  the  Sacred  Heart  Church,  consisting  of  the  Rosary, 
Bennediction  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament,  and  Choral  Te  Deum.  This, 
as  well  as  all  the  other  official  events  of  the  celebration  was  attend¬ 
ed  in  a  body  by  the  guests  from  Weymouth,  England  in  their  official 
robes,  the  Town  officials,  members  of  the  celebration  committee  and 
veteran  and  hereditary  organizations.  Reverend  John  B.  Holland, 
the  senior  clergyman  of  Weymouth  officiated  at  this  service.  Im¬ 
mediately  following  this  service  was  a  service  in  the  Old  South 
Church,  South  Weymouth,  participated  in  by  all  the  Protestant  cler¬ 
gy  of  the  Town.  This  service  reproduced  a  service  of  Colonial  times, 
including  a  sermon  preached  in  February, .  1776  by  Reverend  Man- 
asseh  Cutler,  D.  D.,  chaplain  in  the  Revolution,  which  was  delivered 
by  his  great-great-grandson,  Reverend  Francis  Alden  Poole,  D.  D., 
pastor  of  the  church.  A  feature  of  this  service  was  the  choir  in  Col¬ 
onial  costume,  the  lining  of  one  of  the  psalms,  and  the  presence 
of  the  tithing  man,  which  part  was  taken  by  Mr.  Howard  H.  Joy. 
Following  this  service,  memorial  exercises  were  he.d  at  the  graves 
of  Revolutionary  and  1812  soldiers  in  the  Highland  Cemetery. 
These  were  conducted  by  the  Massachusetts  Society  Sons  of  the 
American  Revolution.  The  officers  taking  part  in  the  ritualistic 
services  were:  Colonel  Frederic  Gilbert  Bauer,  President;  Benja¬ 
min  Newall  Johnson,  Esquire;  Vice-President;  Reverend  Lewis 
Wilder  Hicks,  A.  M.,  Chaplain;  Captain  Henry  Newton  Comey, 
Marshall.  A  military  escort  and  firing  platoon  was  furnished  by 
Battery  D,  241st  Coast  Artillery  .  Following  these  exercises,  tea 
was  served  on  the  lawn  of  the  Old  South  Church  by  members  of 
the  ladies  organizations  of  Weymouth,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Albert  E.  Avery,  Past  Regent  of  the  Susanah  Tufts  Chapter, 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.  At  a  buffet  luncheon  in 
banquet  hall  of  Masonic  Temple,  and  at  seven  o’clock  occurred  the 
great  mass  meeting  on  Clapp’s  Field,  at  which  it  was  estimated 
that  between  three  and  four  thousand  people  were  in  attendance, 
not  including  the  occupants  of  automobiles  which  were  parked  in 
a  solid  line  outside  of  the  Broad  Street  fence.  The  music  was 
furnished  by  a  choir  of  one  hundred  of  our  citizens,  and  a  full 
orchestra  led  by  Mr.  James  W.  Calderwood,  director  of  music  in 
public  schools.  The  grandstand  for  the  occasion  was  built  by  the 
manual  training  class  of  the  Weymouth  High  School,  and  was 
so  constructed  that  it  coiPd  be  removed  and  used  on  the  new  High 
School  Athletic  Field.  The  chorus  had  been  rehearsing  weekly 
for  over  two  months  and  the  impressive  and  artiotic  rendering  of 
the  musical  numbers  spoke  much  for  their  own  conscientious 
work  and  the  skill  of  the  director. 
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The  chairman  of  the  general  committee,  Colonel  Frederic 
Bauer,  presided,  and  the  program  was  as  follows:

The  program  was  planned  to  occupy  an  hour  and  a  half,  and 
it  speaks  well  for  the  participants  that  not  one  of  them  exceeded 
the  time  allotted  him  and  the  program  took  -exactly  an  hour  and 
a  half  by  the  clock. 

Monday,  July  5th,  opened  with  an  Antique  and  Horrible 
procession,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Fern.  It  started 
from  Jackson  Square,  East  Weymouth,  went  through  all  sections 
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of  the  Town  and  ended  at  North  Weymouth  where  refreshments 
were  served  to  the  paraders.  The  cash  prizes  for  the  most  ori¬ 
ginal  features  were  awarded  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  who  acted 
as  judges  and  were  presented  to  the  winnrs  by  His  Worship,  the 
Mayor  of  Weymouth.  The  next  feature  of  the  morning’s  celebra¬ 
tion  was  the  reproduction  of  the  Battle  of  Grape  Island,  which 
was  fought  in  Weymouth  between  the  men  of  the  South  Shore 
towns  and  a  detachment  of  British  troops  on  Sunday,  May  21, 
17  75.  There  were  over  three  hundred  participants  in  costume  in 
this  battle.  The  three  companies  of  the  Continental  Army  which 
were  sent  by  General  Thomas  to  reinforce  local  militia  were  pre¬ 
sented  by  Battery  D.  241st  Coast  Artillery  and  the  Continental 
Guard  of  the  Massachusetts  Society, Sons  of  the  American  Revolu¬ 
tion.  Batter  D.,  which  has  a  continuous  history  since  the  siege 
of  Boston,  had  with  it  two  cannon  which  were  actually  used  in  the 
Revolution,  one  of  them  having  formed  a  part  of  the  armament 
of  one  of  George  Washington’s  forts  around  Boston,  and  the  other 
being  a  part  of  the  artillery  surrendered  by  Cornwallis  at  York- 
town.  This  cannon,  during  the  Civil  War  was  mounted  by  the 
Confederates  in  the  defenses  of  Williamsburg,  Virginia,  was  cap¬ 
tured  by  Company  D,  First  Massachusetts  Infantry,  the  predeces¬ 
sor  of  Battery  D.  241st  Coast  Artillery,  and  sent  by  them  to  Bos¬ 
ton  where  it  was  used  in  the  draft  riots  of  1863.  The  local  com¬ 
panies  of  minutemen  were  impersonated  by  Weymouth  Post,  179, 
American  Legion,  Lodge  Guiseppe  Verdi,  Sons  of  Italy,  residents 
of  North  Weymouth  and  the  Wessagussett  and  Fort  Point  Yacht 
Clubs.  The  detachment  of  British  was  impersonated  by  the  North 
Weymouth  and  Wessagussett  Yacht  Clubs.  Mr.  Stanley  T.  Tor- 
rey  took  the  part  of  Colonel  Solomon  Lovell,  who  was  the  high¬ 
est  ranking  officer  in  Weymouth  at  the  time  of  the  battle,  and 
members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  impersonated  their  predes- 
essors  in  office  of  1775.  Mr.  Theron  Tirrell  took  the  part  of  Dr. 
Cotton  Tufts,  who  was  prominent  on  the  day  of  the  battle,  and 
Lieutenant  Stanley  Heald  and  Mr.  Joseph  L.  Jannell  took  the 
parts  of  mounted  couriers.  All  of  the  prominent  citizens  of  that 
day  were  also  represented  so  far  as  possible  by  a  lineal  descen¬ 
dant  in  costume  Muskets  for  the  troops  were  furnished  by  the 
courtesy  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

In  spite  of  the  magnitude  of  the  preparations,  everything 
was  ready  ahead  of  time  and  precisely  at  nine  fifteen  according 
to  schedule,  the  bell  of  the  Pilgrim  Congregational  Church  began 
to  toll,  and  from  all  over  North  Weymouth  people  in  Colonial 
costume  began  to  walk  to  church.  On  the  arrival  of  Reverend 
William  Smith,  the  pastor,  represented  by  his  successor  in  of¬ 
fice,  Reverend  Stanley  Marple,  the  congregation  entered  the 
church;  when  suddenly  the  mounted  couriers  dashed  up  shouting 
that  the  British  were  coming  up  the  bay.  Immediately,  the  a- 
larm  bell  began  to  ring.  The  minutemen  with  their  muskets  ap¬ 
peared,  rushing  toward  the  church  from  all  quarters  of  North 
Weymouth,,  the  Selectmen  wheled  out  the  barrels  of  powder  to 
issue  ammunition  from  the  Town’s  supply. 

Fortunately,  we  have  a  roster  of  the  company  which  was 
on  that  date  being  recruited  for  the  Continental  Army,  with  the 
names  of  every  man  who  had  been  enlisted  up  to  that  time,  and 
the  roll  of  this  company  was  called  in  the  street  in  front  of  the 
church.  As  soon  as  the  minutemen  assembled,  they  immediately 
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marched  to  the  top  of  Great  Hill,  followed  by  the  townspeople 
and  the  spectators  generally.  Here  they  were  joined  by  three 
companies  of  minutemen  representing  those  coming  from  neigh¬ 
boring  towns  and  by  the  companies  who  had  been  dispatched  by 
General  Thomas  from  Roxbury.  On  the  arrival  at  the  top  of  Great 
Hill,  the  three  British  boats  were  seen  crossing  the  harbor  from 
near  Raccoon  Island,  the  Union  Jack  flying  at  the  peak  and  the 
scarlet  uniforms  showing  clearly  in  the  sunlight  against  the  white 
sails.  The  minutemen  marched  down  to  the  shore  and  the  differ- 
ferent  companies  took  position  along  the  beach,  the  artillery  be¬ 
ing  stationed  at  Fort  Point.  As  soon  as  the  British  got  within 
range,  both  sides  opened  fire  with  cannon  and  musketry,  which 
was  continued  until  the  British  reached  Grape  Island,  when  an 
attachment  of  about  fifty  minutemen  put  out  in  boats  from  Rose 
Cliff  and  rowed  over  to  Grape  Island,  where  the  battle  was  con¬ 
tinued,  the  British  retiring  to  their  boats  and  the  minutemen  set¬ 
ting  on  fire  the  hay  which  the  British  had  come  to  obtain.  In 
spite  of  the  distance,  the  spectacle  was  an  inspiring  one  and  a 
running  fire  was  kept  up  between  the  boats  and  the  shore  until 
the  British  passed  beyond  Fort  Point,  when  all  hands  returned  to 
the  vestry  of  the  Pilgrim  Church  where  luncheon  was  served  to 
the  participants.  It  is  estimated  that  at  least  10,000  people  view¬ 
ed  the  battle  from  Great  Hill  and  the  neighboring  shores.  The 
battle  of  Grape  Island  was  to  the  South  Shore  what  the  Lexington 
and  Concord  alarm  was  to  the  nothern  counties,  standing  out  as 
one  of  the  high-lights  in  the  history  of  Weymouth,  the  importance 
of  which  should  be  impressed  upon  the  younger  generation. 

In  the  afternoon,  “Mount  Vernon,”  the  estate  of  Mr.  Allan 
C.  Emery,  was  thrown  open  to  our  townspeople  for  a  lawn  party, 
at  which  there  was  mus  e  by  Weymouth  Post,  American  Legion 
Band,  a  demonstration  by  the  Campfire  Girls,  who  presented  to 
Mayor  A’Court  an  appropriate  souvenir  of  their  work,  drills  by 
Battery  D,  241st  Coast  Artillery  and  the  Continental  Guard  of  the 
Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  an  address  by  His  Excellen¬ 
cy,  Governor  Fuller.  Tea  was  served  during  the  afternoon  by 
the  same  corps  of  ladies  in  Colonial  costume  who  had  officiated  in 
that  capacity  on  Sunday. 

At  five  o’clock,  all  present  gathered  in  front  of  the  house 
and  under  the  direction  of  Captain  Hurney  of  Battery  D  the  usual 
military  retreat  ceremony  took  place. 

After  supper  in  the  banquet  hall  of  the  Masonic  Temple,  our 
guests  repaired  to  the  Weymouth  High  School,  where  a  legal 
Town  meeting  had  been  called.  The  English  visitors  in  their  of¬ 
ficial  robes  were  escorted  to  the  platform  and  the  moderator,  Hon¬ 
orable  George  L.  Barnes  delivered  to  Mayor  A’Court  a  histori¬ 
cal  gavel  belonging  to  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  made 
from  a  mahogany  newal  post  of  Fanuel  Hall  and  invited  His  Wor¬ 
ship  to  preside  over  the  Town  Meeting,  during  action  on  the  ar¬ 
ticle  for  naming  the  new  North  Weymouth  School.  The  modera¬ 
tor,  in  a  few  well-chosen  remarks,  pointed  out  the  significance  of 
the  occasion  in  that  it  was  the  first  time  in  one  hundred  fifty 
years  that  any  official  of  the  British  government  or  any  of  its 
sub-d:visions  had  participated  in  any  governmental  function  in 
the  United  States.  An  address  was  made  by  His  Worship,  Mayor 
of  Weymouth,  and  souvenirs,  including  an  old  mustard  tankard, 
an  elaborate  banner  with  the  arms  of  Weymouth,  England,  bor- 
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dered  by  the  British  and  American  flags,  and  a  book  bearing  let¬ 
ters  from  each  church  in  Weymouth,  England,  to  the  church  of 
the  corresponding  denomination  in  our  own  Town  were  formally 
presented.  This  book  is  now  in  the  custody  of  the  Town  Clerk,  and 
copies  of  the  letters  have  been  sent  to  the  several  churches  in  the 
Town.  The  celebration  closed  with  an  elaborate  display  of  fire¬ 
works  on  the  South  Weymouth  Fair  Grounds. 

After  the  close  of  the  official  celebration,  the  English  guests 
remained  in  Boston  until  Saturday,  July  10th,  during  which  time 
they  were  recipients  of  numerous  courtesies  from  our  own  and 
neighboring  towns,  being  received  by  His  Excellency,  thy  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  His  Excellency, 
the  Mayor  of  Boston,  and  His  Honor  the  Mayor  of  Quincy. 

This  celebration,  like  the  tercentenary,  was  not  only  a  mani¬ 
festation  of  good-will  between  our  own  Town  and  the  mother 
Town  in  England,  but  showed  what  can  be  done  by  the  united 
public  spirit  of  our  townspeople.  The  utmost  co-operation  took 
place  in  all  departments  of  the  celebration  and  the  committee  de¬ 
sire  to  record  its  gratitude  to  all  who  participated.  In  particular 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  by  their  efforts  contributed  much  to  the 
success  of  the  entire  celebration. 

There  was  no  disorder  during  any  feature  of  the  celebration, 
no  arrests  were  made,  and  there  were  no  accidents  in  any  way 
connected  with  the  official  celebration,  the  only  accident  being 
to  a  citizen  who  was  celebrating  privately  at  his  own  home. 

In  closing  their  labors,  the  committee  desire  to  make  two 
recommendations.  First,  that  the  Town  make  each  year  a  small 
appropriation  for  the  celebration  of  Independence  Day.  A  town 
pass  without  official  recognition,  and  the  likelihood  of  accidents 
is  less  if  the  celebration  is  conducted  under  official  sanction  and 
control,  than  each  individual  being  left  to  his  own  devices.  As  a 
measure  of  safety,  therefore,  as  well  as  patriotism,  we  believe 
that  the  Town  should  observe  this  anniversary  in  a  small  way 
‘each  year. 

Second,  that  the  Town  take  measures  at  once  to  secure  the 
entire  summit  of  Weymouth  Great  Hill.  Everyone  who  witnessed 
the  Battle  of  Grape  Island  spoke  of  the  unique  possibilities  pos¬ 
sessed  by  the  Town  in  Weymouth  Great  Hill,  and  the  desirability 
of  having  it  kept  open  for  the  benefit  of  future  generations.  Many 
who  were  opposed  to  the  Town  taking  it  three  years  ago  have  ex¬ 
pressed  themselves  as  now  in  favor  of  it,  and  an  article  is  to  be 
inserted  in  the  Town  Warrant  providing  for  the  Town  taking  over 
the  Hill.

PLOWING  SNOW  ON  PINE  STREET,  FEBRUARY  1926. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  of  the  Street 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1926. 

The  total  amount  expended  under  the  regular  highway  appro¬ 
priation  was  $132,116.11  and  the  amounts  of  the  various  items 
are  shown  in  the  summary  of  expenditures  at  the  end  of  this  re¬ 
port. 

Street  oiling,  as  in  the  past,  was  one  of  the  largest  items,  as 
practically  every  accepted  street  was  treated. 

Cost  of  snow  removal  last  year  was  the  largest  for  several 
years,  due  to  the  two  very  heavy  storms  in  early  February.  It  was 
evident  after  the  first  storm  began  that  it  would  be  impossible 
to  keep  the  streets  opened  with  truck  plows.  Realizing  the  dan¬ 
ger  and  hardship  that  would  arise  if  the  streets  were  not  kept 
open,  a  hurried  consultation  with  the  Selectmen  was  called,  with 
the  result  that  a  five  ton  Mead-Morrison  tractor  was  purchased 
and  delivered  that  day.  This  machine  was  kept  running  contin¬ 
uously  for  three  days  and  three  nights  with  the  result  that  Wey¬ 
mouth  was  one  of  the  first  towns  around  Boston  to  be  plowed 
out.  The  following  week  another  storm  of  nearly  the  same  size 
came  along,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  tractor,  conditions  would 
have  been  serious,  and  the  cost  much  greater.  The  work  of  this 
tractor  was  recognized  by  all  as  a  great  money  saver,  and  at  the 
March  meeting  an  appropriation  was  made  to  purchase  another 
of  the  same  type,  so  that  we  now  have  two  5  ton  tractors,  4  trucks 
with  blade  plows  and  a  truck  equipped  with  a  blade  plow  that 
we  hire  from  the  American  Agricultural  Chemical  Co.  We  also  re¬ 
ceive  considerable  assistance  from  the  Eastern  Mass.  St.  Ry.  Co. 
and  some  help  from  the  White  Bus  Co.  on  the  streets  where  their 
buses  operate.  The  sidewalk  plowing  proposition  is  now  becom¬ 
ing  a  problem  due  to  lack  of  available  horses  in  town  and  it  is 
but  a  question  of  a  short  time  before  this  work  will  have  to  be 
done  by  tractors.  Total  cost  of  snow  removal  was  $23,059.05. 

The  crusher  was  operated  at  Keith’s  gravel  pit  and  the  cost 
of  production  materially  lowered  by  the  purchase  of  a  Byers  Bear 
Cat  Crane.  This  machine  can  be  used  for  loading  material,  trench 
work  and  grading.  It  has  proven  satisfactory  in  every  way.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  latter  part  of  the  season  considerable  trench  work  was 
done  for  the  Water  Department.

Special  Appropriations 


Under  this  heading,  the  largest  appropriation  was  for  per¬ 
manent  construction  on  Pleasant  St.,  the  amount  being  $25,000. 
The  work  was  of  the  same  type  of  asphalt  macadam  as  laid  in 
1925,  and  the  work  was  extended  from  Linden  Ave.  to  a  point 
opposite  the  property  of  Mary  F.  Hanley.  A  portion  of  the 
street  north  of  Wood  Ave.  was  lowered  about  two  feet  for  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  about  250  feet  improving  the  grade  and  drainage  condi¬ 
tions.  The  catch  basins  were  built  near  Wood  Ave.  and  the  out¬ 
let  drain  relaid  with  a  larger  pipe.  The  widening  of  the  turn 
taking  land  from  the  estate  of  Charles  Greeley  and  Mary  E.  Han¬ 
ley,  was  made  and  the  road  way  rough  graded.  This  widening 
will  greatly  improve  the  alignment  of  the  street,  and  eliminate  a 
rather  dangerous  curve.  Considerable  ledge  and  rock  had  to  be 
removed  to  make  this  widening,  and  extra  work  was  necessary 
where  the  old  railroad  bed  was,  as  the  material  was  too  poor  to 
resurface  without  a  gravel  base;  the  result  being  that  the  resur¬ 
facing  did  not  go  quite  as  far  as  anticipated. 

Permanent  sidewalks: —  $5  000  was  expended  for  this  work, 
and  money  divided  so  that  each  part  of  the  town  received  a  pro¬ 
portionate  share. 

Randolph  Street: — $1000  was  appropriated  to  continue  the 
work  started  in  1925.  A  large  portion  of  the  money  was  expend¬ 
ed  in  taking  out  boulders  and  reshaping  the  surface.  Part  of  the 
road  was  graveled  and  treated  with  Tarvia. 

Sea  Street  sidewalk: — $800  was  appropriated  for  a  gravel 
sidewalk  on  the  east  side  of  Sea  Street  from  Bridge  Street  to 
Wessagussett  Road,  and  the  work  done  for  $764.80. 

Culvert  at  Pleasant  and  Water  Streets: — $6000  was  appro¬ 
priated  to  rebuild  this  culvert  and  to  widen  the  brook  below  by 
rebuilding  a  retaining  wall.  The  culvert  was  enlarged  so  that 
now  it  is  about  four  times  its  original  size  and  I  believe  that  the 
difficulty  experienced  when  a  large  volume  of  water  was  released 
from  Whitman’s  Pond  will  be  overcome.  $5840.91  ws  the  cost 
of  this  work. 

Pecksuot  Road: — $2700  was  appropriated  to  finish  this 
street,  and  with  an  application  of  Tarvia  next  year,  this  street 
will  be  in  a  finished  condition. 

Kensington  Road  sidewalk: — A  gravel  sidewalk  was  con¬ 
structed  on  the  north  side  of  this  street  for  $623.87. 

Delorey  Avenue: — $2000  was  the  estimate  made  for  this 
street,  but  only  $1000  appropriated  so  that  it  was  impossible  to 
complete  this  work.  The  street  was  sub-graded  the  entire  length 
and  graveled  from  Standish  Road  to  Lochmere  Road. 

Fisk  Avenue: — This  street  was  another  of  the  new  streets 
accepted  at  the  March  meeting.  The  construction  cost  was  $1500, 
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and  was  money  well  spent.  Sidewalks  were  built  on  both  sides 
and  the  road  surface  treated  with  Tarvia. 

Pierce  Road:— This  was  a  new  street  accepted  last  year,  and 
is  situated  in  the  development  called  the  Pierce  Estates  at  Wey¬ 
mouth  Landing.  $800  was  appropriated  for  the  work,  and  a  sur¬ 
face  treated  gravel  road  constructed. 

Narragansett  Road:- — $179  7.32  was  the  cost  of  constructing 
this  new  road  off  Commercial  Street  near  Idlewell.  Considerable 
rock  and  ledge  were  encountered,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  sur¬ 
face  treat  the  gravel  with  Tarvia  next  year. 

May  Terrace: — $800  was  appropriated  to  finish  this  short 
street,  arid  the  work  was  done  with  the  appropriation. 

Pond  Street  Drain: — $800  was  appropriated  to  construct  a 
drain  throuh  the  property  of  the  Pond  Plain  Improvement  Ass’n 
to  carry  off  the  surface  water  on  Pond  Street.  Two  catch  basins 
were  built,  and  340  feet  of  10  inch  drain  pipe  laid,  as  well  as 
regrading  the  gutter  on  Pond  Street  for  quite  a  distance.  The  cost 
of  the  work  was  $732.61. 

'Signs:— $1000  was  appropriated  and  spent  for  new  street 
signs,  and  the  same  were  placed  where  most  needed. 

r  Washington  Sq.  Widening: — $40,700  was  the  amount  appro¬ 
priated  for  this  work,  of  which  $30,000  was  raised  by  a  bond  is¬ 
sue.  As  the  work  of  moving  the  buildings  back  was  delayed  un¬ 
til  cold  weather  set  in,  it  was  impossible  to  do  much  in  the  line 
of  construction.  The  Smelt  Brook  was  covered  with  a  concrete 
slab,  and  rough  grading  done  in  front  of  the  new  block. 

This  work  will  be  completed  as  soon  as  the  frost  is  out  of 
the  ground. 

Recommendations 

With  the  many  new  land  developments  going  on  in  all  parts 
of  the  Town,  it  is  time  that  steps  were  taken  to  control  to  some 
extent  these  devlopments;  specially  in  the  matter  of  street  lay-out. 
As  matters  stand  at  present,  little  attention  is  paid  to  existing 
lay-outs,  and  less  attention  to  the  matter  of  grades  as  there  is  no 
one  in  power  to  pass  on  these  lay-outs  of  new  streets.  By  accept¬ 
ing  the  Board  of  Survey  Act,  considerable  could  be  done  to  great¬ 
ly  improve  these  developments. 

The  matter  of  expenditures  for  street  work  is  bound  to  in¬ 
crease,  as  every  year  new  streets  are  added.  The  public  demands 
better  conditions;  the  automobile  traffic  is  greater  each  year,  and 
all  streets  must  be  kept  clear  of  snow  in  the  winter  time. 

With  the  large  amount  of  equipment  owned  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  (valued  about  $50,000)  it  is  necessary  to  make  alterations 
at  the  Department  building  at  East  Weymouth  to  properly  take 
care  of  it,  also  to  replace  the  heating  plant,  which  is  entirely  in¬ 
adequate.  These  chapges  will  cost  about  $2500. 

The  Packard  truck,  loaned  the  Department  by  the  State,  was 
returned  as  the  cost  of  maintenance  did  not  warrant  keeping  it. 
This  truck  is  about  ten  years  old.  The  first  Netco  truck  pur¬ 
chased  in  1916,  and  used  for  the  past  two  years  for  light  work  is 
beyond  repair',  and  the  one  of  the  same  make  purchased  in  1920 
should  be  turned  in  this  year,  as  it  is  too  expensive  to  keep  in  re- 
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pair.  I  recommend  the  purchase  of  two  3  1-2  ton  trucks  to  re¬ 
place  these  three.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  BUILDING  LAWS 

Article  100  in  the  Warrant  at  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting  was 
as  follows: 

“To  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  the  by-laws  of  the  town  by 
adding  the  following  by-laws:” 

At  the  meeting  it  was  voted:  That  the  Moderator  appoint  a 
committee  of  three  to  consider  each  article  in  the  proposed  build¬ 
ing  laws  and  report  at  some  future  town  meeting  such  changes 
as  they  deem  advisable. 

This  committee  recommend  the  proposed  changes: 

Article  11. 

Section  3.  All  structures  hereafter  to  be  erected  of  a  des¬ 
cription  not  specified  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  constructed  in  a 
manner  that  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Inspector. 

Article  2. 

Section  3.  The  inspector  of  buildings  shall  grant  permits  for 
the  erection  or  alterations  of  buildings,  and  no  structures  or 
foundations  shall  be  built  or  altered  without  such  a  permit,  but 
no  such  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  inspector  has  carefully 
examined  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  proposed  building  or 
alteration,  and  ascertained  that  the  building  has  sufficient 
strength,  and  that  the  means  of  ingress  and  egress  are  sufficient. 

Article  4. 

Section  6.  The  said  inspector  shall  examine  all  buildings  re¬ 
ported  dangerous,  or  damaged  by  accident  or  fire,  and  make  a 
record  of  such  examination,  including  the  nature  and  estimated 
amount  of  such  damage,  with  the  location  of  the  building,  the 
name  of  the  owner  and  lessee,  and  for  what  purpose  occupied,  and 
report  the  facts  to  the  board  of  selectmen. 

Article  7. 

Section  10.  Every  person  intending  to  build  or  to  alter  any 
structure  or  foundation  shall  before  commencing  the  same,  file 
an  application  for  a  building  permit  with  the  inspector  of  build¬ 
ings,  giving  a  description  of  the  intended  building  or  alterations. 
No  permit  issued  by  such  inspector,  whether  for  a  new  building 
or  alterations,  shall  be  in  force  for  a  longer  time  than  one  year. 


(For  public  buildings,  lodging  houses,  hotels,  churches,  mercan- 
tile  buildings,  etc.,  see  chapters  382  and  481,  Acts  of  1894,  chap¬ 
ters  139  and  326,  Acts  of  1899,  and  chapter  335,  section  1,  Acts 
of  1900.) 

Article  8. 

•  Section  11.  In  the  construction  of  this  by-law,  if  not  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  context,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  re¬ 
spective  meanings  assigned  to  them:  — 

“Alteration"  shall  mean  an  change  or  addition  in  any  “Struc¬ 
ture." 

“Cellar"  or  “basement”  shall  mean  a  lower  story,  of  which 
one-half  or  more  of  the  height,  from  the  bottom  of  the  story  to 
the  under  side  of  the  floor  joists  of  the  story  next  above,  is  be¬ 
low  the  mean  grade  of  all  the  streets,  or  the  mean  grade  of  the 
natural  ground  adjoining  the  building:  provided,  that  said  grade 
of  the  ground  is  not  below  the  grade  of  the  street  at  the  principal 
front. 

A  building  is  a  structure  which  is  more  than  eight  feet  in 
length  or  breadth  or  more  than  seven  feet  in  height  measuring  to 
the  extremities  of  all  parts. 

Fire  Wall — A  masonry  division  wall  which  extends  through 
and  at  least  two  feet  above  the  roof  which  all  openings  are  pro¬ 
tected  by  fire  doors,  or  any  wall  dividing  spaces  within  a  building 
into  limited  areas  for  fire  protection. 

Private  Dwelling — A  structure  in  which  not  more  than  one 
family  dwells  and  no  part  of  which  is  used  for  business  purposes. 

A  Shaft,  whether  for  air,  light,  elevator,  dumb  waiter  or  any 
other  purpose,  is  an  enclosed  space  within  a  building,  extending 
to  the  roof,  and  covered  either  by  a  skylight  or  by  the  roof.  A 
vent  shaft  is  a  shaft  used  solely  to  ventilate  or  light  water  closet 
compartments  or  bath  rooms. 

Article  13. 

Buildings  other  than  Dwellings: 

Section  16.  No  building  hereafter  erected  for  mercantile  or 
manufacturing  purposes  shall  be  built  in  a  range  of  more  than 
sixty  feet,  measuring  along  the  line  of  the  wall  adjoining  the 
street,  without  the  intervention  of  a  brick  wall  at  least  twelve 
inches  thick  for  a  building  not  over  two  stories  high;  the  top  of 
such  wall  at  any  point  shall  be  eighteen  inches  above  the  roof, 
and  covered  with  a  metal,  cement  or  stone  capping.  (For  a 
a  building  over  two  stories  high,  see  chapter  481  section  25,  Acts 
of  1894.) 

Article  15. 

Piling 

Section  20.  When  the  nature  of  the  ground  requires  it,  all 
buildings  shall  be  supported  on  foundation  piles  not  more  than 
three  feet  apart  on  centres  in  the  direction  of  the  wall,  and  the 
number,  diameter  and  bearing  of  such  piles  shall  be  sufficient  to 
support  the  superstructure  proposed.  The  inspector  shall  deter¬ 
mine  the  grade  at  which  the  piles  shall  be  cut  to  insure  constant 
immersion.  There  shall  not  be  less  than  two  rows  onder  all  ex- 
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ternal  and  party  walls.  All  piles  to  be  capped  with  concrete  or 
block  granite  levellers  not  less  than  sixteen  inches  thick,  each 
leveller  having  a  form  bearing  on  the  pile  or  piles  which  it  covers; 
under  each  pier  for  support  of  floor-bearing  beams  not  less  than 
three  piles  shall  be  used.  The  inspector  may  require  any  appli¬ 
cant  for  a  permit  to  ascertain  by  boring  the  nature  of  the  ground 
on  which  he  proposes  to  build. 

Article  10. 

Wooden  Buildings 

Section  21.  Every  wooden  building  hereafter  erected,  ex¬ 
cept  when  specified  in  section  22,  shall  have  a  foundation  of  rub¬ 
ble  stone,  block  granite,  concrete,  or  brick  laid  in  mortar  and 
carried  to  the  surface  of  the  ground.  Every  s'-ch  foundation,  if 
of  brick,  shall  be  at  least  twelve  inches  thick,  wUh  a  footing  eight 
inches  wider  than  the  wall,  and  stepped  up  one  foot;  if  of  granite 
block  stone,  shall  be  at  least  sixteen  inches  thick;  if  of  rubble 
stone,  shall  be  at  least  eighteen  inches  thick,  shall  be  laid  at  least 
four  feet  below  any  surface  exposed  to  frost,  and  upon  the  solid 
ground.  Every  such  wooden  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered, 
the  sille  of  which  do  not  rest  directly  upon  a  foundation  as  above 
described,  but  on  an  under-pinning,  shall  have  such  under-pinning 
made  of  brick  or  stone  or  cement  block,  and  if  the  building  is  not 
over  two  stories  high  above  the  highest  street  level  of  its  princi¬ 
pal  front,  the  under-pinning,  if  of  brick,  shall  be  at  least  eight 
inches  thick;  and  if  of  poured  cement  from  cellar  bottom  up  not 
less  than  10  inches  thick,  if  over  two  stories  high  12  inches  thick, 
every  under-pinning,  if  of  stone,  shall  be  at  least  sixteen  inches 
thick. 

No  concrete  mixture  shall  be  leaner  than  1-3-6. 

Section  25.  Every  wooden  building  hereafter  erected  (ex¬ 
cept  where  specified  in  section  22)  or  altered  shall  have  all  parts 
of  sufficient  strength  to  carry  the  weight  of  the  superstructure, 
shall  be  built  with  sills  halved  at  all  intersections.  Posts  and 
girts  shall  be  morticed,  tennoned,  braced  and  pinned  at  each  story, 
studs  and  plates  securely  nailed.  The  posts,  sills  and  girts  shall 
not  be  less  than  four  by  six  inches,  plates  four  by  four  inches  or 
its  equivalent,  and  the  studs,  two  by  four  inches,  not  more  than 
sixteen  inches  on  centres. 

Floor-bearing  partitions  will  have  studs  two  by  four  inches, 
the  bottom  resting  on  girder  of  not  less  than  six  by  eight  inches, 
the  stud  to  have  a  suitable  cap,  and  the  studs  in  the  intermediate 
stories  to  have  a  footing  on  the  cap.  All  door  openings  in  excess 
of  three  feet  will  be  trussed  over  same,  as  also  all  self-supporting 
walls  and  partitons  above  the  first  floor.  The  attic  floor  may  be 
supported  by  a  ledger  board,  cut  in  the  wall  studs,  but  between 
the  studs  a  two  inch  plank,  by  the  width  of  the  stud,  shall  be  cut 
in  to  prevent  the  passage  of  air.  No  ceiling  timbers  above  top 
floor  shall  be  less  than  2x6.  All  timbers  resting  on  brick  walls 
shall  be  cut  on  a  splay,  and  will  have  suitable  anchor  irons  on 
the  ends  of  timbers  every  ten  feet,  and  a  continuous  tie  made 
across  the  wall  where  the  timbers  meet  by  suitable  irons,  and  the 
opposite  end  spiked  to  the  outside  studs.  All  headers  and  trim¬ 
mers  of  all  openings  over  four  feet  square,  and  .ill  timbers  under 
cross  partitions,  shall  have  joists  double  other  timbers. 
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In  all  dwelling  houses,  the  size  of  floor  joists  shall  not  be 
less  than  the  following: — 

Clear  span  of  10  or  11  feet,  size  of  joist  2x7 

Clear  span  of  12  or  13  feet,  size  of  joist  2x8 

Clear  span  of  14  or  15  feet,  size  of  joist  2x9 

Clear  span  of  16  or  17  feet,  size  of  joist  2x10 

Clear  span  of  18  or  20  feet,  size  of  joist  2x12  and  be  placed 
not  more  than  sixteen  inches  on  centres.  All  floors  with  a  span  of 
over  12  feet  shall  be  cross  bridged. 

No  rafters  less  than  2x6  shall  be  used  and  they  to  be  laid  24 
Section  26.  Piers  under  girders,  supporting  floor  timbers  in 
basement,  may  be  of  Iron  of  Lally  Columns  or  columns  of  simi¬ 
lar  type  or  red  cedar,  or  chestnut  of  sufficient  strength,  or  brick 
or  concrete  not  more  than  nine  feet  apart;  trimmers  in  first  floor 
over  twelve  feet  in  length  shall  be  supported  by  a  pier  or  column. 
Footings  for  all  piers  shall  set  on  a  firm  foundation  and  have 
levellers  one  foot  larger  than  the  piers;  footings  to  be  not  less 
than  twelve  inches  thick.  Piers  under  porches  and  piazzas  shall 
have  suitable  foundations  at  least  four  feet  below  the  grade.  , 

Article  18. 

Section  31.  No  opening  or  door-way  shall  be  cut  through  a 
party  or  partition  brick  wall  of  any  building  without  a  permit 
from  the  inspector.  Such  openings  shall  be  provided  with  self 
closing  doors  of  material  satisfactory  to  under-writers  hung  to  re¬ 
batted  iron  frames  or  to  hinges  in  brick  work  or  from  an  inclined 
track. 

Article  19. 

Section  32.  All  chimneys  shall  be  built  of  brick,  stone  or 
other  incombustible  material,  and  shall  have  a  footing  of  masonry 
or  iron  supported  by  iron  or  corbels  of  brick  or  stone.  No  chim¬ 
ney  shall  be  hung  to  an  8  inch  wall,  or  bear  or  rest  upon  wood. 
No  chimneys  corbelled  from  a  wall  shall  project  more  than  the 
thickness  of  the  wall. 

All  smoke  flues  built  of  brick  less  than  8  inches  thick  shall 
be  smoothly  plastered' both  inside  and  outside  except  where  said 
chimney  is  not  concealed,  in  such  case  plastering  on  inside  will 
be  sufficient,  below  any  woodwork  in  basement  to  the  entire 
height  of  the  chimney.  All  brick  vent  flues  shall  be  smoothly 
plastered  or  cement  washed  on  the  inside. 

All  flues  shall  be  topped  out  at  least  four  feet  above  the 
highest  part  of  the  roof  at  the  point  through  which  they  pass,  with 
brick  or  stone,  and  the  topping  out  shall  not  have  more  than  two 
inches  projection,  unless  covered  by  a  cap  of  improved  incombus¬ 
tible  material,  properly  secured;  and  in  no  case  shall  a  nail  be 
driven  into  the  masonry  of  any  flue.  All  woodwork  in  brick 
buildings  shall  be  placed  distant,  one  inch,  and  floor  timbers, 
headers,  trimmers,  and  girders,  at  least  1  1-2  inches  from  the  out¬ 
side  of  every  chimney  flue.  In  chimneys  with  more  than  two 
flues  the  withes  shall  be  constructed  of  brick  laid  flatways  and 
bonded  every  eight  course.

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REPORT  OY  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  or 
Health. 

The  personnel,  of  the  board  is  the  same  as  last,  During  the 
year  113  complaints  were  investigated  most  of  which  we  were 
able  to  care  for  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  majority  of  the 
complaints  were  in  regard  to  sewerage  flowing  over  the  ground 
especially  in  the  spring  when  the  cesspools  are  filled  by  surface 
water.  All  parts  of  the  town  are  growing  and  the  question  of  a 
sewerage  system  and  the  disposal  of  garbage  becomes  more  im- 
pirative  every  year. 

In  June  we  had  a  very  severe  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  fol¬ 
lowing  a  high  school  banquet.  There  were  94  cases  of  infection 
reported  in  6  days.  Fortunately  only  65  of  these  developed  a 
typical  scarlet  fever.  Due  to  the  intensive  work  of  the  board  of 
health  with  the  assistance  of  Drs.  Plan  and  Sutton  of  the  Howard 
Medical  School  and  Dr.  O'Donnell  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
every  case  was  visited  and  a  culture  taken  and  quarantine  ’estab¬ 
lished  when  it  was  necessary.  From  this  large  number  of  cases 
we  had  only  5  contact  cases.

Laban  Pratt  Hospital  Sit© 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  July  5th,  1926  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  given 
careful  consideration  to  the  question  of  the  location  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  Laban  Pratt  Hospital  and  to  the  suitability  of  the  lot 
Westerly  of  the  Old  North  Church  and  owned  by  William  Whit¬ 
man,  after  examining  the  available  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Old  North  Church  (where  the  Hospital  must  under  the  terms  of 
Mr.  Pratt’s  will  be  located)  a  majority  of  the  Board  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  lot  Westerly  of  the  Old  North  Church, 
owned  by  William  Whitman,  is  the  best  which  can  be  obtained 
and  accordingly  recommend  it.  One  of  the  objections  originally 
offered  to  the  ’Town  accepting  Mr.  Whitman’s  deed  was  that  if 
at  the  end  of  ten  years  the  Town,  decides  to  locate  a  hospital 
elsewhere  it  must  nevertheless  build  the  hospital  on  this  site  in 
order  to  hold  the  land.  If  Mr.  Whitman  will  so  change  the 
terms  of  his  deed  that  when  the  time  comes  to  build  the  hospi¬ 
tal,  the  Town  decides  that  the  location  is  then  unsuitable,  it  can 
devote  the  land  to  some  other  public  purpose  and  retain  it  as  a 
memorial  to  John  Whitman,  this  objection  will  be  removed. 

We  accordingly  recommend  that  negotations  be  renewed  with 
Mr.  Whitman  to  see  if  he  will  renew  his  offer  to  the  Town,  and 
upon  what  terms,  and  that  if  the  terms  are  satisfactory,  the 
Town  pass  a  vote  authorizing  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept 
a  deed  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  named.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TOWN  FOREST 

Weymouth,  January  1,  1927. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

The  Committee  on  a  Town  Forest  has  made  a  survey  of  the 
conditions  in  our  town  which  make  a  Town  Forest  advisable,  and 
last  summer  had  the  Chief  Forester  of  the  State  Department  of 
Conservation  make  a  careful  examination  of  the  land  surrounding 
Great  Pond.  His  report  to  us  is  as  follows : 

“Town  Forest  Committee  of  Weymouth,  Mass. 

“Gentlemen  : 

“At  your  request,  I  have  examined  the  land  on  the  shore  of 
Great  Pond  which  it  is  proposed  to  purchase  as  a  ‘town  forest’  and 
for  the  protection  of  the  town’s  water  supply.  The  use  and  owner¬ 
ship  of  the  property  surrounding  Great  Pond  affects  the  people  of 
Weymouth  in  three  or  four  ways. 

“First  and  foremost  is  the  matter  of  sanitary  protection  of  your 
water  supply.  I  don’t  presume  to  be  an  expert  in  this  phase  of 
water  protection,  but  it  seems  to  me  to  be  self  evident,  that  presence 
of  summer  camps  and  shooting  boxes  directly  on  the  shore  of  the 
pond  provides  a  constant  danger  of  pollution,  no  matter  how  care¬ 
fully  the  town  may  try  to  enforce  regulations  concerning  the  disposal 
of  sewage,  bathing,  etc.  To  these  summer  camps  there  has  been 
added  in  recent  years  permanent  real  estate  developments  which 
serve  to  add  to  the  problem.  The  watershed  of  this  pond,  that  is,- 
the  land  from  which  surface  drainage  enters  the  water,  is  a  com¬ 
paratively  narrow  strip  averaging  not  more  than  500  to  600  feet 
wide,  so  that  the  ownership  by  the  town  of  perhaps  300  acres  of 
marginal  lands  will  control  the  situation. 

“In  addition  to  the  sanitary  aspect  of  this  matter,  there  is  the 
advantage  to  the  town  of  having  the  pond  surrounded  by  a  forest 
growth,  especially  a  coniferous  forest  growth.  A  dense  forest  growth 
surrounding  a  reservoir  reduces  the  force  of  the  wind  blowing  over 
the  water  and  greatly  retards  evaporation.  It  retards  evaporation 
from  the  soil  as  well,  and  retards  the  runoff  of  heavy  rains  and 
melting  snows  so  that  the  water  will  be  fed  gradually  into  the  pond, 
thus  insuring  greater  stability  of  flow.  If  the  marginal  lands  belong 
to  the  town,  such  a  protecting  forest  cover  can  be  maintained. 

“If  these  marginal  lands  are  forested  and  maintained  by  the 
town,  it  will  be  in  the  possession  of  fine  forest  park  through  which 
can  wind  a  woodland  drive  of  great  beauty.  On  account  of  the 
use  of  the  pond,  promiscuous  picnicking  cannot  be  allowed  in  such 
a  reservation,  but  one  or  more  spots  can  be  set  apart  where  some 
public  use  can  be  allowed  under  supervision. 

“The  final  use  of  this  land,  namely  as  ‘town  forest’  on  which  to 
grow  timber  I  left  to  the  last,  because  I  consider  it,  under  thel 
circumstances,  the  least  important  use.  Because  of  the  need  of  the 
forest  cover  in  protecting  the  water  supply  and  maintaining  the 
beauty  of  the  shores  of  Great  Pond,  any  cutting  would  have  to  be 
much  restricted  and  there  would  therefore  be  little  chance  of  its 
development  as  a  commercial  forest,  although  some  incidental  returns 
may  be  realized.  I  am  rather  inclined  to  the  opinion,  that  because 
this  is  a  water  supply  proposition  that  the  land  had  best  be  acquired 
as  such,  and  not  as  ‘town  forest’  although  there  is  nothing  in  the 
‘town  forest  law’  which  is  against  such  acquisition. 
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“I  have  been  asked  that  inasmuch  as  the  land  around  Great 
Pond  is  too  expensive  for  a  town  forest,  whether  it  would  not  be! 
better  to  acquire  some  cheaper  land  elsewhere  for  this  purpose. 
My  answer  is  that  as  long  as  Great  Pond  is  a  water  supply  for 
Weymouth,  it  would  be  a  great  mistake  to  purchase  land  elsewhere. 
A  beginning  should  be  made  at  once  before  real  estate  developments 
progress  any  further  and  enhance  the  value  of  these  marginal  lands. 
Purchases  can  be  made  gradually  from  year  to  year  as  property  is 
available  and  can  be  secured  at  a  reasonable  price. 

“If  for  any  reason  Great  Pond  should  be  abandoned  as  a  water 
supply  in  years  to  come,  I  think  that  the  town  could  readily  sell 
the  marginal  land  for  more  than  it  cost,  if  the  citizens  of  that  day 
would  agree  to  such  a  policy,  but  I  don’t  think  they  would.  They 
will  value  it  too  highly  as  a  public  park  and  recreational  area.”

From  the  foregoing  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  land  around 
Great  Pond  from  its  importance  to  our  water  supply  should  be 
acquired  anyway,  and  that  as  we  ought  to  acquire  it,  it  is  the  logical 
and  best  place  for  a  Town  Forest. 

Your  Committee  has  been  content  for  the  last  two  years  to  have 
definite  action  on  the  acquisition  of  a  forest  deferred.  We  feel 
that  the  town  can  not  afford  to  wait  any  longer.  Portions  of  the 
watershed  of  Great  Pond  should  be  acquired  at  once,  and  a  definite 
policy  adopted  for  the  gradual  acquisition  of  the  remainder  as  oppor¬ 
tunity  offers.  The  land  is  suited  for  a  forest,  which  will  in  time 
bring  in  a  substantial  return  and,  as  State  Forester  Cook  points  out, 
the  forestation  will  improve  the  water  supply. 

We  accordingly  recommend  that  the  articles  in  the  Town  War¬ 
rant  providing  for  the  immediate  acquisition  of  the  West  shore  of 
Great  Pond  and  the  inauguration  of  a  policy  of  acquiring  the  remain¬ 
der  of  the  watershed  as  opportunity  offers  be  passed,  and  that 
provision  be  made  to  forest  the  land  so  acquired,  and  that  this 
Committee  be  continued  to  study  the  problem  of  such  forestation 
and  report  at  a  future  meeting.

We  have 
received  and  examined  the  "By-Laws  of  a  number  of  progressive

towns  in  which  conditions  are  analogous  to  those  in  Weymouth  and 
are  now  at  work  on  a  complete  revision  of  our  own  By-Laws  with 
the  following  aims  in  view : 

1.  To  have  a  code  which  will  be  up-to-date,  simple,  and  com¬ 
prehensive,  without  introducing  the  artificial  restrictions  which  would 
subject  our  citizens  to  the  petty  annoyances  of  city  life. 

2.  To  preserve,  so  far  as  By-Laws  can  do  so,  those  character¬ 
istics  of  our  Town  which  make  it  desirable  as  a  home. 

3.  To  shorten  the  annual  Town  Meeting  by  incorporating  in 
the  By-Laws  certain  standing  votes,  which  have  hitherto  been  re¬ 
newed  every  year. 

4.  To  concentrate  responsibility  in  the  hands  of  fewer  persons. 

We  hope  to  have  our  new  code  ready  to  submit  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting.

PARK  COMMISSIONER’S  REPORT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 
Gentlemen : 

Beals  Park 

There  was  some  new  equipment  to  replace  the  old  purchased  this 
year,  the  bandstand  was  painted;  but  our  main  object  this  year  was 
the  starting  of  the  supervised  play  on  the  park  which  we  believe  was 
with  very  good  success,  the  average  number  of  children  attending 
each  day  being  45,  so  you  can  see  that  the  children  were  interested 
in  it,  and  it  was  instructive  both  physically  and  mentally  to  the 
children.  The  grass  was  mowed  and  grounds  cared  for  during  the 
year  and  flowers  were  set  out  in  the  bed  which  kept  blooming  all 
summer. 

Bailey  Green 

The  grass  was  cut  regularly  and  shrubbery  trimmed  during  the 
summer,  also  the  flag-pole  was  reset  as  it  was  leaning  to  one  side 
quite  a  bit,  was  also  painted  and  the  topmast  housed  for  the  winter. 


Webb  Park 

The  general  care,  and  overhauling  of  the  equipment  has  been 
taken  care  of,  some  grading  has  been  done  and  the  regular  care  of 
the  grounds  have  been  attended  to.

The  bull  dogs  with  the  field  lighted  with  searchlights  two  nights 
a  week  did  the  practice  work  that  made  them  so  efficient  this  past 
season. 

Some  new  equipment  has  been  added,  and  Hawes  Grove  has  been 
cleared  to  some  extent. 

The  parents  of  the  children  wffio  attended  the  supervised  play 
hours  during  the  summer  vacation,  are  very  much  in  favor  of  its  con¬ 
tinuance  during  the  coming  summer.  It  is  a  step  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion,  and  may  be  made  more  profitable  as  experience  teaches  us  the 
best  methods  adapted  to  our  needs,  and  equipment.  Play  is  as  im¬ 
portant  to  the  child  as  study  or  work.  And  is  also  just  as  important 
to  us  that  are  older  and  if  it  could  be  carried  out  wTe  might  be  able 
to  forget  our  grouches  to  some  extent. 

If  parents  w^ould  go  with  their  children  at  stated  times  to  the 
playground  it  might  be  made  beneficial  to  both.  As  a  Town  lets  give 
the  children  all  the  education  both  in  work  and  play  that  we  can 
afford  and  thus  make  better  citizens  for  the  future  with  stronger 
healthier  bodies.

Library  Hours: 

Main  Library:  2  to  8  P.  M.  daily,  except  Wednesday,  2  to  5 
P.  M.,  and  Saturday,  2  to  9  P.  M. 

Summer  Hours:  July  and  August,  2  to  6  P.  M.;  Wednesday  and 
Saturday  as  above. 

Branches:  2  to  5  P.  M.  and  7  to  8  P.  M.  daily,  except  Wednesday. 

The  library  and  the  branches  are  not  open  Sundays,  Legal  Holi¬ 
days  and  17th  of  June. 

The  library  is  for  the  use  of  all  residents  of  Weymouth. 

Temporary  residents  are  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as 
permanent  residents. 

Two  cards  are  issued  to  each  borrower  over  twelve  years  of  age : 
a  white  card  for  general  use  and  a  green  special  card  for  non-fic¬ 
tion,  including  magazines  and  music  scores. 

A  white  card  is  given  to  any  child  under  twelve  years  of  age  if 
the  application  is  signed  by  parent  or  guardian. 

Teachers  and  students  are  given  cards  which  permit  the  taking 
of  ten  or  more  books,  other  than  adult  fiction,  for  twenty-eight  days. 

The  vacation  privilege  allows  a  borrower  to  take  several  books, 
not  recent  publications,  for  an  extended  time. 

All  books  from  the  circulating  department,  even  the  new  fiction, 
may  be  kept  for  fourteen  days.  Recent  numbers  of  magazines  are 
limited  to  seven  days  with  no  renewal. 

A  book  cannot  be  transferred  from  one  card  to  another,  but  may 
be  renewed  at  the  library,  by  mail,  or  by  ^telephone,  unless  stamped 
This  book  cannot  be  renewed.  The  shelf  number  or  title  of  the  book 
and  the  borrower’s  name  should  be  stated  when  the  request  for 
renewal  is  made. 

A  fine  of  two  cents  a  day  will  be  incurred  for  each  day’s  deten¬ 
tion  of  a  book  after  it  is  due.  When  a  book  is  sent  for  by  the 
librarian  it  will  be  at  the  expense  of  the  borrower.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TUFTS  LIBRARY 

The  forty-eighth  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Tufts 
Library  is  respectfully  submitted  as  follows  : 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  1926  the  trustees  were  obliged  to 
ask  for  a  special  appropriation  to  enable  them  to  install  a  new  heater; 
the  old  boiler,  which  had  been  in  service  since  the  building  was 
erected  in  1892,  had  become  unfit  for  use  and,  as  the  manufacture  of 
that  type  of  boiler  had  been  discontinued,  the  worn  out  sections  could 
not  be  replaced. 

The  continual  flooding  of  the  cellar,  which  oftentimes  inter¬ 
fered  with  the  efficient  working  of  the  heater,  necessitated  water¬ 
proofing  the  boiler  pit;  this  also  called  for  an  unusual  expenditure. 

The  change  in  the  electric  light  fixtures  begun  in  1925  was  com¬ 
pleted  this  year  by  the  placing  of  new  globes  in  the  delivery,  read¬ 
ing,  and  stack  rooms. 

The  circulation  from  the  Main  Library  which  was  52,695  shows  a 
slight  increase  over  that  of  last  year.  With  a  circulation  of  20,219' 
from  the  North  Weymouth  Branch  and  33,094  from  the  East  Wey¬ 
mouth  Branch  the  total  circulation  for  the  year  reached  106,008. 

The  daily  circulation  at  the  East  Weymouth  Branch  increased 
from  an  average  of  115-f  in  1925  to  132 —  in  1926.  The  largest  cir¬ 
culation  was  215  on  February  20  and  the  smallest  was  18  on  February 
4.  Cards  were  issued  to  233  new  borrowers  and  167  former  bor¬ 
rowers  renewed  their  registrations. 

A  collection  of  books  in  Italian  was  loaned  to  the  branch  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  Division  of  Public  Libra¬ 
ries.  These  had  a  good  circulation,  more  than  70  loans  having  been 
made. 

The  most  notable  gift  was  that  of  Mrs.  John  F.  Cushing  who 
presented  more  than  two  hundred  books  from  the  library  of  her  son, 
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Lester  F.  Cushing.  Many  of  these  were  boys’  books  and  were 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  younger  borrowers.  Several  sets  of  his¬ 
tories  also  were  included  in  the  gift.  Eleven  books  were  presented 
to  the  branch  by  John  W.  Knox. 

Two  new  sections  of  shelving  and  a  bulletin  board  were  added  to 
the  permanent  equipment  of  this  branch. 

During  the  year,  there  were  added  to  the  North  Weymouth 
Branch,  527  volumes.  18  volumes  were  lost  and  194  returned  to  the 
main  library  and  10  burned  on  account  of  contagion  making  a  total 
of  2851  volumes  at  the  close  of  the  year.  236  new  borrowers  were 
registered  and  114  registrations  were  renewed. 

The  branch  was  open  250  days  with  a  total  circulation  of  20,219. 
The  average  daily  circulation  was  81 — ,  a  decided  increase  over  last 
year  when  the  daily  average  was  63 — .  The  largest  circulation  was 
157  on  February  20  and  the  smallest  was  28  on  May  11. 

Several  new  sections  of  shelving  were  added  to  accommodate  the 
increase  in  books  and  to  provide  a  separate  section  for  the  periodicals. 

The  North  Weymouth  Branch  is  much  appreciated  by  the  sum¬ 
mer  residents  and  visitors,  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of 
borrowing  books  and  magazines,  and  many  have  expressed  their 
pleasure  at  being  able  to  obtain  the  latest  fiction. 

Through  the  inter-library  loan  the  library,  to  accommodate  one 
of  its  readers,  borrowed  one  book  from  the  Boston  Public  Library 
and  through  the  same  agency  made  93  loans  to  the  Thayer  Public 
Library  of  Braintree. 

The  French  books  borrowed  from  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Education,  Division  of  Public  Libraries  received  a  generous 
patronage. 

The  following  titles  were  included  in  the  additions  to  the  refer¬ 
ence  department :  American  year  book,  1925;  Art  in  home  economics, 
comp,  by  M.  E.  Clark  and  others ;  Crowell’s  handbook  for  readers  and 
writers,  ed.  by  Henrietta  Gerwig;  Europa  year-book,  1926;  Index  to 
illustrations,  comp,  by  F.  J.  Shepard;  Lincoln  library  of  essential  in¬ 
formation;  New  Champlin  cyclopedia  for  young  folks,  2  v. ;  New  in¬ 
ternational  year  book,  1925 ;  One  thousand  best  books,  comp,  by  A.  D- 
Dickinson;  Polk’s  Weymouth  directory,  1926;  Putnam’s  complete 
book  of  quotations,  proverbs  and  household  words,  comp,  by  W.  G. 
Benham;  Statesman’s  year-book,  1926;  Viewpoints  in  modern  drama 
by  F.  K.  W.  Drury;  Who’s  who,  1926;  Who’s  who  in  America,  1926- 
1927;  Who’s  who  in  the  theatre,  ed.  by  John  Parker;  World  almanac, 
1926. 

Collections  of  pictures  from  the  Library  Art  Club  exhibited  in 
the  Reading  Room  illustrated  the  subjects  given  below:  Ships  of 
olden  time;  Musical  instruments;  English  inns  of  olden  time;  Fam¬ 
ous  towers;  Life  in  the  Orient,  parts  I  and  II;  The  Passion  Play  of 
Oberammergau ;  American  garden;  Graphic  arts  of  Great  Britain; 
Fifty  etchings  after  the  great  masters;  Fun  among  the  animals,  by 
Benjamin  Rabier;  Nature  pictures,  by  Edward  J.  Detmold;  Istria; 
Mount  Everest;  Arabia  and  Syria;  World’s  children.  Different  pic¬ 
tures  are  exhibited  once  a  month  or  oftener  and,  as  the  above  sub¬ 
jects  indicate,  are  usually  of  popular  interest. 

During  the  year,  over  one  thousand  of  the  books  received  from 
the  estate  of  the  late  Laban  Pratt  of  Dorchester,  reported  last  year, 
were  accessioned  and  prepared  for  circulation  in  addition  to  the 
regular  work.  The  library  was  also  the  recipient  of  several  book- 
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cases  from  the  same  estate,  presented  by  Mr.  Arthur  E.  Pratt  and 
his  sister,  Mrs.  Harriet  B.  Voorhees. 

Bound  volumes  of  the  Weymouth  Gazette,  from  the  beginning 
of  its  publication  to  the  year  1909  inclusive,  were  presented  to  the 
library  by  the  Weymouth  Historical  Society. 

A  large  copy  of  Lincoln’s  Gettysburg  speech,  suitable  for  fram¬ 
ing,  was  the  gift  of  the  Susannah  Tufts  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution.  A  book,  Home  Builders  Catalog,  and  a 
very  fine  copy  of  the  flag  code,  which  hangs  in  the  Delivery  Room, 
were  presented  by  Mr.  Edward  I.  Loud  of  the  Rhines  Lumber  Com¬ 
pany.  A  picture  bearing  the  title  “Post  58,  G.  A.  R.,  Weymouth,  at 
Mt.  Hope  Cemetery,  May  30th,  1882”  was  the  gift  of  Mr.  J.  R.  Poole 
of  Dedham,  Mass.  This  picture  which  is  of  especial  interest  to  the 
members  of  the  G.  A.  R.  also  has  a  local  historical  value. 

The  gifts  for  the  year,  as  usual,  include  publications  from  the 
State  and  Federal  governments;  books,  pamphlets,  and  periodicals 
from  individuals  and  societies ;  and  annual  reports,  bulletins  and  other 
publications  from  libraries,  colleges  and  universities. 

The  Trustees  acknowledge  these  gifts  with  gratitude  to  the 
donors. 

The  janitor,  Frank  D.  Sherman,  who  had  rendered  faithful  serv¬ 
ice  for  twenty-five  years  tendered  his  resignation  to  take  effect  the 
first  of  November.  Thomas  E.  Shea  was  engaged  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Because  our  children  are  without  the  advantages  accorded  the 
children  of  other  progressive  towns,  the  need  of  a  children’s  room 
has  been  repeatedly  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  through 
these  annual  reports.  In  the  budget  for  the  year  1927  the  trustees 
ask  for  an  appropriation  to  enable  them  to  fit  up,  for  this  purpose, 
the  room  in  the  library  building  formerly  occupied  by  the  post-office 
department.  The  trustees  sincerely  hope  that  the  citizens  will  show' 
their  interest  in  the  children  by  voting  for  this  appropriation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

The  past  year,  like  the  year  before,  saw  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  public  schools.  This  increase  over  the 
membership  of  two  years  ago  is  about  500.  In  a  very  short  time 
school  attendance  will  exceed  4,000,  and  during  the  coming  year  the 
membership  of  the  High  School  will  be  over  1,000. 

At  present,  with  the  aid  of  two-room  portables  at  the  High,  Nevin 
and  Pratt,  all  scholars  are  properly  seated,  but  nowhere,  except  at 
North  Weymouth,  is  there  any  room  for  the  numbers  that  will  shortly 
come.  The  new  Bicknell  School  is  filled  to  its  normal  capacity  with 
nearly  300  pupils,  while  the  Athens,  with  over  320,  has  but  one  regular 
school-room  in  reserve. 

The  shop,  now  nearing  completion,  will  allow  some  room  for  the 
expected  increase  at  the  High  School.  Additional  room  must  pres¬ 
ently  be  provided  the  grades  in  East  Weymouth,  and  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  the  Pratt  School.  A  remodeling  or  enlargement  of  the 
Franklin  School  in  East  Weymouth  would  be  inadvisable.  We  rec¬ 
ommend  a  further  enlargement  of  the  High  School  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  the  higher  grades  of  East  Weymouth,  leaving  the  other 
schools  exclusively  for  the  lower  grades,  and  the  abandonment  of  the 
Franklin  as  a  school  house. 

There  has  been  a  startling  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
attending  the  Pratt,  one  which  warrants  the  immediate  construction 
of  four  new  rooms. 

The  people  of  Pond  Plain  wish  their  small  children  to  be  taught 
nearer  their  homes.  A  school  of  three  rooms  would  now  easily 
accommodate  all  the  lower  grade  scholars  of  this  district,  but  we 
believe  that  six  rooms  should  be  the  smallest  unit  to  be  erected  in 
the’  future.  Such  a  unit,  if  erected,  should  be  so  located  as  to  serve 
the  Randolph  Street  district  and  the  territory  south  of  Derby  Street. 
In  this  entire  neighborhood  there  are  enough  scholars  to  furnish  six 
grades.  The  Town  Meeting  has  already  approved  a  new  school  pro¬ 
ject  at  Pond  Plain  by  appropriating  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot. 
This  appropriation,  $1,250.00,  has  not  been  expended,  being  insufficient 
for  the  purpose,  and  it  has  been  difficult  to  find  suitable  land  for  sale. 
There  is  land,  however,  well  located,  and  of  sufficient  size,  which 
could  be  taken ;  and  two,  or  possibly  three,  other  locations  which  may 
be  purchased.  The  cost  of  any  one  of  these  parcels  would  be  very 
much  greater  than  the  amount  appropriated  last  year. 

It  should  be  noted  that  a  new  building,  properly  located,  at  Pond 
Plain  will  serve  to  postpone  for  some  time  any  addition  to  the  Nevin 
School. 

The  situation  at  Weymouth  Landing  is  much  the  same  as  at 
South  Weymouth,  all  schools  filled  with  no  room  to  spare.  New  con¬ 
struction  at  the  Hunt  School  is  inevitable,  but  the  proposed  addition 
to  the  High  School  can  be  made  to  postpone  such  work. 

Except  the  Franklin,  all  the  schools  in  town  are  well  equipped 
and  in  good  physical  condition,  except  in  those  cases  where  exterior 
painting  should  be  done,  and  in  that  of  the  Pratt  School  where  re¬ 
pairs  to  the  exterior  walls  are  needed.  Also,  wherever  possible  the 
existing  furnaces  should  be  replaced  with  steam  boilers.  A  solid, 
wide  driveway  is  greatly  needed  at  the  High  School. 
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The  progress  on  the  shop  at  the  High  School  has  been  satisfac¬ 
tory,  and  the  boys  should,  by  June  next,  have  an  unusual  and  worthy 
exhibit  of  their  year’s  work.  A  detailed  report  and  list  of  expendi¬ 
tures  on  the  shop  account  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent. 

Your  Committee  has  at  hand  plans  intended  to  cover  the  build¬ 
ing  program  herein  recommended,  plans  which  we  believe  will  best 
serve  immediate  and  future  needs. 


Details  concerning  the  progress  and  operation  of  the  schools  will 
be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Superintendent,  which  is  adopted  as  a 
part  of  the  Report  of  the  School  Committee.  The  following  is  a 
summary  of  expenses  for  the  past  year,  and  estimates  for  the  coming 
year :

Even  there, 

however,  the  increase  is  26%,  the 

greater  part  of  which 

has  occurred  within  the  last 

two  years.  The 

section 

growing  most 

rapidly  appears  to  be  around  the  Pratt  School.  Five  years  ago  the 
number  of  pupils  in  that  building  was  136.  Today  it  is  236,  an  increase 
of  74%.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  development  of 
the  town  will  continue.  Certainly  the  new  construction  which  is  seen 
everywhere  will  have  its  effect  on  the  school  population. 


NEW  CONSTRUCTION 

It  would  be  a  waste  of  time  to  enter  here  extended  arguments 
as  to  the  necessity  for  new  buildings,  but  briefly  considered,  the  sit¬ 
uation  is  as  follows  : 

The  average  number  of  pupils  per  teacher  is  far  in  excess  of 
what  it  should  be.  We  are  using  six  rooms  in  portables  and  four 
rooms  in  a  building  which  was  condemned  twenty  years  ago.  Aside 
from  two  rooms  at  the  Athens,  and  one  at  the  Adams,  a  two-room 
building,  there  is  no  opportunity  for  expansion. 

in  East  Weymouth  a  new  wing  should  be  added  to  the  High 
School  to  accommodate,  not  only  the  rapidly  growing  Senior  High 
School,  but  also  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  at  East  Weymouth, 
thereby  establishing  our  first  Junior  High  School.  In  planning  the 
present  extension  to  the  old  building,  it  was  intended  at  some  future 
time  to  construct  a  duplicate  wing  on  the  side  toward  North  Wey¬ 
mouth  to  balance  the  structure.  Such  a  wing  would  accommodate 
about  500  pupils. 

There  are  at  present  846  pupils  enrolled  in  the  High  School,  with 
300  to  enter  next  fall.  Deducting  the  graduating  class  of  112,  and 
allowing  only  16  for  new  pupils,  we  shall  have  an  enrollment  next 
September  of  1050  students.  The  building  was  designed  to  accom¬ 
modate  900  students,  with  the  shops  removed,  and  running  at  maxi¬ 
mum  load;  but  maximum  load  does  not  mean  satisfactory  conditions. 
It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  present  building  will  handle  85)0  easily.  This 
will  leave  200  that  must  be  provided  for  elsewhere. 
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In  September  there  will  be  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  at 
East  Weymouth  223  pupils  for  Junior  High  School.  This  number, 
added  to  the  overflow  from  the  High  School,  makes  a  total  of  423 
immediately  available  for  a  new  wfing.  Such  an  arrangement  would 
leave  the  James  Humphrey  building  free  for  Grades  I  to  VI.  in¬ 
clusive.  We  would  then  have  three  buildings  admirably  situated  foi 
the  accommodation  of  the  small  children  in  East  Weymouth.  A  very 
large  group  would  be  able  to  attend  school  without  crossing  a  car 
track,  a  street  with  heavy  traffic,  or  a  congested  square. 

At  the  Pratt  School,  the  present  enrollment  is  sufficient  for  eight 
rooms.  There  are  now  two  rooms  in  a  portable,  making  six  rooms 
in  use,  and  these  are  crowded.  By  making  use  of  the  natural  de¬ 
pression  to  the  north  of  the  present  building,  a  four-room  addition 
with  a  hall  and  boiler-room  in  the  basement,  might  be  erected  at  a 
moderate  cost.  This  building  could  be  connected  to  the  present 
structure  by  a  colonnade,  thus  making  communication  between  the 
two  buildings  easy.  It  is  practically  impossible,  and  not  desirable,  to 
add  directly  to  the  present  building,  owing  to  the  location  and  type 
of  construction. 

We  have  spoken  in  other  reports  of  placing  the  buildings  for 
small  children  where  they  are  accessible.  The  Nevin  School  is  sit¬ 
uated  at  one  side  of  the  area  which  it  serves,  and  for  that  reason  a 
very  large  number  of  children  must  be  transported  to  it.  Many  walk 
long  distances.  Over  two  hundred  children  in  this  building  remain 
during  the  entire  noon  period.  A  large  part  of  this  group  comes  from 
beyond  the  railroad  track  in  the  Pond  Plain  and  Randolph  Street 
section.  A  six-room  building  should  be  constructed  as  near  the  depot 
as  possible  to  accommodate  the  children  of  the  first  six  grades  in 
that  area.  With  automobile  traffic  becoming  heavier  each  year,  every 
move  that  we  can  make  to  house  the  small  children  near  their  homes, 
and  away  from  the  crowded  thoroughfares,  is  a  step  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion.  , 

MAINTENANCE 

Under  maintenance  come  four  forms  of  expenditure,  namely, 
equipment,  janitors’  supplies,  water  and  repairs.  Of  the  $23,400.00 
expended,  $3500.00 -was  used  at  the  new  Bicknell  School  for  grading, 
$1100.00  for  moving  the  portable  building  from  the  Athens  School  to 
the  Nevin  School,  $350.00  for  janitors’  supplies,  $525.00  for  water,  and 
$1800.00  for  equipment,  leaving  $16,125.00  for  repairs  and  upkeep.  Of 
the  more  extensive  repairs,  the  following  may  be  worthy  of  mention: 

Adams  School— Exterior  painted,  cellar  windows  replaced  and 
basement  wall  pointed. 

Jefferson  School— Roof  shingled,  porches  repaired  and  exterior 
painted. 

Washington  School— Porches  repaired  and  exterior  painted. 

Pratt  School— Roof  shingled,  metal  ceilings  erected  in  class-rooms 
and  corridors,  plaster  repaired  throughout  the  building,  inside  thor¬ 
oughly  painted  and  woodwork  varnished. 

Shaw  School— Steam  heating  system  installed,  with  direct  radia¬ 
tion  and  univents  in  each  class-room,  basement  divided  into  one 
boiler-room  and  two  play-rooms,  boys  and  girls  entirely  separated, 
metal  lath  and  plaster  placed  on  ceilings  of  basement  and  granolithic 

floors  laid. 


The  budget  for  1927  calls  for  $20,000.00  for  repairs  during  the 
year,  which  amount  is  less  than  2%  of  the  actual  value  of  the  school 
property.  The  following  repairs  or  changes  should  be  made : 

Adams  School — Room  on  second  floor  made  ready  for  class  room 
use  in  September  and  new  heating  plant  installed.  Note : — This  room 
should  be  used  for  third  and  fourth  grades,  as  the  primary  room  now’ 
in  use  has  52  children  enrolled,  and  there  will  be  more  next  year. 

High  School — Macadam  driveway  and  better  care  of  grounds. 

James  Humphrey  School — Interior  and  exterior  painted. 

Washington  School — Three  hot  air  furnaces  replaced  with  mod¬ 
ern  steam  heating  plant  for  soft  coal. 

New  Hunt  School — Interior  woodwork  varnished  and  walls 
painted. 

Edward  B.  Nevin  School — Interior  woodwork  varnished  and  walls 
tinted,  and  exterior  painted. 

Pratt  School — Exterior  covered  with  some  form  of  siding  to  re¬ 
place  present  shingles,  which  are  worn  out. 

Shaw  School — Interior  and  exterior  painted. 

TEACHERS 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  no  more  than  twelve  resigna¬ 
tions  during  the  year,  four  of  which  were  occasioned  by  marriage. 

Of  the  twenty-three  appointments,  twelve  were  made  to  fill  new 
positions ;  eight  in  the  elementary  grades,  two  in  the  High  School 
and  tw’o  specials. 

Miss  Alice  A.  Conroy,  the  Dental  Hygienist,  had  been  working 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Weymouth  Visiting  Nurse  Association 
since  the  fall  of  1922,  but  was  appointed  the  first  of  January  by  the 
School  Department  as  one  of  its  regular  personnel. 

Miss  Myra  G.  Keep,  the  Elementary  Supervisor,  was  employed 
the  first  of  September  to  take  charge  of  the  work  in  the  first  six 
grades,  and  particularly  that  of  the  new  teachers  who  have  been 
taken  into  the  system  within  the  last  few  years.  There  has  never 
been  any  objection  to  placing  inexperienced  town  girls  in  the  grades, 
provided  they  could  be  placed  advantageously  in  buildings  with  ex¬ 
perienced  teachers,  and  provided  also  that  their  educational  qualifi¬ 
cations,  their  training,  personality  and  disposition  were  such  as  to 
make  them  desirable  members  of  the  teaching  force.  During  the 
last  two  years  so  many  have  been  taken  into  the  schools  that  it  be¬ 
came  necessary  to  have  their  work  supervised  more  closely  in  order 
to  make  them  real  assets  to  the  system.  The  habits  of  a  teacher 
and  her  general  attitude  towards  school  work  are  formed  within  the 
first  few  years  of  her  experience. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  every  indication  that  twelve  extra 
teachers  will  be  needed  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September;  ten 
in  the  elementary  grades  and  two  in  the  High  School. 

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  SHOP 

According  to  the  recommendation  made  in  last  year’s  report,  the 
sum  of  $35,000.00  was  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  a  shop, 
separated  from  the  main  building,  at  the  High  School,  the  work  to 
be  done  as  far  as  possible  by  the  boys  of  the  carpentry  department. 
This  work  was  begun  in  June,  and  is  nearing  completion.  The  lowrer 
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floor  is  ready  for  the  installation  of  machinery,  and  the  upper  floor 
should  be  ready  within  six  weeks.  As  this  is  the  largest  project  ever 
undertaken  in  the  state  by  industrial  school  boys,  the  instructor,  Mr. 
F.  Louis  Whitford,  may  well  claim  merit  for  carrying  it  through  so 
successfully. 

The  building  contains  an  equivalent  of  ten  large  class-rooms.  The 
lower  story  is  made  of  cement ;  the  upper  of  wood  construction,  cov¬ 
ered  with  asbestos  lumber.  The  boys  have  done  all  the  carpentering, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  days’  labor  placing  heavy  timbers  on  the 
first  floor.  They  have  also  done  much  of  the  incidental  work  around 
the  building,  as,  for  example,  grading,  fire  stopping  with  brick,  paint¬ 
ing,  etc.  There  is  every  indication  that  the  building  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  well  within  the  money  appropriated,  and  we  have  every  reason 
to  believe  that  there  will  be  sufficient  money  left  to  purchase  the 
necessary  machinery  and  equipment.  During  the  summer  about 
twenty  boys  worked  on  the  job  steadily  for  eight  weeks,  receiving 
$2.00  per  day  for  compensation.  They  will  also  receive  credit  toward 
their  diplomas  for  the  practical  work  done.  The  following  is  a  list 
of  expenditures  to  date :

SHOEMAKING— PART  TIME  EDUCATION 


Shoe  manufacturing  has  always  been  the  chief  industry  of  the 
town,  and  still  is,  as  far  as  the  number  of  people  employed  is  con¬ 
cerned,  but  during  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a  tendency 
among  our  ' young  people  to  enter  other  fields  of  labor.  If  the  shoe 
industry  is  to  remain  a  leading  factor  in  the  business  life  of  the  town, 
some  effort  must  be  made  to  interest  the  young  people  in  the  possi¬ 
bilities  of  this  industry  as  a  means  of  livelihood. 

The  School  Committee  has  voted  to  organize  in  conjunction  with 
the  State  Department  of  Education,  a  part-time  trade  school  for 
boys  and  girls,  to  be  affiliated  with  the  Stetson  Shoe  Company.  This 
trade  school,  however,  will  be  run  along  somewhat  different  lines 
from  the  trade  courses  we  now  have.  The  boys  or  girls  will  spend 
one-half  of  their  time  in  the  Stetson  factory  and  one-half  of  their 
time  in  the  High  School.  For  factory  work  they  will  be  paid  at  the 
regular  rates.  Studies  in  the  High  School  will  be  organized  to  give 
instruction  along  the  lines  most  needed.  The  students  will  work  in 
two  groups,  alternating  weekly  between  the  factory  and  the  school. 
The  length  of  the  course  has  not  yet  been  determined,  but  presum¬ 
ably  there  will  be  the  same  opportunity  to  secure  a  department  di¬ 
ploma  from  the  High  School  as  in  the  trade  courses. 

The  expense  to  the  town  will  be  less  than  for  any  of  the  forms 
of  industrial  education  that  we  now  have,  as  the  shoe  plant  furnishes 
the  equipment  and  the  housing.  In  this  course  the  boys  and  girls 
will  be  able  to  secure  a  liberal  education,  as  well  as  a  moderate  wage 
during  the  time  they  work.  This  form  of  education  has  been  under¬ 
taken  in  very  few  places  in  the  state,  but  reports  from  those  plants 
in  which  it  is  being  used  show  very  satisfactory  results. 

We  are  striving  to  make  these  trade  courses  as  far-reaching  as 
possible,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  becoming  increasingly  hard  for 
students  to  enter  college  and  other  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
The  business  field  is  overcrowded.  It  seems  the  part  of  wisdom 
therefore  to  direct  some  of  our  young  people  along  lines  in  which 
they  are  sure  of  a  reasonable  means  of  living,  rather  than  to  encour¬ 
age  them  to  strive  for  success  in  fields  already  overcrowded,  and  cer¬ 
tain  to  be  more  so  within  the  next  few  years. 
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WEYMOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL 

(Report  of  F.  W.  Hilton,  Principal) 

The  continued  growth  of  the  High  School  has  already  taxed  the 
building  to  its  capacity  and  the  relief  afforded  by  our  new  quarters 
for  the  Industrial  School  will  be  much  appreciated.  This  branch 
has  occupied  four  large  rooms  in  the  main  building  which  are  already 
needed  for  class-room  purposes. 

The  present  Freshman  class,  numbering  293,  came  from  the  fol-

The  coming  year  will  probably  see  our  building  crowded  beyond 
its  highest  capacity.  The  present  enrollment  is  846,  with  a  graduating 
class  numbering  112.  About  300  in  the  eighth  grades  will  enter  as 
Freshmen  in  the  fall,  and  we  are  likely  to  have  about  1050  for  a  total 
enrollment.

We  have  had  the  usual  number  of  changes  in  the  faculty,  with 
two  additions  because  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils.  It 
has  been  difficult  to  supply  suitable  class-rooms  and  we  have  been 
forced  to  make  use  of  the  laboratories  and  the  teachers’  room,  as 
well  as  one  room  in  the  portable.  > 

The  work  of  the  school  has  gone  on  pleasantly  and  the  standard 
maintained  at  a  high  level.  In  the  college  preparatory  courses  we 
wish  to  emphasize  the  need  of  regular  and  persistent  home  study  in 
order  to  secure  a  college  rating.  With  so  many  desirous  of  a  higher 
education,  the  competition  is  very  keen,  and  only  those  willing  to  give 
much  time  and  effort  will  be  able  to  acquire  the  necessary  standing 
for  college  entrance. 


In  the  business  department  the  ordinary  courses  of  stenography, 
typewriting,  bookkeeping  and  accounting  are  in  a  very  satisfactory 
condition.  We  need,  however,  to  add  suitable  equipment  for  office 
practice  so  that  students  may  have  real  training  in  various  office 
appliances.  •v/bf&A 

In  the  trade  courses  the  carpentry  boys  have  had  as  a  project 
the  construction  of  a  new  school  building  for  their  own  use  and  for 
that  of  other  trade  students.  This  has  progressed  very  satisfactorily 
and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  soon.  The  printing  course  is  now  in 
its  second  year.  The  students  have  made  excellent  progress  both  in 
the  quality  of  their  work  and  ability  to  do  quantity  production.  We 
are  planning  to  increase  our  facilities  in  this  department  as  soon  as 
we  move  into  the  new  quarters,  and  also  hope  to  introduce  courses 
in  sheet  metal  work,  electric  wiring  and  automobile  repairing. 

The  practical  arts  course  for  the  girls  is  now  entering  its  third 
year.  While  it  offers  an  opportunity  for  cultural  training,  in  addition 
to  real  home  training,  we  have  not  had  any  surplus  of  students  elect¬ 
ing  this  course.  Many  girls  who  should  take  work  of  this  type  seem 
to  object  to  the  home  training  and  practical  cooking  and  sewing 
which  we  feel  is  a  very  essential  part  of  the  course.  It  might  be  ad¬ 
visable  to  provide  sewing  material  sufficient  in  quantity  to  supply  the 
needs  of  certain  pupils  who  find  difficulty  in  procuring  material  with 
which  to  work,  and  in  some  cases  where  students  are  more  or  less 
neglectful  in  providing  the  necessities  for  intensive  work  of  this  kind. 

The  agricultural  department  has  had  a  successful  year  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Hilmer  S.  Nelson,  and  the  boys  have  demon¬ 
strated  their  ability  and  good  judgment  by  taking  many  prizes  at  the 
various  fairs  in  this  vicinity. 

AGRICULTURE 

(Report  of  Hilmer  S.  Nelson,  Director  of  Weymouth  Branch  of 
The  Norfolk  County  Agricultural  School) 

The  fiscal  year  of  1926  has  brought  to  light  some  very  interesting 
items  and  facts.  As  of  December  31,  1926,  the  total  number  of  students 
enrolled  and  now  taking  the  prescribed  course  in  agriculture  is  eigh¬ 


teen,  divided  as  follows  : 

Freshmen  10 

Sophomores  1 

Juniors  5 

Seniors  2 

Total  18 


School  opened  September  7,  1926,  with  an  enrollment  of  twenty- 
three,  but  since  that  time  we  have  lost  two  students,  who  left  to  work, 
and  three  who  were  graduated  (two  entering  Massachusetts  Agricul¬ 
tural  College  and  one  Wentworth  Institute).  It  is  gratifying  to  know 
that  the  majority  are  securing  further  agricultural  education  for  self¬ 
betterment. 

The  following  statistics  may  be  of  interest  as  a  summary  for  the 
school  year  beginning  September  8,  1925  and  closing  June  24,  1926:

These  figures  should  not  be  confused  with  the  present  school  year 
of  1926-1927. 
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With  the  enrollment  of  new  students  there  is  emphasized  the 
home  project  method  of  teaching  agriculture,  and  as  a  result  each 
new  student  (representing  at  the  present  time  ten  freshmen)  has  a 
poultry  project  at  his  home  that  carries  out  the  program  of  his  fresh¬ 
man  year.  Without  practical  work  agricultural  education  would  lose 
its  practicability.  Along  with  the  agricultural  theory  and  work,  there 
is  prescribed  the  regular  academic  course  of  study  to  strengthen  and 
broaden  the  vision  of  our  future  agriculturists. 

According  to  classes,  the  home  and  supervised  farm  projects  are 
as  follows  : 

Seniors — 1  supervised  orchard  project 
1  supervised  dairy  project 

Juniors — 2  supervised  dairy  projects 

1  supervised  general  farm  project 
1  supervised  poultry  project 
1  home  garden  project 

Sophomores — 1  home  project,  combining  garden,  poultry  and  calf 
Freshmen — 10  home  poultry  projects 

Connected  with  this  department  is  the  Weymouth  Agricultural 
Club,  of  which  each  student  is  a  member.  It  has  a  regular  governing 
body  consisting  of  student  officers,  and  regular  meetings  are  held 
every  Thursday  afternoon.  During  this  time  there  are  debates,  illus¬ 
trated  lectures,  demonstrations,  competitions,  speakers  of  note,  and 
various  other  activities.  Each  member  of  this  Club  becomes  an  active 
4-H  Club  booster.  The  presence  of  the  Supervisor  of  School  Gardens 
has  been  noted  at  these  meetings,  and  we  are  glad  that  such  cordial 
co-operation  exists. 

Numerous  study  and  survey  trips  to  various  outstanding  agricul¬ 
tural  enterprises  have  been  carried  out.  The  poultry  classes  have 
visited  local  poultry  plants  in  conjunction  with  their  study. 

On  March  9,  1926,  “Achievement  Night”  was  held  at  the  High 
School,  where  an  audience  listened  to  a  very  interesting  program, 
including  demonstrations  by  the  4-H  Poultry  Clubs  of  the  grammar 
schools,  and  a  culling  demonstration  by  two  members  of  the  sopho¬ 
more  class  of  the  agricultural  department.  There  was  also  the  award¬ 
ing  of  prizes  of  achievement  for  meritorious  4-H  Club  work  during 
the  preceding  year,  1925. 

The  students  have  done  very  well  in  several  judging  contests 
during  the  past  year,  at  least  five  of  which  are  worthy  of  special 
mention. 

1. — 1926  High  School  Day  at  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  Coll¬ 
ege  at  Amherst,  April  30  and  May  1.  In  livestock  judging  Weymouth 
stood  second,  with  fourteen  other  competing  teams,  and  as  a  result 
was  awarded  a  beautiful  silver  bronze  shield.  One  of  the  members  of 
the  team  was  awarded  a  bronze  medal  for  the  highest  scoring  senior, 
and  a  silver  medal  for  the  second  highest  of  seventy-eight  contestants 
in  the  State  Interscholastic  Championship.  We  had  two  teams  en¬ 
tered,  comprised  of  six  students  (three  on  the  senior  team  and  three 
on  the  junior  team). 

2— Worcester  Fair,  September  30.  A  junior  stood  third  in  the 
Livestock  Judging  Contest  in  a  field  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  stu¬ 
dents  from  all  parts  of  the  state.  Four  students,  judging  separately, 
were  sent  to  this  Fair. 
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3.  — Brockton  Fair,  October  5.  A  team  comprising  three  juniors 
won  the  very  high  honor,  State  Championship  Livestock  Judging 
Team.  To  each  member  of  this  team  was  awarded  a  beautifully  en¬ 
graved  silver  cup  and  a  ribbon,  and  to  the  department  a  similar  cup. 
At  this  time,  I  should  like  to  give  special  honor  and  allow  their 
names  to  be  printed  in  this  report.  The  team  consisted  of  Warren 
Fabyan,  Clifford  R.  Foskett  and  Lynnwood  P.  Teague. 

4.  — Norfolk  County  Poultry  Show,  December  4.  Three  of  the 
students  scored  high  in  the  poultry  judging  contest,  which  made  them 
eligible  members  of  the  Norfolk  County  Teams.  One  junior  had  the 
best  cockerel  of  all  breeds  and  was  awarded  the  Tioga  Medal.  This 
same  student  also  won  first  on  his  white  Plymouth  Rock  pullet.  Sev¬ 
eral  other  winnings  were  received  by  the  freshmen,  and  it  is  inter¬ 
esting  to  note  that  they  have  never  exhibited  birds. 

5.  — Boston  Poultry  Show,  December  30.  The  agricultural  depart¬ 
ment  won  first  on  its  exhibit,  with  five  other  competing  clubs.  On 
eleven  birds  exhibited  by  six  students,  the  following  prizes  were  se¬ 
cured :  1  first,  2  seconds,  2  thirds  and  2  fifths.  Four  of  the  six  show¬ 
ing  birds  were  freshmen.  The  Norfolk  County  senior  team  was 
placed  third  out  of  sixteen  competing  teams,  and  the  junior  team 
second  out  of  eight  competing  teams. 

The  above  five  contests  have  been  brought  to  your  attention  to 
emphasize  that  practical  work  is  being  done,  and  what  has  been 
studied  has  not  been  lost. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  the  project  of  each  student  many  times 
during  the  year  by  the  instructor  to  check  up  the  progress  of  the 
student  as  correlated  with  his  study.  The  project  year  continues 
from  October  15  to  October  15,  or  one  full  year. 

It  might  not  be  amiss  at  this  time  to  mention  the  general  course 
of  study  for  the  combined  class  during  the  school  year  of  1926-1927. 

Freshmen  and  Sophomores — Poultry  Management,  Agricultural 
Survey,  Mathematics,  and  the  prescribed  allied  academic  studies,  plus 
practical  shop  work,  supervised  farm  work,  and  the  particular  project 
development. 

Juniors  and  Seniors — Orcharding,  Horticultural  Survey,  Agricul¬ 
tural  Chemistry,  and  prescribed  allied  academic  studies,  plus  the  pro¬ 
ject  development  at  home,  supervised  farm  projects,  supervised  farm 
work,  class  demonstrations  and  experiments. 

This  department  stands  ready  to  give  freely  of  its  service,  both 
in  equipment  and  personnel,  to  the  people  of  Weymouth,  if  they  will 
let  their  wants  be  known. 


DENTAL  CLINIC 

(Report  of  Alice  A.  Conroy,  Dental  Hygienist) 

The  year  1926  found  the  Dental  Clinic  operating  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  School  Department,  it  having  been  conducted  previously 
by  the  Weymouth  Visiting  Nurse  Association.  This  change  was 
inevitable,  as  any  movement  intimately  involving  schools  and  school 
children  should  be  under  one  head,  the  School  Department.  How¬ 
ever,  we  may  always  point  to  the  Association  as  the  organizer  of  the 
Dental  Clinic. 

The  work  has  been  continued  in  the  usual  way,  each  elementary 
child  having  been  given  an  opportunity  to  receive  prophylactic  treat¬ 
ment  at  the  clinic  once  during  the  school  year.  One  thousand  five 
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hundred  and  twenty-seven  children  took  advantage  of  this  privilege. 
Satisfaction  is  resulting,  but  slowly.  More  marked  progress  could 
be  attained  by  visiting  each  building  more  than  once  a  year.  How¬ 
ever,  this  cannot  be  done  with  the  increasing  enrollment 

One  solution  would  be  to  limit  the  work  to  the  first  four  or  five 
grades,  thereby  giving  the  opportunity  to  visit  each  pupil  twice  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  Prophylactic  clinic  work  in  schools  means  prevention 
and  guidance  along  proper  channels.  It  means  retention  and  clean¬ 
liness  of  the  first  teeth  that  the  second  teeth  may  erupt  in  their 
proper  places.  One  visit  annually  is  of  benefit  to  the  child,  but  semi¬ 
annual  visits  to  the  clinic  would  be  more  ideal,  especially  for  the 
child  betwreen  the  ages  of  six  and  twelve  years. 

DRAWING 

(Report  of  Evelyn  Silvester,  Supervisor  of  Drawing) 

During  the  year  of  1926  the  drawing  course  in  the  elementary 
grades  has  been  revised  somewhat,  a  little  more  color  having  been 
added  to  the  work. 

As  usual,  at  holiday  time  we  worked  out  some  problems  in  applied 
design  in  the  upper  grades.  Grade  VII,  after  a  study  of  color  spot 
work,  adapted  and  applied  their  designs  to  ends  for  a  desk  blotter 
pad  and  penwiper  top.  These  sets  were  made  of  colored  papers  with 
the  designs  painted.  Colored  blotters  were  used  to  carry  out  some 
harmonious  color  scheme.  Grade  VIII,  having  practiced  pen  letter¬ 
ing,  culminated  this  study  in  a  simple  illuminated  motto,  suitable 
for  a  gift.  The  other  grades  all  had  special  problems  carefully 
planned  to  suit  their  abilities  and  to  be  a  festive  bit  toward  Christmas 
room  decorations  or  for  gifts. 

We  purchased  ninety-seven  slides  of  the  National  Geographic 
Society  last  June.  This  made  a  beginning  of  the  collection  we  hope 
to  have  which  will  help  to  correlate  the  subjects  of  Geography,  His¬ 
tory,  Nature  and  Art.  The  selection  was  of  physical  geographical 
subjects,  and  the  slides  represent  various  land  and  water  formations, 
as  mountains,  plains,  valleys,  rivers,  waterfalls,  glaciers,  geysers, 
caves,  clouds  and  some  telescopic  views  of  the  moon  and  sun  circum¬ 
ferences.  As  all  of  these  subjects  have  been  at  some  time  published 
in  the  National  Geographic  Magazine,  the  quality  of  the  slides  may 
be  easily  judged.  We  hope  to  add  to  this  collection  each  year  and 
to  establish  a  slide  library  which  may  be  drawn  upon  by  all  the 
schools. 

The  new  Bicknell  School  has  been  equipped  with  most  of  the 
••eterence  material  needed.  A  few  things  are  still  to  be  supplied. 

As  the  town  is  growing  constantly,  and  more  school-rooms  are 
being  added  each  year,  it  is  increasingly  difficult  to  make  the  rounds 
of  all  the  rooms  on  the  necessary  two-week  schedule.  At  present 
two  rooms  have  to  be  on  a  monthly  schedule  because  of  lack  of  time. 

ELEMENTARY  SUPERVISOR 
(Report  of  Myra  G.  Keep,  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Grades) 

The  report  of  the  Elementary  Supervisor  is  necessarily  brief, 
for  it  considers  only  the  time  since  the  beginning  of  school  this  fall. 
Two  subjects,  Spelling  and  Arithmetic,  have  been  stressed  this  year, 
and  one,  Geography,  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  teachers 
through  an  organized  evening  class. 
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The  general  criterion  for  young  people  in  business  and  other 
positions  at  the  present  time  is  “Good  Spelling."  As  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  schools  to  train  the  children  to  meet  their  needs  in  life,  more 
effective  methods  of  teaching  spelling  were  advised.  A  new  text  book, 
“Tidyman’s  Supervised  Study  Speller,"  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  teachers,  and  the  children  were  given  spelling  blanks  in  which 
to  keep  their  individual  spelling  lists  and  sentences.  In  order  to 
ascertain  the  spelling  standard  of  the  children  in  Weymouth,  during 
the  second  week  of  school  in  September  Ayer’s  Standard  Spelling 
Tests  were  given  to  all  grades  from  two  to  six,  inclusive.  The  Pond 
School  led  with  an  average  of  85%,  while  seven  schools  fell  below 
the  mean.  This  proved  that  intensive  work  in  spelling  was  neces¬ 
sary.  A  second  examination  was  given  during  the  last  week  in 
November,  taken  from  Tidyman’s  Sentence  Tests.  The  result  showed 
what  excellent  work  the  teachers  had  done  and  the  co-operative 
effort  of  the  children.  The  Pond  School  led  again,  with  an  average 
of  95%,  while  only  one  school  fell  slightly  below  the  standard.  A 
schedule  of  further  competitive  tests  has  been  arranged  for  the  com¬ 
ing  year. 

Most  educators  believe  that  a  habit  is  more  easily  fixed  and 
remains  longer  in  the  mind  of  a  young  child.  Working  on  this  basis, 
formal  number  was  systematically  introduced  in  the  first  grades  by 
the  use  of  Stone’s  “Child’s  Book  of  Number,”  and  stories,  games, 
charts  and  flash  cards  to  aid  in  stimulating  the  drill.  In  the  upper 
grades  Stone’s  Arithmetics  were  provided  for  basal  text  books  and 
McMurry  &  Bensons  Social  Arithmetic  as  a  supplementary  book  to 
assist  in  problem  solving  and  project  work.  The  Courtis  Tests  con¬ 
tinued  to  provide  weekly  rapid  drills.  “Practice  makes  perfect"  is 
still  a  true  slogan,  and  this  slogan  has  been  adopted  in  the  arithmetic 
work. 

The  new  State  Manual  of  Geography  as  prepared  by  Louise  G. 
Ramsdell,  of  the  Framingham  State  Normal  School,  has  been  studied 
carefully,  and  many  teachers  realized  that  they  would  like  assistance 
in  the  methods  of  instruction  in  some  of  the  newTer  topics  inserted 
in  the  outline.  Therefore,  a  class  was  arranged  for  that  purpose. 
Miss  Ramsdell  spoke  to  the  class  on  the  “Why,  What  and  When  of 
Geography,"  emphasizing  that  “Geography  is  the  study  of  the  peo¬ 
ples  and  their  adjustment  to  the  earth."  Miss  Ona  Nolan,  of  South 
Weymouth,  Geography  Instructor  at  the  Boston  State  Normal  School, 
devoted  an  evening  to  “Projects,”  giving  the  teachers  valuable  sug¬ 
gestions.  The  result  of  a  project  embodying  some  of  the  Swiss  pro¬ 
ducts  terminated  in  a  social  hour.  The  course  will  be  continued  next 
year,  featuring  other  speakers  and  a  geographical  exhibit  of  useful 
materials  collected  by  members  of  the  class. 

Other  things  in  supervision  have  been  undertaken  during  these 
four  months  with  the  view  of  making  the  elementary  schools  more 
efficient  and  helping  to  raise  the  quality  of  instruction  given,  but 
attention  is  called  only  to  these  few,  as  they  were  the  really  big 
things  which  affected  all  sections  of  the  town. 

MANUAL  TRAINING 

(Report  of  Alice  L.  Tucker,  Supervisor  of  Manual  Training) 

The  principal  aims  in  educational  manual  training  are  to  teach 
the  child  accuracy,  carefulness,  thoughtfulness;  to  develop  patience 
and  persistence,  as  well  as  to  correlate  hand,  eye  and  brain.  All 
materials  are  valuable,  but  wood  excels  in  giving  more  varied  oppor- 
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tunities  for  training  all  senses,  developing  mind  and  muscle  and  skill. 

The  work  is  arranged  so  that  there  is  a  progressive  sequence 
with  regard  to  exercises  and  tools,  and  the  articles  made  have  a  prac¬ 
tical  and  useful  place  in  the  average  home.  While  there  must  of 
necessity  be  much  similarity  in  the  course  from  year  to  year,  still 
it  is  annually  changed  somewhat,  and  only  those  models  which  seem 
to  meet  the  general  need  are  retained. 

The  boys  had  manual  training  one  and  one-quarter  hours  weekly 
in  the  seventh  grades,  and  one  and  one-half  hours  in  the  eighth. 
Before  making  an  article,  each  child  learned  to  draw  and  read  the 
plan  from  which  he  afterward  worked.  In  the  seventh  grade  he  was 
taught  the  correct  use  of  the  ordinary  tools,  and  each  one  made  a 
bill  holder,  a  bread  board  and  a  broom  holder.  Then  he  was  allowed 
to  make  any  kind  of  a  box  which  he  desired.  There  were  many 
varieties,  such  as  knife  and  fork,  nail,  tool,  window,  handkerchief, 
radio  and  scouring  boxes,  as  well  as  bird  houses.  The  fast  workers 
also  completed  a  number  of  other  articles,  involving  the  same  exer¬ 
cises  as  those  in  the  regular  course. 

Greater  accuracy  and  more  speed  were  required  in  the  eighth 
grade  and  simple  joinery  was  introduced.  The  course  consisted  of 
a  kitchen  rack,  picture  frame  and  either  a  tabouret  or  costumer. 
Then  the  boy  was  permitted  to  make  any  piece  of  furniture  which 
he  wished.  Many  useful  and  attractive  articles  were  finished,  such 
as  radio  tables,  telephone  stands,  medicine  cabinets,  book  ends,  maga¬ 
zine  racks,  and  stools  with  upholstered  tops.  The  pupils  in  this  grade 
were  also  taught  the  use  of  the  oil  stone  and  kept  the  tools  in  good 
condition. 

The  fine  spirit  and  keen  interest  of  the  boys  was  a  help  and 
inspiration. 

MUSIC 

(Report  of  James  W.  Calderwood,  Supervisor  of  Music) 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  the  usual  interest  in  musical 
matters  at  the  High.  School.  The  so-called  “High  School  Enter¬ 
tainers”  have  been  very  active.  This  organization  is  made  up  of  a 
dozen  or  more  boys  and  girls  who  sing  four-part  songs  and  solos, 
play  instruments,  or  give  readings.  They  have  made  repeated  ap¬ 
pearances  throughout  the  town,  notably  at  the  dinner  tendered  the 
local  Rotary  Club  at  the  High  School  in  December. 

The  orchestra,  numbering  more  than  twenty  pieces,  has  held  a 
weekly  rehearsal  all  through  the  school  year.  There  is  constantly 
much  enthusiasm  in  this  organization  on  the  part  of  the  boys  and 
girls  forming  it.  In  February  it,  together  with  the  “Entertainers,” 
made  its  annual  appearance  before  the  Monday  Club. 

Toward  the  latter  part  of  May,  forty  or  more  boys  and  girls 
gave  a  very  creditable  performance  of  the  operetta,  “The  Bells  of 
Beaujolais,”  in  the  High  School  Hall.  At  present,  “The  Belle  of 
Barcelona”  is  in  preparation  for  performance  during  the  ensuing  year. 

In  December  the  Puellae  Trio  (instrumental)  consisting  of  three 
talented  Weymouth  High  School  girls  gave  a  recital  at  each  of  the 
two  regular  singing  periods  in  the  Hall. 

A  notable  event,  occurring  also  in  December,  was  the  concert 
given  by  the  Rotary  Club  Boys’  Band  of  Framingham,  whereby  added 
stimulus  was  given  to  the  Boys’  Band  that  is  in  process  of  formation 
in  our  own  High  School. 
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Somewhat  of  an  aside,  but  worthy  of  mention,  was  the  Teachers’ 
Chorus  that  sang  at  the  annual  Teachers’  Convention  held  in  the 
Tremont  Theatre,  Boston,  in  October.  Several  men  and  women  of 
the  Weymouth  teaching  forces  were  members  of  this  chorus,  which 
was  conducted  by  Weymouth’s  Supervisor  of  Music. 

In  the  grades  the  interest  in  music  has  been  steadily  maintained 
on  the  part  of  the  pupils  and  teachers,  and  corresponding  progress 
made.  The  boys  and  girls  are  constantly  reminded  that  music  in 
the  schools  of  Weymouth  must  be  of  the  best. 

SCHOOL  GARDENS  AND  CLUBS 

(Report  of  Sarah  E.  Brassill,  Supervisor  of  School  Gardens  and 

Clubs) 

The  gardening  has  been,  as  heretofore,  the  most  important  sub¬ 
ject,  and  the  one  on  which  classroom  work  was  based.  Some  neces¬ 
sary  nature  study  has  been  combined  with  the  lessons  on  what  and 
how  to  plant.  The  children  have  been  taught  to  recognize  spring 
and  fall  wild  flowers,  common  trees,  the  parts  of  a  plant,  the  con¬ 
tents  of  a  seed,  and  the  changes  that  take  place  in  the  cycle  of  plant 
life  from  seed  to  seed.  The  eighth  grade  children  have  had  some 
instruction  in  trimming  trees,  pruning  grape  vines,  planning  a  gar¬ 
den,  making  cuttings  and  planting  bulbs. 

There  has  been  an  increased  number  of  gardens  this  year.  Other 
and  newer  forms  of  outdoor  work,  which  were  crowding  the  garden¬ 
ing,  are  holding  their  own,  but  the  gardening  is  coming  back  into 
first  place.  The  greatest  number  of  gardens  were  in  East  Weymouth 
and  Weymouth  Landing;  the  best  flower  garden  at  North  Wey¬ 
mouth  ;  the  best  strawberry  bed  at  the  Heights ;  and  the  best  vege¬ 
table  garden  at  South  Weymouth. 

Many  boys  below  the  seventh  grade  are  counted  in  by  request 
of  their  parents.  One  such  boy  in  the  fifth  grade  had  a  garden  that 
would  have  been  a  credit  to  a  much  older  boy. 

Poultry  work  appeals  to  many.  During  the  year  there  were 
clubs  in  each  grammar  building.  In  the  early  spring  the  groups 
united  in  putting  on  a  program  at  the  High  School  to  which  parents 
and  friends  were  invited.  Each  group  did  something  to  show  what 
club  work  teaches.  There  were  demonstrations  on  best  methods  of 
feeding,  on  building  a  poultry  house,  on  how  to  join  a  club,  on  treat¬ 
ing  disease  in  poultry,  on  setting  a  hen,  and  on  making  a  report  as 
secretary  of  a  club.  An  audience  of  about  one  hundred  seemed  to 
enjoy  the  evening. 

In  addition,  the  boys  have  exhibited  successfully  at  Weymouth, 
Marshfield,  Brockton,  Springfield,  Walpole  and  Boston. 

Three  canning  clubs  meeting  at  the  High  School,  the  Nevin 
School  and  the  Lovell’s  Corner  Community  House,  did  good  work 
through  the  summer.  A  small  handicraft  group  met  each  week  at 
the  High  School.  One  Weymouth  girl  was  among  the  winners  in 
the  Room  Beautiful  Contest. 

Several  enthusiastic  groups  of  girls  worked  with  cooking  and 
clothing  during  the  fall  and  winter.  These  girls  joined  in  an  exhibit 
and  entertainment  for  three  friends  at  the  High  School  in  May.  An 
audience  of  about  two  hundred  saw  their  work  and  enjoyed  the  pro¬ 
gram  prepared  by  the  clubs.  These  union  meetings  in  which  clubs 
from  all  parts  of  the  town  took  part  were  an  experiment.  They  were 
successful  enough  to  encourage  us  to  repeat  the  effort. 
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Altogether  there  has  been  little  of  novelty  or  change,  but  much 
of  quiet,  steady  effort.  There  has  been  loyal  support  on  the  part 
of  the  pupils  and  welcome  co-operation  on  the  part  of  teachers  and 
friends  who  have  acted  as  club  leaders,  helped  in  emergencies,  con¬ 
tributed  material  for  canning  and  cooking,  loaned  the  use  of  the 
community  house  and  kitchen,  furnished  transportation,  and  in  many 
ways  made  us  their  debtors. 

SCHOOL  NURSE 

(Report  of  Anna  A.  MacDavitt,  R.  N.,  School  Nurse) 

School  nursing  calls  for  many  home  visits,  as  personal  contact 
with  the  parents  gives  a  more  intimate  understanding  of  the  individ¬ 
ual  child,  and  how  best  to  treat  his  particular  case.  During  1926  it 
was  necessary  to  make  considerably  in  excess  of  two  hundred  such 
visits,  about  thirty  of  which  were  made  during  the  summer  vacation 
in  an  effort  to  complete  work  which  had  been  started  in  June.  Each 
building  has  been  visited  on  an  average  once  a  week,  but  in  special 
emergencies,  as  many  times  as  were  necessary. 

Treatment  for  slight  infections,  such  as  boils  and  impetigo,  has 
usually  been  cared  for  more  successfully  in  the  school  buildings. 
This  is  particularly  true  of  impetigo,  which  has  been  more  prevalent 
than  in  previous  years.  Home  treatment  is  often  slow  in  producing 
results.  If  the  child  is  allowed  to  remain  in  school,  treatment  there 
produces  results  more  quickly,  and  he  is  enabled  to  continue  with 
his  studies. 

One  of  the  important  additions  to  the  work  has  been  the  Eye 
Clinic,  in  charge  of  Dr.  A.  R.  Goodman,  of  Rockland.  Tests  have 
been  given  from  the  third  grade  up  through  the  eighth,  and  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  to  give  a  thorough  examination  and  to  fur¬ 
nish  frames  and  lenses  to  those  who  wish  to  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunity.  That  this  work  is  important  is  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  eye  tests  for  school  children  are  compulsory  in  almost  every 
state  in  the  union.  An  early  examination  calls  the  attention  of 
parents  to  defects  which,  if  taken  care  of  in  time,  will  in  all  proba¬ 
bility  prevent  more  serious  trouble  later  in  life. 

Posters  and  health  material  furnished  by  the  New  England  Food 
and  Dairy  Council,  of  Boston,  have  been  an  incentive  to  the  pupils 

to  eat  proper  food  and  to  practice  habits  of  personal  cleanliness.

SEWING 

(Report  of  Marjorie  E.  Skinner,  Supervisor  of  Sewing) 

Sewing  in  the  grades  has  been  carried  on  since  September  in 
much  the  same  way  as  in  previous  years. 

The  seventh  grade  pupils  have  been  studying  the  use  and  care 
of  equipment  and  the  fundamental  stitches  for  sewing.  The  stitches 
have  been  applied  to  a  linen  sewing  bag  with  a  cross  stitch  design 
for  decoration.  At  the  present  time  they  are  learning  to  use  the 
sewing  machine,  after  which  they  will  make  underwear,  using  both 
hand  and  machine  stitching. 

The  eighth  grade  pupils  have  been  reviewing  hand  sewing  and 
studying  the  use  and  care  of  the  sewing  machine.  They  have  ap¬ 
plied  this  work  to  a  slip.  Later  they  will  make  a  simple  cotton  dress. 

For  Christmas  work  they  have  made  covers  for  dresses  with 
cross  stitch  designs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

IN  THE  MATTER  OF 

“THE  LEGION  MEMORIAL”  ATHLETIC  FIELD 
To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

A  relatively  dry  spring  allowed  an  early  start  on  the  work  of 
draining  the  thirteen  acres  at  Middle  and  Commercial  Streets.  The 
plan  of  drainage,  suggested  and  developed  by  Mr.  Fred  O.  Stevens, 
Superintendent  of  the  Water  Department,  had  been  adopted  by  the 
Committee  in  1925,  but  title  to  the  land  was  acquired  too  late  in 
that  year  to  allow  of  drainage  work  to  be  done  in  the  fall  months. 

A  main  drain  of  eighteen-inch  pipe  over  a  new  easement  loca¬ 
tion  has  been  laid  from  the  easterly  side  of  the  lot  to  the  proper  level 
of  an  old  existing  drain  in  Union  Avenue.  The  main  outlet  drain 
is  fed  from  a  network  of  minor  drains  extending  over  the  whole  field. 
In  all,  approximately  4,350  linear  feet  of  drain  pipe  has  been  laid, 
substantially  as  follows:  18  inch,  492  feet;  15  inch,  300  feet;  12  inch, 
100  feet;  10  inch,  800  feet;  8  inch,  850  feet;  6  inch,  1,450  feet;  4  inch, 
370  feet.  All  trenches  have  been  filled  with  coarse  gravel  over  the 
pipes.  The  system  works ;  and  the  general  water  level  has  been  sub¬ 
stantially  lowered. 

All  this  work  was  done  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Stevens 
and  by  the  personnel  of  the  Water  Department. 

There  was  enough  of  the  appropriation  left,  after  draining,  to 
allow  a  trial  area  to  be  graded  with  gravel  so  that  the  firmness  of 
the  ground  might  be  proved.  Your  Committee  now  has  no  doubt 
or  hesitation  in  recommending  that  the  work  of  grading  and  surfac¬ 
ing  of  the  field  be  immediately  continued.  We  suggest  that  $10,000.00 
be  appropriated  for  this  purpose,  and  believe  that,  if  the  work  of 
surfacing  can  be  started  early  enough,  a  portion  of  the  field  will  be 
ready  for  some  use  during  the  coming  summer.  Further  appropria¬ 
tions  in  future  years  would  be  justified  by  the  uses  to  be  made  of 
the  field,  but  we  believe  that  the  sum  now  suggested  should  be  suf¬ 
ficient  to  prepare  the  field  for  its  intended  use. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  great  and  valuable  services  ren¬ 
dered  by  Mr.  Stevens,  without  compensation,  and  we  feel  consider¬ 
able  satisfaction  in  the  vindication  of  his  judgment  by  the  results 
obtained. 

The  balance  of  the  appropriation  from  1925  available  for  the  work 
done  was  $8,046.57.  There  was  spent,  chiefly  for  labor  and  materials, 
$7,799.42.  Details  of  expenditures  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Town 
Accountant.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ACCOUNTANT 

East  Weymouth,  Mass.,  Jan.  26,  1927. 
To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor : 

Gentlemen : 

I  submit  herewith  the  25th  annual  report  of  the  accounting  de¬ 
partment  showing  the  financial  transactions  of  the  several  Town  De¬ 
partments. 

The  general  character  of  the  work  of  the  accounting  depart¬ 
ment  remains  the  same  from  year  to  year  haying  to  do  with  audit¬ 
ing  and  classifying  the  accounts  of  every  division  of  our  municipal 
government. 

The  books  of  the  Tax  Collector  were  thoroughly  audited  as  in 
previous  years.  The  collections  on  the  commitment  of  1923  were 
completed  in  1926  and  there  remains  unpaid  of  the  1924  commitment 
the  small  sum  of  $114.00,  representing  taxes  levied  against  two  parties 
who  have  been  petitioned  into  bankruptcy.  These  taxes  are  a  prior 
claim  on  the  assets  of  those  in  bankruptcy.  The  balance  uncollected 
on  the  1925  commitment  has  now  been  reduced  to  less  than  $10,000.00. 
The  late  date  at  which  the  1926  commitment  was  handed  the  Col¬ 
lector  by  the  Assessors  accounts  for  the  sum  uncollected  Dec.  31, 
1926  which  is  larger  than  in  previous  years.  The  efforts  of  the  Col¬ 
lector,  however,  made  possible  the  payment  of  $500,000  on  notes  issued 
in  anticipation  of  revenue,  there  remaining  unpaid  only  $100,000  which 
matures  Feb.  15,  1927. 

All  cash  balances  have  been  verified  at  least  once  a  month  by 
comparison  with  the  records  of  the  Town  depositories,  having  always 
been  found  correct. 

During  1926  final  payments  were  made  on  the  1921  Macadam 
Pavement  Loan  and  the  James  Humphrey  Schoolhouse  Loan.  The 
small  balance  in  the  James  Humphrey  Schoolhouse  Sinking  Fund 
is  to  be  taken  care  of  by  action  under  an  article  in  the  warrant  for 
the  annual  town  meeting.  It  will  be  noted  that  in  1927  will  be  paid 
the  last  of  the  notes  issued  for  the  permanent  construction  of  high¬ 
ways. 

A  healthy  financial  condition  of  the  town  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  the  net  debt  was  reduced  $14,300  during  1927  and  the  borrowing 
capacity  increased  $164,836.44. 

The  Balance  Sheet,  Debt  Statement,  Municipal  Property  Ac¬ 
count  and  Recapitulation  of  Appropriation  Accounts  are  appended 
to  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

The  gross  surplus  of  the  town  as  of  December  31,  1926  was 
found  to  be  $189,084.84.  There  are  however  accounts  receivable  in 
the  sum  of  $292,558.53,  some  of  which  must  be  collected  before  any 
of  the  surplus  is  available  for  appropriating  purposes. 

Should  any  further  detail  of  the  finances  of  the  town  be  desired 
it  will  be  furnished  by  the  department  at  any  time.

January  1,  1927 

The  Board  organized  with  the  election  of  Frank  H.  Torrey  as 
chairman ;  George  E.  Bicknell,  clerk  and  John  H.  Stetson,  treasurer. 

The  appointments  for  the  current  year  were  as  follows :  Super¬ 
intendent,  Fred  O.  Stevens;  pumping  engineer,  George  W.  Sargent; 
register  and  collector,  Marshall  T.  Tirrell;  pond  officer,  Willie  B. 
Loud;  town  accountant,  Emerson  R.  Dizer. 

For  years  we  have  not  been  in  favor  of  fishing  on  Great  Pond, 
but  upon  the  earnest  solicitation  of  a  number  of  our  citizens  who 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  removal  of  the  fish  from  the  pond  would 
be  of  a  great  benefit  to  the  water,  we  have  issued  permits  to  fish 
through  the  ice  on  certain  areas  and  at  stated  intervals,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  police.  We  trust  that  the  person  to  whom  a  per¬ 
mit  is  granted  wrill  so  conduct  himself  as  not  to  bring  censure  upon 
the  Board  for  so  doing.  “Do  unto  others  as  you  would  be  done  by.”
